sixty-two,  to  secure  to  the  oflScers  and  men  actually  employed  in  the 
Western  Department  or  Department  of  Missouri  their  pay,  bounty,  and 
pension  :  Provided,  however,  That,  in  the  payment  of  the  money  hereby 
appropriated,  such  payment  shall  be  made  directly  to  the  officers  or 
soldiers  by  whom  the  services  were  rendered,  or  to  their  personal  rep- 
resentatives, or  to  their  agents  appointed  by  powers  of  attorney,  and 
no  assignment  of  any  sum  due  to  any  officer  or  soldier  shall  be  valid  ; 
such  payments  to  be  made  by  paymasters  of  the  United  States  Army  : 
Provided  further,  however.  That  any  person  holding  a  power  of  attorney 
authorizing  the  receipt  by  him  of  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  any  officer 
or  soldier  may,  upon  making  and  filing  an  affidavit  to  the  effect  that 
he  is  acting  in  the  premises  purely  as  agent,  without  personal  interest, 
and  that  he  will  pay  over  the  amount  received  either  to  the  soldier  or 
(in  his  absence)  to  his  wife  or  children,  for  their  benefit,  be  entitled  to 
receive  such  amount.

vinegar  ;  eight  (8)  ounces  of  adamantine  or  star  candles  ;  two  (2)  pounds 
of  soap  ;  two  (2)  pounds  of  salt ;  and  fifteen  (15)  pounds  of  potatoes, 
when  practicable.  To  children  under  fourteen  (14)  years  of  age,  half 
rations  will  be  issued  ;  and  to  women  and  children,  roasted  rye  coffee 
at  the  rate  of  ten  (10)  pounds,  or  tea  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  (15)  ounces, 
to  every  one  hundred  (100)  rations.

2.. When  enlisted  men  are  discharged  within  two  years'  service, 
tinder  circumstances  that  entitle  them  to  the  bounty  provided  by  the 
6th  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  22,  1861,  and  the  5th 
section  of  the  act  approved  July  29,  1861,  as  amended  by  the  act  of 
March  3,  1863,  the  fact  that  the  discharge  is  "  by  reason  of  wounds 
received  in  battle ' '  will  be  stated  on  the  discharge  certificates,  and  the 
bounty  due  and  remaining  unpaid  will  be  credited  on  their  final  state- 
ments, and  be  paid,  like  other  arrearages,  by  the  Pay  Department. 

3.. Furloughed  soldiers,  other  than  re-enlisted  volunteers,  who  are 
unable  to  pay  the  transportation  from  or  to  their  Regiments,  may  be 
furnished  with  such  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  the  amount 
to  be  charged  on  their  furloughs,  and  deducted  from  their  next  pay. 
Quartermasters  furnishing  such  transportation  will  immediately  notify 
the  respective  company  commanders,  or,  in  cases  of  soldiers  on  detached 
service,  the  officers  by  whom  they  are  mustered  for  pay. 

4- -When  a  drafted  man  is  held  to  service,  the  amount  of  travelling 
pay  due  him,  as  allowed  by  section  16,  act  of  March  3,  1863^  from  his 
place  of  residence  to  the  place  of  rendezvous,  will  be  entered  on  his 
descriptive  list  by  the  District  Provost  Marshal,  to  be  placed  on  the 
muster-roll  of  the  company  to  which  the  man  is  assigned,  and  paid  by 
the  Pay  Department.

Paragraph  1068,  Revised  Army  Regulations,  is  hereby  so  amended 
as  to  authorize  the  issue  of  fuel,  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department, 
to  the  civil  employes  of  that  and  the  Subsistence  Department,  upon  the 
requisition  of  the  officers  under  whose  direction  the  men  are  employed, 
when  said  employe's  are  allowed  to  draw  in  kind  from  the  Subsistence 
Department  not  less  than  one  ration  each  of  subsistence  per  day,  and 
when  the  agreement  with  them  stipulates  that  fuel  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  United  States  in  addition  to  other  compensation.  The  allowance 
will  be  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates 
in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States.  The  fuel  issued  will  be 
considered  as  public  property,  and  will  not  be  sold  or  given  away  by 
the  employes  ;  but,  if  not  consumed,  shall  be  returned  to  the  Quarter" 
master,  and  taken  up  on  his  property  return.

Resolved  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  thanks  of  Congress  are  hereby 
tendered  to  Major-General  Nathaniel  P.  Banks,  and  the  officers  and 
Eoldiers  under  his  command,  for  the  skill,  courage,  and  endurance 
which  compelled  the  surrender  of  Port  Hudson,  and  thus  removed  the 
last  obstruction  to  the  free  navigation  of  the  Mississippi  river.

II.. Public  Kesolution — No.  8. 

A  RESOLUTION  of  thanks  to  Major  General  Ambrose  E.  Burnside,  and  the  officers 
and  men  who  fought  under  his  command. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  thanks  of  Congress  be,  and  they 
hereby  are,  presented  to  Major  General  Ambrose  E.  Burnside,  and 
through  him  to  the  officers  and  men  who  have  fought  under  his  com- 
mand, for  their  gallantry,  good  conduct,  and  soldier-like  endurance.

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and  the  thanks  of  their  representatives  in  Congress,  are  due,  and  are 
hereby  tendered,  to  Major  General  Joseph  Hooker,  and  the  officers  and 
soldiers  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  for  the  skill,  energy,  and  endur- 
ance which  first  covered  Washington  and  Baltimore  from  the  meditated 
blow  of  the  advancing  and  powerful  army  of  rebels  led  by  General 
Kobert  E.  Lee  ;  and  to  Major  General  George  G.  Meade,  Major  General 
Oliver  0.  Howard,  and  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  that  army,  for  the 
skill  and  heroic  valor  which,  at  Gettysburg,  repulsed,  defeated,  and 
drove  back,  broken  and  dispirited,  beyond  the  Rappahannock,  the 
veteran  army  of  the  rebellion.

The  following  Regulations  for  the  care  of  Field-works  and  the  gov- 
ernment of  their  Garrisons,  prepared  by  Brigadier  General  Barry,  In- 
spector of  Artillery,  U.  S.  A.,  are  published  for  the  government  of  all 
concerned : 

1.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Commanding  Officer  of  each  work  to  provide 
for  the  care  of  the  armament  and  the  safety  and  serviceable  condition 
of  the  magazines,  ammunition,  implements,  and  equipments  ;  and,  by 
frequent  personal  inspections,  to  secure  the  observance  of  the  rules 
prescribed  for  this  purpose. 

2.  The  fixed  armament,  consisting  of  the  heavy  guns  and  those  the 
positions  of  which  are  prescribed,  will  be  numbered  in  a  regular  series, 
commencing  with  the  first  gun  on  the  right  of  the  entrance  of  the  main 
gate.  Where  there  are  platforms  temporarily  unoccupied  by  guns,  they 
will  be  numbered  in  the  regular  series.  The  ammunition  will  be  kept 
in  the  magazines,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  stands  of  grape,  canister, 
and  solid  shot,  which  will  be  piled  near  the  guns. 
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3.  The  gun-earriages  will  be  kept  clean,  and  all  axles  and  journals 
well  lubricated.  They  will  be  traversed  daily,  and  never  be  allowed 
to  rest  for  two  successive  days  on  the  same  part  of  the  traverse  circle. 
If  the  gun-carriage  does  not  move  easily  on  the  chassis,  the  tongue  will 
be  occasionally  greased.  The  upper  carriage  should  not  rest  habitually 
on  the  same  part  of  the  chassis. 

4.  The  elevating  screw  and  its  box  will  be  kept  clean  and  well  greased. 
When  the  guns  are  not  in  use,  the  screw  will  be  run  down  as  far  as  it 
will  go,  the  breach  of  the  piece  being  first  raised  until  the  muzzle  is 
sufficiently  depressed  to  prevent  water  running  into  it,  and  kept  in  that 
position  by  a  wooden  quoin  or  block.  The  tampion  should  be  kept  in 
tbe  muzzle,  and  the  apron  over  the  vent. 

5.  The  piece  is  not  to  be  kept  habitually  loaded.  It  will  be  time  to 
load  when  the  enemy  appears,  or  when  special  orders  to  that  effect  are 
given. 

6.  The  Commanding  Officer  will  see  that  a  shed  is  constructed  for 
the  implements  and  equipments.  For  each  drill  these  will  be  issued 
to  the  gunners  by  the  ordnance  sergeant,  or  other  non-commissioned 
officer  acting  as  such,  who  will  receive  and  put  them  away  after  the 
dri^l  is  over,  and  be  at  all  times  responsible  to  the  Commanding  Officer 
for  their  safety  and  serviceable  condition,  and  that  the  supply  is  ade- 
quate. When  sheds  cannot  be  provided,  the  implements  will  be  kept 
near  the  pieces,  or  in  the  bomb-proofs.  The  equipments  (haversacks, 
tube-pouch,  &c.,)  may  be  kept  at  the  entrance  of  the  magazine,  where 
they  will  be  sheltered.  Platforms  for  projectiles  will  be  laid  near  the 
guns  ;  for  canisters,  a  couple  of  pieces  of  scantling  for  skids  will  answer. 
A  water-shed,  made  by  joining  two  boards  together  at  the  edges,  should 
be  placed  over  them.  When  the  wooden  sabots  become  wet  they  swell 
and  burst  the  canisters,  so  that  they  cannot  be  put  into  the  gun.  When 
this  happens,  dry  the  sabot  until  it  shrinks  sufficiently  for  the  canister 
edges  to  be  brought  together  and  tacked. 

7.  When  not  supplied  by  the  Engineer  Department,  materials  for 
constructing  the  sheds  and  for  skidding  will  be  furnished  by  the  Quar- 
termaster's Department,  on  requisitions  made  to  the  Chief  of  Artillery. 

8.  The  magazines  must  be  frequently  aired  in  dry  weather.     For  this 
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purpose,  the  ventilators  and  doors  must  be  opened  after  9  a.  m.,  and 
must  be  closed,  at  latest,  two  hours  before  sunset.  The  ammunition 
for  different  classes  of  guns  will  be  carefully  assorted,  and  the  shelves, 
boxes,  or  barrels,  containing  each  kind,  plainly  marked.  When  there 
is  more  than  one  magazine,  the  ammunition  will  be  so  distributed  as  to 
be  near  to  the  particular  guns  for  which  it  is  provided.  Cartridges 
must  be  moved,  and,  if  necessary, rolled  once  a  week,  to  prevent  cakir^ 
of  the  powder.  In  doing  this,  care  must  be  taken  not  to  pulverize  the 
grains.  Friction  primers  must  be  kept  in  the  tin  packing  boxes,  and 
carefully  protected  from  moisture.  They  will  be  frequently  examined, 
and  dried  by  exposure  to  the  sun.  This  must  always  be  done  imme- 
diately after  wet  weather  of  long  continuance.  The  supply  of  friction 
primers  for  each  gun  must  be  fifty  per  cent,  greater  than  the  number 
of  rounds  of  ammunition  provided  for  it.  A  dozen  primers  will  always 
be  kept  in  the  tube-pouches  in  use  at  each  gun.  Three  lanyards  will 
be  provided  for  each  gun,  one  of  which  will  be  kept  in  store  ;  the 
other  two  in  the  tube-pouches.  As  soon  as  received,  the  hooks  will  be 
tested  to  see  if  they  are  sufficiently  small  to  enter  the  eye  of  the  primer, 
and  yet  strong  enough  for  use. 

9.  In  order  that  practice  may  be  had  in  the  use  of  friction  primers, 
authority  is  given  to  expend  on  drill  five  per  gun  each  month.  These 
primers  will  always  be  taken  from  those  longest  at  the  post. 

10.  There  should  be  one  lantern  for  every  three  or  four  guns,  and 
t^o  good  globe  lanterns  for  each  magazine. 

11.  No  person  will  be  allowed  to  enter  the  magazines  except  on  duty, 
and  then  every  precaution  against  accidents  will  be  taken.  Lights 
must  always  be  in  glass  lanterns,  and  carried  only  by  the  person  in 
charge  of  the  magazine.  Swords,  pistols,  canes,  spurs,  &c.,  will  not 
be  admitted,  no  matter  what  may  be  the  rank  of  the  person  carrying 
them.  Socks  or  moccasins  will  be  worn,  if  they  can  be  procured  ;  if 
they  cannot,  then  all  persons  must  enter  with  stocking- feet.  No  fire 
or  smoking  will  be  allowed  in  the  vicinity  when  the  doors  or  ventilators 
are  open.  Too  many  precautions  cannot  possibly  be  taken  to  avoid  the  chances 
of  an  explosion, 

A  copy  of  this  paragraph,  legibly  written,  will  be  conspicuously 
posted  near  or  on  the  doors  of  every  magazine. 
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12.  Companies  will  be  assigned  to  guns  in  such  proportions  as  will 
furnish  at  least  tivo,  preferably  three,  reliefs  in  working  them,  and  suffi- 
cient men  in  addition  for  supplying  ammunition  from  the  magazines. 
From  fifteen  to  twenty  men  should  therefore  be  assigned  to  each  gun, 
and  instructed  in  its  use.  Companies  should  habitually  serve  the  same 
guns,  each  man  being  assigned  a  special  number  at  the  gun,  and 
thoroughly  instructed  in  all  its  duties.  As  occasion  offers,  all  of  the 
officers  and  enlisted  men  should  be  instructed  at  each  of  the  different 
kinds  of  gun  at  the  post,  as  well  as  in  the  duties  of  all  the  numbers  at 
each  gun.  Every  night  at  retreat  or  tattoo,  the  men  who  are  to  man 
the  guns  in  case  of  a  night  attack  should  be  paraded  at  their  pieces 
and  inspected,  to  see  that  all  their  equipments,  implements,  and  ammu- 
nition are  in  good  order,  and  the  gun  in  serviceable  condition  and  easy 
working  order.  The  men  so  stationed  should  ' '  call  off ' '  their  numbers 
before  being  dismissed.  In  case  of  alarm  at  night,  all  should  repair  at 
once  to  their  posts,  equip  themselves,  and  await  orders,  without  losing 
time  by  forming  upon  their  company  or  batallion  parade  grounds. 

13.  Each  gun  should  be  under  charge  of  a  non-commissioned  officer, 
and  to  every  two  or  three  guns  should  be  assigned  a  Lieutenant,  who 
will  be  responsible  to  the  Captain  for  their  serviceable  condition  at  all 
times.  The  Captain  will  be  responsible  to  the  Commanding  Officer  for 
the  condition  of  the  pieces,  and  the  instruction  of  the  men  of  his  com- 
pany. Artillery  drills  will  be  frequent  until  all  of  the  men  are  well 
instructed,  and  there  will  never  be  less  than  one  artillery  drill  per  day 
when  the  weather  will  permit,  nor  will  any  officer  be  excused  from 
these  drills  unless  it  is  unavoidable.  For  action,  all  the  cannoneers 
not  actually  serving  the  guns  will  be  provided  with  muskets,  and  will 
be  stationed  near  the  guns  to  which  they  belong,  for  service  on  the 
banquettes  or  elsewhere,  in  case  of  assaults. 

14.  Each  company  should  be  supplied  with  three  copies  of  the 
Tactics  for  Heavy  Artillery,  and  rigidly  adhere  to  its  directions.  Tables 
of  Ranges  will  be  founii  in  the  work.  One  copy  of  Instructions  for 
Field  Artillery  should  be  supplied  to  each  company.  All  authorized 
books  can  be  obtained  on  written  application  to  the  Chief  of  Artillery, 
who  will  obtain  them  from  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army.  The 
books  so  drawn  are  the  property  of  the  United  States  for  the  use  of  the 
company,  and  will  be  accounted  for  on  the  Muster  Rolls. 
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15.  The  Commanding  Officei'  will  make  himself  conversant  with  the 
approaches  to  bis  work,  the  distance  to  each  prominent  pomt  com- 
manded by  his  guns,  the  nature  of  the  ground  between  ihem  and  bis 
post,  and  the  most  probable  points  of  attack  upon  it  He  will  also 
make  it  his  duty  to  see  that  all  of  his  officers,  and,  as  far  as  possible, 
his  non-commissioned  officers,  are  thoroughly  acquainted  with  these 
matters.  The  distances  will  be  ascertained  by  actual  measurement  and 
not  left  to  conjecture.  Tables  of  Ranges  or  Distances  for  each  point, 
and  the  corresponding  elevation,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  projec- 
tile, with  the  proper  length  or  time  of  the  faze,  when  shel  I  or  case-shot 
are  used,  will  be  made  out  for  each  gun,  and  furnished  to  the  officer  and 
non-commissioned  officers  serving  it.  These  tables  should  be  painted 
npon  boards,  and  securely  fastened  in  a  conspicuous  place  near  the  gun. 
As  these  tables  differ  for  different  kinds  of  gun,  the  same  men  should 
be  permanently  assigned  to  the  same  piece. 

16.  The  projectiles  should  be  used  in  their  proper  order.  At  a  dis- 
tance, solid  shot;  then,  shells  or  case-shot,  especially  if  firing  at  troops 
in  line ;  canistir  or  grape  is  for  use  only  at  short  ranges.  When  columns 
are  approaching  so  that  they  can  be  taken  in  direction  of  their 
length,  or  very  obliquely,  solid  shot  is  generally  the  best  projectile,  be- 
cause of  its  greater  accuracy  and  penetrating  power.  If  the  column 
consists  of  cavalry,  some  shells  or  case-shot  will  be  useful,  from  the 
disorder  their  bursting  produces  among  the  horses  ;  but  shells  and  case- 
shot  should  not  be  used  against  any  troops  when  moving  rapidly. 
The  absolute  distances  at  which  the  projectiles  can  be  used  with  effect 
vary  with  the  description  and  calibre  of  the  gun,  and  can  be  ascertained 
only  by  consulting  the  Tables  of  Ranges.  The  prominent  points  on  the 
approaches  to  the  works  should  be  designated,  their  distances  noted, 
and  directions  drawn  up  for  the  different  kinds  of  ammunition  to  be 
used  at  each  gun  for  these  different  points.  During  the  drills  the 
attention  of  the  chiefs  of  pieces  and  gunners  should  be  frequently 
drawn  to  this  subject. 

17.  Commanding  Officers  will  pay  special  attention  to  the  police  and 
preservation  of  the  works.  All  filth  will  be  promptly  removed,  and 
the  dramage  particularly  attended  to.  No  one  should  be  allowed  to 
wa'k  on  the  parapets,  or  move  or  sit  upon  the  gabions,  barrels,  or  sand 
]3ags  that  may  be  placed  upon  them.     When  injuries  occur  to  the  earth- 
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woiks,  they  should  be  repaired  as  quickly  as  possible  by  the  garrison 
of  the  work.  If  of  a  serious  nature,  they  should  be  at  once  reported 
to  the  Engineer  Officer  iu  charge  of  the  work.  All  injuries  to  the  magazines 
or  platforms  of  the  guns  will  be  promptly  reported  as  soon  as  observed.  Ths 
abattis,  being  a  most  important  portion  of  the  work,  must  be  always 
well  looked  to  and  kept  in  perfect  order. 

18.  Special  written  or  printed  instructions  as  to  the  supply  of  ammu- 
nition at  the  different  posts,  and  the  proportion  for  the  different  classes 
of  guns,  will  be  furnibhed  by  the  Chief  of  Artillery  to  the  Commanders 
of  posts.  Instructions  will  also  be  furnished  as  to  the  special  objects 
of  each  work,  on  proper  application  for  this  purpose  to  the  Chief  En- 
gineer or  Chief  of  Artillery. 

19.  No  persons  not  officially  connected  with  the  garrisons  of  the 
field-works  will  be  allowed  to  enter  them,  except  such  as  visit  them  on 
duty,  or  who  have  passes  signed  by  competent  authority  ;  nor  will  any 
person  except  commissioned  officers,  or  those  whose  duty  requires  them 
to  do  so,  be  allowed  to  enter  the  magazine,  or  touch  the  guns,  their 
implements  or  equipments. 

20.  The  garrison  can  greatly  improve  the  work  by  sodding  the  slopes 
of  the  parapet,  and  those  of  the  ramps  and  banquettes,  or  by  sowing 
grass  seed  on  the  superior  slope,  first  covering  it  with  surface  soil.  The 
grass-covered  or  sodded  portions  of  the  parapets,  traverses,  magazines, 
&c. ,  should  be  occasionally  watered  in  dry  weather,  and  the  grass  be 
kept  closely  cut.  Early  in  the  spring  and  late  in  the  autumn  they 
should  be  covered  with  manure. 

21.  As  a  great  deal  of  powder  is  wasted  in  unnecessary  salutes, 
attention  is  called  to  paragraph  268  of  Army  Regulations,  edition  of 
1861-'63: 

Paragraph  268. — A  General  Officer  will  be  saluted  but  once  in  a  year 
at  each  post,  and  only  when  notice  of  his  intention  to  visit  the  post 
has  been  given. 

22.  The  practice  of  building  fires  on  the  open  pirades,  for  cooking 
and  other  purposes,  is  prohibited,  as  it  endangers  the  magazines. 
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23.  The  armament  of  a  fort  having  been  once  established,  will  not 
be  changed  except  by  authority  of  the  Commander  of  the  District, 
Geographical  Department,  or  Army  Corps,  and  then  only  on  consulta- 
tion with  the  Chiefs  of  Engineers  and  Artillery. 

24.  The  machinery  of  the  Whitworth,  or  other  breech- loading  guns, 
will  not  be  used  except  by  special  orders  from  the  Commanding  Officer 
of  the  post. 

25.  Experience  having  conclusively  shown  that  rifled  guns,  of  large 
calibre  especially,  must  be  subjected  to  most  careful  treatment  and 
skilful  management  in  order  to  secure  their  maximum  efficiency,  both 
in  range  and  penetration,  and  especially  their  maximum  endurance, 
the  attention  of  all  officers  using  rifled  guns  of  large  calibres  is  called 
to  the  following  rules :  Sponges  well  saturated  with  oil  shall  alone  be 
used  ;  and  for  this  purpose  the  necessary  supply  of  oil  shall  be  provided 
for  all  batteries  of  position  in  which  rifled  gans  form  the  part  or  whole 
of  its  armament.  A  little  grease  or  slush  upon  the  base  of  the  projectile 
adds  much  to  its  certainty,  and  should  be  always  used  when  possible. 
The  bores  of  the  guns  should  be  washed,  and  the  grooves  cleaned  of  all 
residuum  and  dirt  subsequent  to  the  firing,  after  the  gun  has  cooled. 
Great  care  must  be  taken  to  send  the  projectile  home  in  loading,  that 
no  space  may  bo  left  between  the  projectile  and  the  cartridge. 

Before  using  shells,  unless  already  loaded  and  fuzed,  they  must  be 
carefully  inspected  both  on  their  exterior  and  interior  ;  and  scrapers 
should  be  used  to  clear  the  cavity  of  all  moulding  sand  before  charging 
the  shell.  Special  attention  should  be  given  to  the  insertion  of  the 
fuzes,  and  the  threads  of  the  fuze  hole  should  be  carefully  cleaned 
before  screwing  in  the  fuze.  In  all  Parrott  projectiles  it  should  be 
carefully  observed  that  the  brass  ring  or  cup  is  properly  swedged,  and 
that,  in  the  case  of  the  ring,  the  cavities  between  it  and  the  projectile 
are  not  clogged  with  dirt  or  sand. 

In  loading  shells  care  will  be  taken  to  fill  them  entirely  with  powder, 
leaving  no  vacant  space  after  the  fuze  is  screwed  in. 

For  the  10,  20,  and  30-pounder  Parrott  guns,  powder  of  too  large  a 
grain  should  not  be  used.  The  best  powder  for  the  projecting  charge 
of  these  guns  is  what  is  called  "  mortar  powder." 
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26.  Pole  straps  and  pole- pads  of  field  limbers,  not  belonging  to  horsed 
batteries,  are  to  be  kept  in  the  implement-room  or  in  the  trays  of  the 
limber  chest.  They  should  be  occasionally  washed  and  oiled,  as  pre- 
scribed for  the  care  of  harness  in  field  artillery  tactics. 

27.  The  forts  will  be  inspected  daily  by  their  Commanding  Officers ; 
and  by  the  Brigade,  Division,  District,  or  Department  Commanders, 
and  by  the  Chief  of  Artillery,  as  frequently  as  possible.  Particular 
attention  will  be  paid,  at  all  inspections,  to  the  drill  and  discipline  of 
the  garrison  and  police  of  the  work  ;  to  the  condition  of  the  armament, 
ammunition,  and  magazines ;  and  as  to  whether  the  proper  supply  of 
ammunition,  implements,  &c.,  is  on  hand  at  the  post. 

Instructions  for  Firing. 

1.  The  firing  in  action  should  be  deliberate— never  more 'than  will 
admit  of  accurate  pointing.  A  few  shots  effectively  thrown  is  better 
than  a  larger  number  badly  directed.  The  object  of  killing  is  to  icspire 
terror  so  as  to  deter  or  drive  off  the  enemy,  and  precision  of  fire,  and 
consequent  certainty  of  execution,  is  infinitely  more  important  in  effect- 
ing this  than  a  great  noise,  rapid  firing,  and  less  proportional  execution. 

2.  To  secure  accuracy  of  fire,  the  ground  in  the  neighborhood  must 
be  well  examined,  and  the  distance  to  the  different  prominent  points 
within  the  field  covered  by  each  gun  measured  and  no'ed. 

The  gunners  and  cannoneers  should  be  informed  of  these  distances, 
and  in  the  drills  the  gun  should  be  accurately  pointed  at  the  objects 
noted  in  succession,  the  gunner  designating  it,  calling  the  distance  in 
yards,  and  the  corresponding  elevation  in  minutis  an<l  degrees,  until  all 
the  distances  and  corresponding  elevations  aie  familiar  to  the  men. 
When  hollow  projectiles  are  used,  the  time  of  flight  corresponding  to 
the  distmce  must  be  given  to  the  man  who  goes  for  the  projectile.  He 
tells  the  ordnance  sergeant,  or  the  man  who  furnishes  the  ammunition, 
and  the  latter  cuts  the  fuze  to  burn  the  required  time. 

3.  The  gunner  is  responsible  for  the  aiming.  He  must  therefore 
know  the  distance  to  each  prominent  object  in  the  field  covered  by  his 
gun,  the  elevation  required  to  reach  that  point,  and  the  time  of  flight 
of  the  shell  or  case-shot  corresponding  to  each  distance  or  elevation. 
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He  must  have  a  table  of  thi^se  ranges,  taken  from  the  Heavy  Artillery 
Tactics,  pages  236  to  247,=-  (edition  of  1862.) 

4.  These  tables  will  be  promptly  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the 
Commanding  Officer,  and  copies  furnifihed  for  each  gun,  and  used 
habitually  in  the  drills.  They  will  be  examined  and  verified  by  the 
Chief  of  Artillery. 

5  The  attention  of  all  officers  in  charge  of  artillery  in  the  works  is 
directed  to  the  articles  in  the  Tuclics  on  ^^  Pointing  guns  and  howUzers," 
*' Night  firipg,"  &c.,  pages  76  to  90. 

6.  Commanding  Officers  of  the  works  will  keep  themselves  accurately 
informed  of  the  amount  and  kinds  of  ammunition  in  the  magazines. 
The  supply  must  always  be  kept  up  to  the  amount  prescribed  by  the

Thus,  supposing  the  enemy  at  a  point  1,000  yards  distant,  by  looking  at  the  table 
it  will  be  cbsiTved  that  9.^0  yards  rtquire  I"  30' elevation  ;  1,150  yards  r' quire  2°; 
theiefore,  tlevate  a  very  little— 5'  to  10'  over  1°  30',  or  simply  give  1°  'd^i'  full. 
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Chief  of  Artillery  or  other  competent  authority.  When  it  is  leps  than 
that  amount,  a  special  report  of  the  fact  will  be  made  to  the  Chief  of 
Artillery,  with  requisitions  for  the  ammimition  necessary  to  complete 
the  supply.  Commanding  Officers  will  also  see  that  the  necessary 
equipments  are  always  on  hand  for  the  service  of  all  the  guns,  as  pre- 
acrihed  in  the  Tactics  or  in  General  Orders. 

7.  Hand  grenades  are  intended  to  be  used  against  the  enemy  when 
he  has  reached  such  parts  of  the  defences  (the  bottom  of  the  ditch  for 
example)  as  are  not  covered  by  the  guns,  or  by  the  muskets  of  the  in- 
fantry posted  on  the  banquettes. 

8.  After  the  enemy  has  passed  the  abattis  and  jumped  into  the  ditch, 
hand  grenades  will  be  used  ;  and  then,  if  he  mounts  the  parapet,  he 
must  be  met  there  with  muskets.  A  resolute  defence  against  assault 
must  also  be  made  by  posting  men  with  muskets  so  as  to  fire  over  the 
tops  of  traverses,  bomb-proufs,  or  magazines.

Refvgees  and  Rebel  Deserters. 
Whenever  refagees  from  within  the  Rebel  lines,  or  deserters  from  the 
Rebel  armies,  present  themselves  at  U.  S.  Camps  or  Military  Posts, 
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they  will  be  immediately  examined  by  the  Provost  Marshal  with  a  view 
to  determine  Iheir  character,  and  their  motive  in  giving  themselves  up. 
If  it  appear  that  they  are  honest  in  their  intention  of  forever  deserting 
the  Rebel  cause,  care  will  be  taken  to  explain  to  them  that  they  will 
not  be  forced  to  serve  in  the  U.  S.  Army  against  the  Rebels,  nor  be 
kept  in  confinement.  The  President's  Proclamation  of  December  8, 
1863,  will  h?.  read  to  them,  and  if  they  so  desire,  the  oath  therein  pre- 
scribed will  be  administered  to  them.  They  will  then  be  questioned 
as  to  whether  they  desire  employment  from  the  United  States  ;  and  if 
to,  such  arrangements  as  may  be  expedient  will  be  made  by  the  several 
Army  Commanders  for  employing  them  on  Government  works  within 
their  commands.  Those  who  come  to  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  will 
be  forwarded  to  the  Military  Governor  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  at 
Washington,  with  reports  in  their  cases,  that  employment  may  be 
given  them  if  desired  ;  or,  if  not,  that  they  may  be  sent  as  far  North 
as  Philadelphia.

The  following  proclamation  is  published  for  the  infjrmation  of  all 
concerned  : 

By  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America  : 
A  PEOCL  \M ATION. 

Whereas,  by  my  proclamation  of  the  cinetrenth  of  April,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  the  ports  of  the  States  of  South 
Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Florida,  Mississippi,  Louisiana  and  Texas, 
were,  for  reasons  therein  set  forth,  placed  under  blockade  ;  and  whereas 
the  port  of  Brownsville,  in  the  district  of  Brazos  Santiago,  in  the  State 
of  Texas,  has  since  been  blockaded,  but  as  the  blockade  of  said  port 
may  now  be  safely  relaxed  with  advantage  to  the  interests  of  commerce : 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  known  that  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of 
the  United  States,  pursuant  to  the  authority  in  me  vested  by  the  fifth 
section  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  on  the  I'^^th  cf  July,  1861, 
entitled  '  An  act  further  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  duties  on  im- 
ports, and  for  other  purposes,"  do  hereby  declare  that  the  blockade  of 
the  said  port  of  Brownsville  shall  so  far  cease  and  determine  from  and 
after  this  date,  that  commercial  intercourse  with  said  port,  except  as  to 
persons,  things,  and  information  hereinafter  specified,  may,  from  this 
date,  be  carried  on,  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  Unite!  States,  to  the 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and,  until  the 
rebellion  shall  have  been  suppressed,  to  such  orders  as  may  be  pro- 
mulgated by  the  General  commanding  the  Department,  or  by  an  officer 
duly  authorized  by  him  and  commanding  at  said  port.  This  proclama- 
tion does  not  authorize  or  allow  the  shipment  or  conveyance  of  persons 
in  or  intending  to  enter  the  service  of  the  insurgents,  or  of  things  or 
information  intended  for  their  use,  or  for  their  aid  or  comfort,  nor

except  upon  tbe  permission  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  or  of  some  officer 
duly  authorized  I'y  him,  of  tbe  followiog  prohibited  articles,  namely  : 
cannon,  mortars,  fire-arms,  pistols,  bombs,  grenades,  powder,  saltpetre, 
sulphur,  balls,  bullets,  pikes,  swords,  boarding-caps,  (always  excepting 
the  quantity  of  the  said  articles  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  defence 
of  the  ship  and  those  whocompose  the  crew,)  saddles,  bridles,  cartridge- 
bag  material,  percussion  and  other  caps,  clothing  adapted  for  uniforms, 
Bail-cloth  of  all  kind'^,  hemp  and  cordage,  intoxicating  drinks,  other 
than  beer  and  light  native  wines. 

To  vessels  clearing  from  foreign  ports  and  destined  to  the  port  of 
Brownsville,  opened  by  this  proclamation,  licenses  will  be  granted  by 
Consuls  of  the  United  States  upon  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  vessel 
so  licensed  will  convey  no  persons,  property,  or  information,  excepted 
or  prohibited  above,  either  to  or  from  the  said  port ;  which  licenses 
shall  be  exhibited  to  the  collector  of  said  port  immediately  on  arrival, 
and  if  required,  to  any  officer  in  charge  of  the  blockade  ;  and  on  leav- 
ing said  port,  every  vesfel  will  be  required  to  have  a  clearance  from 
the  collector  of  the  customs,  according  to  law,  showing  no  violations 
of  the  conditions  of  the  license.  Any  violations  of  said  conditions  will 
involve  the  forfeiture  and  condemnation  of  the  vessel  and  cargo,  and 
the  exclusion  of  all  parties  concerned  from  any  further  privilege  of 
entering  the  United  States  during  the  war  for  any  purpose  whatever. 

In  all  respects,  except  as  herein  specified,  the  existing  blockade  re- 
mains in  full  force  and  effect  as  hitherto  established  and  maintained, 
nor  is  it  relaxed  by  this  proclamation  except  in  regard  to  the  port  to 
which  relaxation  is  or  has  been  expressly  applied. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand,  and  caused  the 
seal  of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed.

All  stores  turned  over  to  the  officers  of  the  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment in  the  JMilitary  Division  of  the  Mississippi,  by  the  United  States 
Commission  for  the  relief  of  the  National  Fretdmen,  with  the  approval  of 
the  immediate  next  Military  Commander,  who  will  satisfy  himself  that 
the  stores  are  such  as  are  necessary  for  the  subslstt  nee  and  comfort  of 
the  Freedmen,  will  be  received  and  transported  as  public  stores  con- 
signed to  the  Quartermaster  at  the  post  for  which  they  are  destined, 
by  whom  they  will,  after  examination  and  approval  by  the  Post  Com- 
mander or  Provost  Marshal,  be  turned  over  to  the  duly  authorized 
agents  of  said  Commission  for  distribution  to  the  Freedmen. 

Duly  accredited  agents  and  teachers  of  the  Commission  under  orders 
from  the  Commission  will,  upon  papers  approved  by  the  Commanding 
Officer,  be  permitted  to  take  passage  upon  government  steamers  and 
railroad  trains,  but  cannot  be  transported  at  the  expense  of  the  United 
States.

The  following  act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  information  of  all 
concemtd: 

I.  Public — No.  11. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  for  enroUini;  and  calling  out  the 
National  Forces,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-ihree. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Sena'e  and  Umse  of  Rrpres^ntatms  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  President  of  the  United  States 
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Bball  be  anthoiizod,  whenever  he  shall  deem  itDecessary,  during:  the 
present  -war.  tc  call  for  such  number  of  men  for  iho  military  strvice  of 
the  United  States  as  the  public  exigencies  may  require. 

Sec,  2.  And  be  itfujther  enacted,  That  the  quota  of  each  ward  of  a  city, 
town,  townsLip,  precinct,  or  election  district,  or  of  a  county,  where  the 
county  is  not  divided  into  wards,  towns,  townships  prt  cincts,  or  election 
districts,  shall  be,  as  nearly  as  possible,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
men  resident  therein  liable  to  render  military  service,  taking  into  ac- 
count, as  far  afi  practicable,  the  number  which  has  been  previously 
furnished  1  herefrom  ;  and  in  ascertaining  and  filling  si  id  quota  there 
shall  be  takt  n  into  account  the  number  cf  men  who  have  heretofore 
entered  the  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  and  whose  names  are 
borne  upon  the  emolmcnt  lists  as  already  returned  to  the  office  of  the 
Provost  Marshal  General  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  the  quotas  shall  not  be  tilled 
■within  the  time  designated  by  the  Presideat,  the  Pi ovost  Marshal  of 
the  district  with'n  which  any  ward  of  a  city,  town,  town  hip,  precinct, 
or  election  disttict,  or  county,  where  the  same  i^  not  divided  into 
wards,  towns,  townships,  precincts,  or  election  districts,  wh  ch  is  de- 
ficient in  its  quota,  is  tituated,  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Provost 
Marshal  General,  make  a  draft  for  the  number  deficient  therefrom  ;  but 
all  volunteers  who  may  enli-t  after  the  draft  shall  have  been  ordered, 
and  before  it  shall  br^  actually  made,  shall  be  deducted  fiom  the  num- 
ber ordered  to  I  e  drafted  in  such  ward,  town,  township,  precinct,  or 
election  distiict,  or  c  junty.  And  if  the  quota  of  any  district  shall  not 
be  filled  bv  the  draft  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  the  act  to  v.hieh  it  is  an  amendment,  further  drafts  shall  be 
made,  and  like  proceedings  had,  until  the  quota  of  such  district  shall 
be  filled. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  person  enrolled  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  for  enrolling  and  calling  out  the  lational  f  nces, 
and  for  other  purposes,  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-three,  or  whu  may  be  hereafter  so  onrolleil,  may  furnish,  at  any 
time  previous  to  the  draft,  an  acceptable  substitute,  who  is  not  liable 
to  draft,  nor,  at  the  time,  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United 
States ;  and  such  persja  so  furnishing  a  subotitute  shall  be  exempt  from 
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draft  during  the  time  for  which  such  substitute  shall  not  be  liable  to 
draft,  not  exceeding  the  time  for  which  such  substitute  shall  have  been 
occcpted. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  person  draffed  into  the 
military  service  of  the  United  States  may,  before  the  time  tixed  for  his 
appearance  for  duty  at  the  draft  rendezvous,  furnish  an  acceptable  sub- 
stitute, subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  he  prescdbed  by 
the  Secretaiy  of  War  ;  that  if  such  substitute  is  not  liible  tj  draft,  the 
person  furnishing  him  shall  be  exempt  from  draft  during  the  time  for 
which  such  substitute  is  not  liable  to  draft,  not  exceeding  the  term  for 
which  he  was  drafted  ;  and  if  such  substitute  is  liable  to  draft,  the  name 
of  the  person  furnishing  him  shall  again  be  p'aced  on  (he  roll,  and  shall 
be  liable  to  draft  on  future  calls,  but  not  until  the  present  enrolment 
shall  be  exhausted  ;  and  this  exemption  shall  not  exceed  the  term  for 
which  such  person  shall  have  been  drafted.  And  any  person  now  ia 
the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  State?:,  not  physically  dis- 
qualified, who  has  so  served  more  than  one  yf  ar.  and  wbose  term  of  un- 
expired service  shall  not  at  the  time  of  substitution  exceed  six  months, 
may  be  employed  as  a  substitute  to  serve  in  the  troops  of  the  State  in 
which  he  enlisted  ;  and  if  any  drafted  person  shall  heieafter  pay  money 
for  the  procuration  of  a  substitute,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment,  such  payment  of  money  shall  operate  only 
to  relieve  such  person  from  draft  in  fUliog  that  quota ;  and  his  name 
shall  be  retained  on  the  roll  in  filling  future  quotas;  but  in  no  instance 
shall  the  exemption  of  any  person,  on  account  (  f  his  payment  of  com- 
mutation money  for  the  procuration  of  a  substitute,  extend  beyond  one 
year  ;  but  at  the  end  of  one  year,  in  every  &uch  case,  the  name  of  any 
person  so  exempted  shall  bo  enrolled  again,  if  not  before  returned  to 
the  enrolment  list  under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  Boards  of  Enrolment  shall  enrol 
all  persons  liabl^i  to  draft  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  act 
to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  whose  names  may  h  ive  been  omitted 
by  the  proper  enrolling  officers  ;  all  persons  who  feha:i  arrive  at  the 
age  of  twenty  years  before  tho  draft ;  all  aliens  who  shill  declare  their 
intention  to  become  citizens  ;  all  persons  discharged  from  the  military 
or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  who  have  not  been  in  such  service 
two  years  during  the  present  war ;  and  all  persons  who  have  been

exempted  under  the  provisions  of  the  gecond  section  of  the  act  to  which 
this  is  an  ametidment,  but  who  are  not  exenapted  by  the  provicions  of 
this  act ;  and  Faid  Boards  of  Enrolment  shall  release  and  discharge 
from  draft  all  persons  who,  between  the  time  of  the  enrolment  and  the 
draft,  shall  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  forty-five  years,  and  shall  strike 
the  names  of  such  persons  from  the  enrolment. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  mariner,  or  able  or  ordi- 
nary Eeaman,  who  shall  be  drafted  under  this  act,  or  the  act  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment,  shall  have  the  right,  within  eight  days  after  the 
notification  of  such  draft,  to  enlist  in  the  naval  service  as  a  seaman ; 
and  a  certificate  tbat  he  has  so  enlisted  being  made  out,  in  conformity 
with  regulations  which  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
and  duly  presented  to  the  Provost  Marshal  of  the  district  in  which  such 
mariner,  or  able  or  ordinary  seaman,  shall  have  been  drafted,  shall 
exempt  him  from  such  draft :  Provided,  That  the  period  for  which  he 
shall  have  enlisted  into  the  naval  service  shall  not  be  less  than  the 
period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  drafted  into  the  military  service : 
And  provided  further,  That  the  said  certificate  shall  declare  that  satis- 
factory proof  has  been  made  before  the  naval  officer  issuing  the  same 
that  the  said  pers  'U  so  enlisting  in  the  navy  is  a  mariner  by  vocation, 
or  an  able  or  ordinary  seaman.  And  any  person  now  in  the  military 
service  of  the  United  States  who  shall  furnish  satisfactory  proof  that  he 
is  a  mariner  by  vocation,  or  an  able  or  ordinary  seaman,  may  enlist 
into  the  navy  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States  :  Provided,  That  such  enlistment 
shall  not  be  for  less  than  the  unexpired  term  of  his  military  service, 
nor  for  less  than  one  year.  And  the  bounty  money  which  any  mariner 
or  seaman,  enlisting  from  the  army  into  the  navy,  may  have  received 
from  the  United  States,  or  from  the  State  in  which  he  enlisted  in  the 
army,  shall  be  deflucted  from  the  prize  money  to  which  he  may  become 
entitled  during  the  time  required  to  complete  his  military  service : 
And  provided  further.  That  the  whole  number  of  such  transfer  enlist- 
ments shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  whenever  any  such  mariner, 
or  able  or  ordinary  seaman,  shall  have  been  exempted  from  such  draft 
in  the  military  service  by  such  enlistment  into  the  naval  service,  under 
tjuch  due  certificate  thereof,  then  the  ward,  town,  township,  precinct, 
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or  election  district,  or  county,  when  the  same  is  not  divided  into  wards, 
towas,  townships,  precincts,  or  election  districts,  from  which  such  per- 
son has  been  drafted,  shall  be  credited  with  his  services  to  all  intent 
and  purposes  as  if  he  had  been  duly  mustered  into  the  military  servics 
under  such  draft. 

Sec  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  enlistments  into  the  naval 
service  of  the  United  States,  or  into  the  marine  corps  of  the  United 
States,  that  may  hereafter  be  made  of  pereor.s  liable  to  service  under 
the  act  cf  Congress  entitled  "An  act  for  enrolling  and  calling  out  the 
national  forces,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  March  third,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-three,  shall  be  credited  to  the  ward,  town,  township, 
precinct,  or  election  district,  or  county,  when  the  same  is  not  divided 
into  wards,  towns,  townships,  precincts,  or  election  districts,  in  which 
such  enlisted  men  were  or  may  be  enrolled  and  liable  to  duty  under 
the  act  aforesaid,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Provost  Marshal  Gen- 
eral of  the  United  States  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  following  persons  he,  and 
they  are  hereby,  exempted  from  enrolment  and  draft  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  to 
wit :  Such  as  are  rejected  as  physically  or  mentally  unfit  for  the  ser- 
vice, all  persons  actually  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United 
States  at  the  time  of  the  draft,  and  all  persons  who  have  served  in  the 
military  or  naval  service  two  years  during  the  present  war  and  been 
honorably  discharged  therefrom  ;  and  no  persons  but  such  as  are  herein 
exempted  shall  be  exempt. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  section  third  of  the  "  Act  for 
enrolling  and  calliog  out  the  national  forces,  and  far  other  purposes," 
approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  and  so  much 
of  section  ten  of  said  act  as  provides  for  the  separate  enrolment  of  each 
class,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Board  of  Enrolment  of  each  district  to  consolidate  the  two  classes 
mentioned  in  the  third  section  of  said  act. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  any  person  who  shall  forcibly 
resist  or  oppose  any  enrolment,  or  who  shall  incite,  counsel,  encourage, 
or  who  shall  conspire  or  confederate  with  any  other  person  or  persons 
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forcibly  to  resist  or  oppose  any  snch  enrolment,  or  who  shall  aid  or 
assist,  or  take  any  part  in  any  forcible  resistance  or  opposition  thereto, 
or  who  shall  assault,  obstruct,  hinder,  impede,  or  threaten  any  officer 
or  other  person  employed  in  making,  or  in  aiding  to  make,  such  enrol- 
ment, or  employed  in  the  performance,  or  in  aiding  in  the  perform- 
ance, of  any  service  in  any  way  relating  thereto,  or  in  arresting,  or 
aiding  to  arrest,  any  spy  or  deserter  from  the  military  service  of  the 
United  States,  shaij,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any  court  competent 
to  try  the  ofifence,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  thousand 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  five  years,  or  by  both  of 
said  punishments,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.  And  in  cases  where 
such  assaulting,  obttructing,  hindering,  or  impeding,  shall  produce 
the  death  of  such  officer  or  other  person,  the  ofi'euder  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  murder,  and,  up  m  conviction  thereof  upon  indictment  in  the 
circuit  court  of  the  United  States  for  the  district  wiihin  which  the  ofifence 
was  committed,  shall  be  punished  with  death.  And  nothing  in  this 
section  centained  shall  be  construed  to  relieve  the  p^irty  offending 
from  liability,  under  proper  indictment  or  process,  for  any  crime 
against  the  laws  of  a  State  committed  by  him  while  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  be 
authorized  to  detail  or  appoint  such  number  of  additional  surgeons  for 
terojwrary  duty  in  the  examination  of  persons  drafted  into  the  mili- 
tary service,  in  any  district,  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  prompt 
examination  of  all  such  persons,  and  to  fix  the  compens;^tion  to  be  paid 
surgeons  so  appointed  while  actually  employed.  And  such  surgeons 
so  detailed  or  appointed  shall  perform  the  same  duties  as  the  surgeon 
of  the  Board  of  Enrolment,  except  that  they  shall  not  be  permitted  to 
vote  or  sit  with  the  Board  of  Enrolment. 

Sec  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  is  au- 
thorized, whenever  in  his  judgment  the  public  interest  will  be  sub- 
served thereby,  to  permit  or  require  Boards  of  Examination  of  enrolled 
or  drafted  men  to  hold  their  examinations  at  diff^^rt-nt  points  within 
their  respective  enrolment  districts,  to  be  determined  by  him  :  Pro- 
vided, That  in  all  districts  over  one  hundred  miles  in  extent,  and  in 
such  as  are  composed  of  over  ten  counties,  the  Board  shall  hold  their 
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sessions  in  at  least  two  places  in  such  district,  and  at  sach  points  as  are 
best  calculated  to  accommodate  the  people  thereof. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  Provost  Marshals,  Boards  of 
Enrolment,  or  any  member  thereof  acting  by  authority  of  the  Board, 
shall  have  power  to  summon  witnesses  in  behalf  of  the  Government, 
and  enforce  their  attendance  by  attachment,  without  previous  payment 
of  fees,  in  any  case  pending  before  them,  or  either  of  them  ;  and  the 
fees  allowed  for  witnesses  attending  under  summons  shall  be  six  cents 
per  mile  for  mileage,  counting  one  way  ;  and  no  other  fees  or  costs 
shall  be  allowed  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  ;  and  they  shall 
have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations.  And  any  person 
who  shall  wilfully  and  corruptly  swear  or  affirm  falsely  before  any 
Provost  Marshal,  or  Board  of  Enrolment,  or  member  thereof  acting  by 
authority  of  the  Board,  or  who  shall,  before  any  civil  magistrate,  wil- 
fully and  corruptly  swear  or  affirm  falsely  to  any  affidavit  to  be  used 
in  any  case  pending  bf  fore  any  Provost  Marshal  or  Board  of  Enrolment, 
shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and 
imprisoned  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  twelve  months^ 
The  drafted  men  shall  have  process  to  bring  in  witnesses,  but  without 
mileage. 

Sec.  16.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  copies  of  any  record  <A  a 
Provost  Marshal  or  Board  of  Enrolment,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  certi- 
fied by  the  Provost  Marshal,  or  a  majority  of  said  Board  of  Enrolment, 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  evidence  in  any  civil  or  military  court 
in  like  manner  as  the  original  record  :  Provided,  That  if  any  person 
shall  knowingly  certify  any  false  copy  or  copies  of  such  record,  to  be 
used  in  any  civil  or  military  court,  he  shall  be  subject  to  the  pains  and 
penalties  of  perjury. 

Sec.  17.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  members  of  religious  denomi- 
nations, who  shall  by  oath  or  affirmation  declare  that  they  are  con- 
scientiously opposed  to  the  bearing  of  arms,  and  who  are  prohibited 
from  doing  so  by  the  rules  and  articles  of  faith  and  practice  of  said 
religious  denomination,  shall,  when  drafted  into  the  military  service, 
be  con&idered  non-combatants,  and  j^hall  be  assigned  by  the  Secretary 
of  War  to  duty  in  the  hospitals,  or  to  the  care  of  freed  men,  or  shall 
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pay  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  to  such  person  as  the  Secretary 
of  War  shall  designate  to  receive  it,  to  be  applied  to  the  benefit  of  the 
sick  and  wounded  soldiers;  Provided,  That  no  person  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  unless  his  declaration 
of  conscientious  scruples  against  bearing  arms  shall  be  supported  by 
satisfactory  evidence  that  his  deportment  has  been  uniformly  consistent 
•with  such  declaration. 

Sec.  18.  And  he  it  farihtr  enacted.  That  no  person  of  foreign  birth 
shall,  on  account  of  alienage,  be  exempted  from  enrolment  or  draft 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  the  act  to  which  it  is  an  amend- 
ment, who  has  at  any  time  assumed  the  rights  of  a  citizen  by  voting 
at  any  election  held  under  authority  of  the  laws  of  any  State  or  Terri- 
tory, or  of  the  United  States,  or  who  has  held  any  office  under  such 
laws  or  any  of  them ;  but  the  fact  that  any  such  person  of  foreign 
birth  has  voted  or  held,  or  shall  vote  or  hold,  office  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  taken  as  conclusive  evidence  that  he  is  not  entitled  to  exemption 
from  military  service  on  account  of  alienage. 

Sec.  19.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  all  claims  to  exemption  shall 
be  verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  party  claiming  exemption 
to  the  truth  of  the  facts  stated,  unless  it  shall  satisfactorily  appear  to 
the  Board  of  Enrolment  that  such  party  is,  for  some  good  and  sufficient 
reason,  unable  to  make  such  oath  or  affirmation  ;  and  the  testimony  of 
any  other  party  filed  in  support  of  a  claim  to  exemption  shall  also  be 
made  upon  oath  or  affirmation. 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  person  drafted  and 
liable  to  render  military  service  shall  procure  a  decision  of  the  Board  of 
Enrolment  in  his  favor  upon  a  claim  to  exemption  by  any  fraud  or  false 
representation  practised  by  himself  or  by  his  procurement,  such  decision 
or  exemption  shall  be  of  no  effect,  and  the  person  exempted,  or  in 
whose  favor  the  decision  may  be  made,  shall  be  deemed  a  deserter, 
and  may  be  arrested,  tried  by  court-martial,  and  punished  as  such,  and 
shall  be  held  to  service  for  the  full  term  for  which  he  was  drafted, 
reckoning  from  the  time  of  his  arrest  :  Provided,  That  the  Secretary  of 
War  may  order  the  discharge  of  all  persons  in  the  military  service  who 
are  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  at  the  time  of  the  application  for 
their  discharge,  when  it  shall  appear  upon  due  proof  that  such  persons 
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are  in  the  service  without  the  consent,  either  express  or  implied,  of 
their  parents  or  guardians  :  And  provided  further,  That  such  persons, 
their  parents  or  guardians,  shall  first  repay  to  the  government  and  to 
the  State  and  local  authorities  all  bounties  and  advance  pay  which  may 
have  been  paid  to  them,  anything  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  au  amend- 
ment to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sec.  21.  Jnd  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  person  who  shall  procure, 
or  attempt  to  procure,  a  false  report  from  the  surgeon  of  the  Board  of 
Enrolment  concerning  the  physical  condition  of  any  drafted  person,  or 
a  decision  in  favor  of  such  person  by  the  Board  of  Enrolment  upon  a 
claim  to  exemption,  knowing  the  same  to  be  false,  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion in  any  district  or  circuit  court  of  the  United  States,  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  for  the  period  for  which  the  party  was  drafted. 

Sec.  22.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  fees  of  agents  and  attor- 
neys for  making  out  and  causing  to  be  executed  any  papers  in  support 
of  a  claim  for  exemption  from  draft,  or  for  any  services  that  may  be 
rendered  to  the  claimant,  shall  not,  in  any  case,  exceed  five  dollars  ; 
and  physicians  or  surgeons  furnishing  certificates  of  disability  to  any 
claimant  for  exemption  from  draft  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  fees  or 
compensation  therefor.  And  any  agent  or  attorney  who  shall,  directly 
or  indirectly,  demand  or  receive  any  greater  compensation  for  his  ser- 
vices under  this  act,  and  any  physician  or  surgeon  who  shall,  directly 
or  indirectly,  demand  or  receive  any  compensation  for  furnishing  said 
certificates  of  disability,  and  any  officer,  clerk,  or  deputy  connected 
with  the  Board  of  Enrolment,  who  shall  receive  compensation  from 
any  drafted  man  for  any  services,  or  obtaining  the  performance  of  such 
service  required  from  any  member  of  said  Board  by  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction shall,  for  every  such  offence,  be  fined  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  upon  information  or  indictment  before  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  one-half  for  the  use  of  any  informer, 
who  may  prosecute  for  the  same  in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  other  half  for  the  use  of  the  United  States  ;  and  shall  also  be  sub- 
ject to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court. 

Sec.  23.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no  member  of  the  Board  of 
Enrolment,  and  no  surgeon  detailed  or  employed  to  assist  the  Board 
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of  Enrolment,  and  no  clerk,  assistant,  or  employd  of  any  Provost 
Marshal  or  Board  of  Enrolment,  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  be  engaged 
in  procuring,  or  attempting  to  procure,  substitutes  for  persons  drafted, 
or  liable  to  be  drafted,  into  the  military  service  of  the  United  States. 
And  if  any  member  of  a  Board  of  Enrolment,  or  any  such  surgeon, 
clerk,  assistant,  or  employd,  shall  procure,  or  attempt  to  procure,  a 
substitute  for  any  person  drafted,  or  liable  to  be  drafted,  as  aforesaid, 
he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion, be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more 
than  six  months,  and  pay  a  fine  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars,  by  any  court  competent  to  try  the  offence. 

Sec.  24.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  all  able-bodied  male  colored 
persons  between  the  ages  of  twenty  and  forty-five  years,  resident  in  the 
United  States,  shall  be  enrolled  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  and  form  part  of  the 
national  forces  ;  and  when  a  slave  of  a  loyal  master  shall  be  drafted  and 
mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  his  master  shall  have  a 
certificate  thereof;  and  thereupon  such  slave  shall  be  free,  and  the 
bounty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  now  payable  by  law  for  each  drafted 
man,  shall  be  paid  to  the  person  to  whom  such  drafted  person  was 
owing  service  or  labor  at  the  time  of  his  muster  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States.  The  Secretary  of  War  shall  appoint  a  commission  in 
each  of  the  slave  States  represented  in  Congress,  charged  to  award  to 
each  loyal  person  to  whom  a  colored  volunteer  may  owe  service  a  just 
compensation,  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,  for  each  such 
colored  volunteer,  payable  out  of  the  fund  derived  from  commutations ; 
and  every  such  colored  volunteer  on  being  mustered  into  the  service 
shall  be  free.  And  in  all  cases  where  men  of  color  have  been  hereto- 
fore enlisted,  or  have  volunteered  in  the  military  service  of  the  United 
States,  all  the  provisions  of  this  act,  so  far  as  the  payment  of  bounty 
and  compensation  are  provided,  shall  be  equally  applicable  as  to  those 
who  may  be  hereafter  recruited.  But  men  of  color,  drafted  or  enlisted, 
or  who  may  volunteer  into  the  military  service,  while  they  shall  be 
credited  ou  the  quotas  of  the  several  St.ites  or  subdivisions  of  States 
wherein  they  are  respectively  drafted,  enlisted,  or  shfill  volunteer,  shall 
not  be  assigned  as  State  troops,  but  shall  be  mustered  into  regiments 
or  companies  as  United  States  colored  troops. 
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'  Sec.  25.  And  be  ii  further  enacted,  That  the  fifteenth  section  of  the  act 
to  which  this  is  amendatory  be  so  amended  that  it  will  read  as  follows: 
That  any  surgeon  charged  with  the  duty  of  such  inspection,  who  shall 
receive  from  any  person  whomsoever  any  money  or  other  valuable 
thing,  or  agree,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  receive  the  same  to  his  own  or 
another's  use,  for  making  an  imperfect  inspection  or  a  false  or  incorrect 
report,  or  who  shall  wilfully  neglect  to  make  a  faithful  inspection  and 
true  report,  and  e  ich  member  of  the  Board  of  Enrolment  who  shall 
wilfully  agree  to  the  discharge  from  service  of  any  drafted  person  who 
is  not  legally  and  properly  entitled  to  such  discharge,  shall  be  tried  by 
a  court-martial,  and ,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  less 
than  three  hundred  dollars,  and  not  more  than  ten  thousand  dollars, 
shall  be  imprisoned  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  be  cashiered  and 
dismissed  the  service. 

Sec.  26.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  words  "precinct"  and 
♦'election  district,"  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  not  b3  construed  to  re- 
quire any  subdivision  for  purposes  of  enrolment  and  draft  less  than  the 
wards  into  which  any  city  or  village  maybe  divided,  or  than  the  towns 
or  townships  into  which  any  county  may  be  divided. 

Sec.  27.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  so  much  of  the  act  entitled 
"  An  act  for  enrolling  and  calling  out  the  national  forces,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty  three,  as 
may  be  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  is  hereby  repealed.

Sentence  of  Deserters, 

The  President  directs  that  the  sentences  of  all  deserters,  who  have 
been  condemned  by  Court  Martial  to  death,  and  that  have  not  been 
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otherwise  acted  upon  by  him,  be  mitigated  to  imprisonment  dm-ing 
the  war,  at  the  Dry  Tortugas,  Florida,  where  they  will  be  sent  under 
suitable  guards  by  orders  from  Army  Commanders. 

The  Commanding  Generals,  who  have  power  to  act  on  proceedings 
of  Court  Martial  in  such  cases,  are  authorized  in  special  cases  to  re- 
store to  duty  deserters  under  sentence,  when  in  their  judgment  the 
service  will  be  thereby  benefited. 

Copies  of  all  orders  issued  under  the  foregoing  instructions  will  be 
immediately  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General  and  to  the  Judge 
Advocate  General.

The  following  Resolution  is  published  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  all  concerned  : 

Public  Resolution — No.  14. 

A  RESOLUTION  relative  to  the  transfer  of  persons  in  the  military  service  to  the 

naval  service. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  Hmae  of  R'pre<entatv)<^s  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled.  First :  That  the  Provost  Marshal  General 
be,  and  is  hereby,  directed  to  enlist  such  persons  as  may  desire  to  enter 
into  the  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  under  such  direction  as  may 
be  given  by  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  which 
enlistments  shall  be  credited  to  the  appropriate  district:  Provided^ 
nevcrthtless,  That  inasmuch  as  persons  enlisted  in  the  naval  service 
receive  prize  money,  persons  so  enlisting  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive 
any  bounty  upon  their  enlistment.  Second  :  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  may,  whenever  in  his  judgment  the  public  service  requires, 
authorize  and  direct  the  transfer  of  persons  who  have  been  employed 
in  sea  service,  and  are  now  enlisted  in  regiments  for  land  service,  from 
such  regiments  to  the  naval  service,  upon  such  terms  and  according  to 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe  :  Provided,  nevertheles<i, 
That  the  number  of  transfers  from  any  company  or  regiment  shall  not 
be  so  great  as  to  reduce  such  company  or  regiment  below  the  miniiuum 
strength  required  by  the  regulations  of  the  military  service  :  And  provi- 
ded further,  That  such  sum  as  may  have  been  paid  to  persons  so  trans- 
ferred, as  bounty  for  entering  into  the  military  service,  shall  be  trans- 
ferred from  the  reciuiting  fimd  of  the  naval  service  to  the  credit  of  the 
proper  appropriation  for  the  land  service. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  there  shall  be  paid  to  each 
enlisted  able  or  ordinary  seaman  hereafter  enlisted  into  the  naval  ser- 
vice an  advance  of  three  months'  pay,  as  a  bounty,  to  be  refunded  to 
the  treasury  from  any  prize  money  to  which  such  enlisted  man  may  be 
entitled.

7he  following  act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  information  of  all 
concerned : 

Public — No.  12. 
AN  ACT  reviving  the  grade  of  Lieutenant  General  in  the  United  States  Army. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Ike  Senate  and  IlMfe  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  grade  of  Lieutenant  General 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  revived  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States  ; 
and  the  President  is  hereby  authorized,  whenever  he  shall  deem  it 
expedient,  to  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
a  Lieutenant  General,  to  be  selected  from  among  those  officers  in  the 
military  service  of  the  United  States,  not  below  the  grade  of  Major 
General,  most  distinguished  for  courage,  skill,  and  ability,  who,  being 
commissioned  as  Lieutenant  General,  may  be  authorized,  under  the 
direction  and  during  the  pleasure  of  the  President,  to  command  the 
armies  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Lieutenant  General  appointed 
as  hereinbefore  provided  shall  be  entitled  to  the  pay,  allowances,  and 
staff  specified  in  the  5th  section  of  the  act  approved  May  twenty-eight, 
seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  also  the  alU^wancesdesciibed 
in  the  sixth  section  of  the  act  approved  August  twenty-three,  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-two,  granting  additional  rations  to  certain  officers  : 
Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  in  any 
way  to  affect  the  rank,  pay,  or  allowauces  of  Winfield  Scott,  Lieutenant 
General  by  brevet,  now  on  the  retired  list  of  the  Army.

Be  it  resolved  by  tlie-  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congnss  assemhhd,  That  the  thanks  of  Congress  are  hereby 
given  to  those  noble  and  brave  men  who,  having  already  so  gallantly 
endured  the  hardships  and  perils  of  war  for  more  than  two  years  in 
support  of  their  country's  flag,  present  the  sublime  spectacle  of  again 
voluntarily  enrolling  themselves  in  the  Army  of  the  Union  for  another 
three  years'  campaign,  or  so  long  as  the  war  shall  continue. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  cause 
these  resolutions  to  be  read  to  each  of  the  Veteran  Regiments  who  have 
re  enlisted  or  shall  re-enlist  in  both  the  volunteer  and  regular  forces  of 
the  United  States.

Commanding  Officers  of  Departments,  armies  in 
the  field,  in^lependeat  posts,  regiments,  and  companies,  are  charged 
with  the  execution  of  this  order.

Section  7  of  the  act  approved  February  24,  1864,  provides  as  followb : 

"And  any  person  now  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States 
"who  shall  furnish  satisfactory  proof  that  he  is  a  mariner  by  vocation, 
or  an  abJe  seaman,  or  ordinary  seaman,  may  enlist  into  the  Navy  under 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States  :  Provided,  That  such  enlistment  shall  not  be  for  less  than 
the  unexpired  term  of  his  military  service,  nor  for  less  than  one  year. 
And  the  bounty  money  which  any  mariner,  or  seaman,  or  ordinary 
seaman,  enlisting  from  the  Army  into  the  Navy,  may  have  received 
from  the  United  States,  or  from  the  State  in  which  he  enlisted  in  the 
Army,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  prize  money  to  wh'ch  he  may  become 
entitled  during  the  time  required  to  complete  his  military  service  :  And 
provided  further,  That  the  whole  number  of  such  transfer  enlistments 
shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand." 

The  following  Kegulations  are  prescribed  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States  to  carry  this  act  into  effect  : 

The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  designates  the  whole  number,  not  exceed- 
ing twelve  thousand,  which  it  is  desirable  to  have  at  each  of  the  several 
Naval  Stations  fixed  upon  by  him,  as  follows,  viz  : 

At  Cairo,  111 1,000 

At  Boston „ 2,000 

At  New  York 5,000 

At  Philadelphia 3,000 

At  Baltimore 1,000 

To  facilitate  as  much  as  possible  the  execution  of  the  law  above  cited, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  officer  commanding  a  company,  and  of 
every  officer  commanding  a  recruiting  rendezvous  or  depot,  to  forward 
all  the  applications  made  to  him  for  transfer  by  seamen  or  ordinary 
seamen  of  his  company  or  detachment,  together  with  the  proof  that 
the  applicants  are  mariners  by  vocation,  or  able  or  ordinary  seamen, 
through  the  proper  authorities,  to  the  Headquarters  of  the  Army  or 
Department  in  which  the  company  is  serving,  or  in  which  the  rendez- 
vous or  depot  may  be  situated  ;  and  he  shall  indicate  in  his  report 
those  of  the  applicants  who  have  served  longest  at  sea,  and  whether  in 
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the  merchant  or  naval  service.  Not  less  than  two  years*  sea  service 
will  constitute  an  ordinary  seaman,  and  not  less  than  four  an  ahie 
seaman  ;  and,  in  the  absence  of  other  proof,  the  applicant  may  be  requi- 
red to  make  oath  as  to  the  service  he  has  seen  at  sea.  All  recruits  who 
may  be  found  qualified  for  transfer  to  the  Navy  will  be  retained  at  the 
depot  until  the  decision  of  the  Army  or  Department  Commander  is 
made  known. 

Each  Commanding  General  of  an  Army  or  Department  which  has 
been  required  to  furnish  a  quota  for  transfer  to  the  Navy  will  at  once 
designate  one  or  more  officers,  as  may  be  required,  to  examine  the 
applications  and  determine  from  them,  according  to  the  qualifications 
of  the  applicants  and  the  number  to  be  furnished,  what  men  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  Navy,  care  being  taken  that  the  transfer  eulistments 
shall  be  so  apportioned  among  the  companies  of  each  command  that  no 
regiment  shall  be  reduced  below  the  minimum  organization. 

As  fast  as  selections  are  made,  the  men  selected  for  transfer  will  be 
sent  to  the  designated  stations  in  the  most  expeditious  manner,  under 
suitable  conduct ;  and  the  officer  in  charge  of  each  detachment  will  be 
furnished  with  complete  descriptive  lists,  containing  statements  of  the 
pay,  bounty,  and  clothing  received  and  due,  which  will  be  turned  over 
with  the  men  to  the  commandant  of  the  station. 

Upon  being  accepted  at  the  Naval  station,  the  men  will  be  dropped 
from  the  rolls  of  their  companies  as  transferred  to  the  Navy  by  enlist- 
ment ;  but  if  rejected  for  physical  disability  or  for  not  having  seen  the 
prescribed  sea  service,  they  will  be  sent  back  to  their  companies  ;  and 
if  guilty  of  fraud  or  misrepresentation  in  their  applications,  the  expense 
of  transportation  will  be  charged  against  their  pay. 

Weekly  reports  of  the  men  transferred  under  the  provisions  of  this 
order  will  be  made  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army.

JOINT  RESOLUTION  to  continue  the  payment  of  bounties. 

Be  it  resolved  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  bounties  authorized  to  be  paid 
under  existing  laws,  and  by  regulations  and  orders  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment, to  veterans  re-enlisting  or  persons  enlisting  in  the  regular  or 
volunteer  service  of  the  United  States  for  three  years  or  during  the  war, 
shall  continue  to  be  paid  from  the  first  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty  four,  to  the  first  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
four,  anything  in  any  la%v  or  regulation  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing  ;  the  Faid  bounties  to  be  paid  out  of  any  moneys  already  appropria- 
ted for  such  purposes.

Arms  and  Camp  Equipage  of  Furloughed  Regiments. 

1.  When  veteran  volunteer  regiments  are  sent  on  furlough,  the  men 
of  the  regiments  who  go  home  will  take  their  arms  and  accoutrements 
with  them  to  the  State  rendezvous,  where  they  w'.ll  be  left  in  store 
until  the  regiment  assembles  again  at  the  expiration  of  its  furlough. 

2.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Recruiting  Service  will  detail  as  many 
reliable  regimental  officers  as  may  be  necessary  to  remain  at  the  rendez- 
vous in  charge  of  the  arms  and  accoutrements  thus  left,  and  will  imme- 
diately report  to  the  Adj  utant  General  the  names  of  the  office)  sdet  tiled. 
They  will  receive  their  furloughs  after  the  regiment  returns  to  the 
rendezvous. 
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3.  The  officers  detailed  to  take  charge  of  this  property  will  be  held 
strictly  accountable  that  it  is  preserved  in  good  order.  They  will 
exchange  invoices  and  receipts  for  the  eame,  on  which  the  condition 
of  each  article  will  be  noted,  and  will  make  a  special  return  of  it  to  the 
Adjutant  General,  on  which  the  regiments  and  oompanies  to  whom  it 
belongs  will  be  specified. 

4.  At  the  expiration  of  the  furlough  granted  the  regiment,  the  arms 
and  accoutrements  will  again  be  turned  over  to  the  regimental  and 
company  officers,  who  should  be  responsible  for  them  when  in  the  hands 
of  the  men  ;  and  they  will  be  responsible  that  when  the  men  return  to 
the  Army,  their  arms  and  accoutrements  shall  return  with  them  in 
serviceable  condition. 

5.  This  order  is  not  intended  to  apply  to  men  furloughed  as  individ- 
uals when  their  regiments  do  not  re-enlist,  who  will  turn  in  their  arms 
and  accoutrements  to  the  officer  responsible  therefor  before  they  leave 
their  companies. 

6.  The  camp  and  garrison  equipage  of  a  furloughed  regiment  will  be 
properly  cared  for  until  its  return,  according  to  orders  which  may  be 
given  by  the  commanders  in  the  field.

Additional  Draft  of  Two  Hundred  Thousand  Men. 

The  following  is  an  Order  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  : 

Executive  Mansion, 

Washington^  March  14,  1864. 

In  order  to  supply  the  force  required  to  be  drafted  for  the  Navy,  and 
to  provide  an  adequate  reserve  force  for  all  contingencies,  in  addition 
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to  the  five  hundred  thousand  men  called  for  February  1,  1864,  a  call  is 
hereby  made  and  a  draft  ordered  for  two  hundred  thousand  men  for 
the  military  service  (Army,  Navy,  and  Marine  Corps)  of  the  United 
States. 

The  proportional  quotas  for  the  different  wards,  towns,  townships, 
precincts,  or  election  districts,  or  counties,  will  be  made  known  through 
the  Provost  Marshal  General's  Bureau,  and  account  will  be  taken  of 
the  credits  and  deficiencies  on  former  quotas. 

The  15th  day  of  April,  1864,  is  designated  as  the  time  up  to  which 
the  numbers  required  from  each  ward  of  a  city,  town,  &c. ,  may  be  raised 
by  voluntary  enlistment,  and  drafts  will  be  made  in  each  ward  of  a 
city,  town,  &c. ,  which  shall  not  have  filled  the  quota  assigned  to  it 
within  the  time  designated  for  the  number  required  to  fill  said  quotas. 
The  drafts  will  be  commenced  as  soon  after  the  15th  of  April  as  practi- 
cable. 

The  Government  bounties,  as  now  paid,  continue  until  April  1,  1864, 
at  which  time  the  additional  bounties  cease.  On  and  after  that  dates 
one  hundred  dollars  bounty  only  will  be  paid,  as  provided  by  the  act 
approved  July  22,  1861.

Pay  of  Officers  resigning  or  dismissed. 

1.  An  officer  on  leave  who  resigns  will  be  paid  to  the  date  given  in 
the  acceptance  of  his  resignation. 

2.  An  officer  on  duty  who  resigns  will  be  paid  to  the  date  at  which 
he  received  notice  of  the  acceptance  of  his  resignation,  provided  he  con- 
tinued on  duty  till  that  time ;  otherwise,  to  the  date  when  he  was 
relieved  from  duty. 

3.  An  officer  on  leave,  when  he  is  dropped  or  dismissed  from  the  mili- 
tary service,  will  be  paid  to  the  date  inclusive  of  the  order  dropping  or 
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dismissing  him,  provided  no  other  time  be  specified  ia  the  order  as  the 
date  when  his  pay  should  cease,  or  when  he  ceased  to  be  an  officer,  and, 
in  such  case,  to  the  date  so  specified. 

4.  An  officer  on  diUy  or  in  hospital,  when  he  is  dropped  or  dismissed 
from  the  military  service,  will  be  paid  to  the  date  at  which  the  order 
dropping  or  dismissing  him  was  received  at  his  post  or  hospital,  if  no 
other  time  be  specified  in  the  order  as  the  date  when  he  ceased  to  be 
an  officer,  and,  in  such  case,  to  the  date  so  specified. 

5.  An  officer  dismissed  by  sentence  of  Court  Martial  will  be  paid  to 
the  date  when  the  order  approving  the  sentence  was  received  at  the 
post  where  the  officer  was,  if  no  other  time  be  specified  in  the  sentence, 
or  in  the  order  promulgating  it,  as  the  termination  of  his  services  and 
pay.

Uniform  System  of  Ambulances. 

The  following  act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  all  concerned  : 

Public — No.  22. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  a  unitorm  system  of  ambulances  ia  the  armies  of  the  United 

States. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representaiives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  medical  director,  or  chief  med- 
ical officer,  of  each  army  corps  shall,  under  the  control  of  the  medical 
dh'ector  of  the  army  to  v/hich  such  army  corps  belongs,  have  the  direc- 
tion and  supervision  of  all  ambulances,  medicine,  and  other  wagons, 
horses,  mules,  harness,  and  other  fixtures  appertaining  thereto,  and  of 
all  officers  and  men  who  may  be  detailed  or  employed  to  assist  him  in 
the  management  thereof  in  the  army  corps  in  wb'ch  he  may  be  serving. 
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Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  commanLling  officer  of  each 
army  corps  sh  ill  detail  officers  and  enlisted  men  for  service  in  the 
ambulance  corps  of  such  army  corps,  upon  the  following  basis,  viz  : 
one  captain,  who  shall  be  commandant  of  said  ambulance  corps ;  one 
first  lieutenant  for  each  division  in  such  army  coi-ps  ;  one  second  lieu- 
tenant for  each  brigade  in  such  army  corps ;  one  sergeant  for  each 
regiment  in  such  army  corps  ;  three  privates  for  each  ambulance,  and 
one  private  for  each  wagon  ;  and  the  officers  and  non-commissioned 
officers  of  the  ambubmce  corps  shall  be  mounted  :  Provided,  That  the 
officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  privates  so  detailed  for  each 
army  corps  shall  be  examined  by  a  board  of  medical  officers  of  such 
army  corps  as  to  their  fitness  for  such  duty  ;  and  that  such  as  are  found 
to  be  not  qualified  shall  be  rejected,  and  others  detailed  in  their  stead. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  allowed  and 
furnished  to  each  army  corps  two-horse  ambulances,  upon  the  following 
basis,  to  wit  :  three  to  each  regiment  of  infantry  of  five  hundred  men 
or  more  ;  two  to  each  regiment  of  infantry  of  more  than  two  hundred 
and  less  than  five  hundred  men  or  more  ;  and  one  to  each  regiment  of 
infantry  of  less  than  two  hundred  men  ;  two  to  each  regiment  of  cavalry 
of  five  hundred  men  or  more  ;  and  one  to  each  regiment  of  cavalry  of 
less  than  five  hundred  men  ;  one  to  each  battery  of  artillery — to  which 
battery  of  artillery  it  shall  be  permanently  attached  ;  to  the  headquar- 
ters of  each  army  corps  two  such  ambulances  ;  and  to  each  division 
train  of  ambulances  two  army  wagons  ;  and  ambulances  shall  be  allowed 
and  furnished  to  division  brigades  and  commands  not  attached  to  any 
army  corps  upon  the  same  basis,  and  each  ambulance  shall  be  provided 
with  such  number  of  stretchers  and  other  appliances  as  shall  be  prescri- 
bed by  the  Surgeon  General  :  Provided,  That  I'he  ambulances  and  wagons 
herein  mentioned  shall  be  furnished,  so  far  as  practicable,  from  the 
ambulances  and  wagons  now  in  the  service. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  horse  and  mule  litters  may  be 
adopted  or  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  lieu  of  ambulances, 
when  judgfd  necessary,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  medical  director  of  each  army  corps. 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  further  enac'ed,  That  the  captain  shall  be  the  com- 
mander of  all  the  ambulances,  medicine,  and  other  wagons  in  the  corps. 
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under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  medical  director,  or  chief  medical 
officer,  of  the  army  corps  to  which  the  ambulance  corps  belongs.     He 
Bhall  pay  special  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  ambulances,  wagons, 
horses,  mules,  harness,  and  other  fixtures  appertaining  thereto    and 
see  that  they  are  at  all  times  in  readiness  for  service  ;  that  the  officers 
and  men  of  the  ambulance  corps  are  properly  instructed  in  their  duties 
and  that  their  duties  are  performed,  and  that  the  regulations  which, 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  or  the  Surgeon  General, 
for  the  government  of  the  ambulance  corps  are  strictly  observed  by 
those  under  his  command.     It  shall  be  his  duty  to  institute  a  drill  in 
bis  corps,  instructing  his  men  in  the  most  easy  and  expeditious  manner 
of  moving  the  sick  and  wounded,  and  to  require  in  all  cases  that  the 
sick  and  wounded  shall  be  treated  with  gentleness  and  care,  and  that 
the  ambulances  and  wagons  are  at  all  times  provided  with  attendants, 
drivers,  horses,  mules,  and  whatever  may  be  necessary  for  their  efficiency; 
and  it  shall  be  his  duty  also  to  see  that  the  ambulances  are  not  used 
for   any   other  purpose  than   that  for  which  they  are  designed  and 
ordered.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  medical  director,  or  chief  medical 
officer,  of  the  army  corps,  previous  to  a  march,  and  previous  to  and  in 
time  of  action,  or  whenever  it  may  be  necessary  to  use  the  ambulances, 
to  issue  the  proper  orders  to  the  captain  for  the  distribution  and  man- 
agement of  the  same,  for  collecting  the  sick  and  wounded  and  convey- 
ing thorn  to  their  destination.     And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  captain 
faithfully  and  diligently  to  execute  such  orders.     And  the  officers  of 
the  ambulance  corps,  including  the  medical  director,  shall  make  such 
reports,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  required  by  the  Secretary  of  War. 
the  Surgeon  General,  the  medical  director  of  the  army,  or  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  army  corps  in  which  they  may  be  serving  ;  and 
all  reports  to  higher  authority  than  the  commanding  officer  of  the  army 
corps  shall  be  transmitted  through  the  medical  director  of  the  army  to 
which  such  army  corps  belongs. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  first  lieutenant  assigned  to 
the  ambulance  corps  for  a  division  shall  have  complete  control,  under 
the  captain  of  his  corps  and  the  medical  director  of  the  army  corps,  of 
all  the  ambulances,  medicine,  and  other  wagons,  horses,  mules,  and 
men  in  that  portion  of  the  ambulance  corps.  He  shall  be  the  acting 
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assistant  quartermaster  for  that  portion  of  the  ambulance  coips,  and 
■will  receipt  for  and  be  responsible  for  all  the  property  belonging  to  it, 
and  be  held  responsible  for  any  deficiency  in  anything  appertaining 
thereto.  He  shall  have  a  travelling  cavalry  forge,  a  blacksmith,  and  a 
saddler,  who  shall  be  under  his  orders,  to  enable  him  to  keep  his  train 
in  order.  He  shall  have  authority  to  draw  supplies  from  the  depot 
quartermaster,  upon  requisitions  approved  by  the  captain  of  his  corps, 
the  medical  director,  and  the  commander  of  the  army  corps  to  which 
he  is  attached.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  exercise  a  constant  supervision 
over  his  train  in  every  particular,  and  keep  it  at  all  times  ready  for 
service. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  second  lieutenant  shall  have 
command  of  the  portion  of  the  ambulance  corps  for  a  brigade,  and  shall 
be  under  the  immediate  orders  of  the  first  lieutenant,  and  he  shall  exer- 
cise a  careful  supervision  over  the  sergeants  and  privates  assigned  to 
the  portion  of  the  ambulance  corps  for  his  brigade  ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  sergeants  to  conduct  the  drills  and  inspections  of  the  ambu' 
lances,  under  his  orders,  of  their  respective  regiments. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  ambulances  in  the  armies 
of  the  United  States  shall  be  used  only  for  the  transportation  of  the 
sick  and  wounded,  and,  in  urgent  cases  only,  for  medical  supplies,  and 
all  persons  shall  be  prohibited  from  using  them,  or  requiring  them  to 
be  used,  for  any  other  purpose.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of 
the  ambulance  corps  to  report  to  the  commander  of  the  army  corps  any 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  any  attempt  to  violate  the 
same.  And  any  officer  who  shall  use  an  ambulance,  or  require  it  to  be 
used,  for  any  other  purpose  than  as  provided  in  this  section,  shall,  for 
the  first  ofi^ence,  be  publicly  reprimanded  by  the  commander  of  the 
army  corps  in  which  he  may  be  serving,  and  for  the  second  offence 
shall  be  dismissed  from  the  service. 

Sec.  0.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  person  except  the  proper 
medical  officers,  or  the  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  privates 
of  the  ambulance  corps,  or  such  persons  as  may  be  specially  assigned, 
by  competent  military  authority,  to  duty  with  the  ambulance  corps 
for  the  occasion,  shall  be  permitted  to  take  or  accompany  sick  or 
wounded  men  to  the  rear,  either  on  the  march  or  upon  the  field  of 
battle. 
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Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  officers,  non-commissioned 
officer?*,  and  privates  of  the  ambulance  corps  shall  he  designated  by 
such  uniform  or  in  such  manner  as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  deem 
proper  :  Provided,  That  officers  and  men  may  be  relieved  from  servioe 
in  said  corps  and  others  detailed  to  the  same,  subject  to  the  examina- 
tion provided  in  the  second  section  of  this  act,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
commanders  of  the  armies  in  which  they  may  be  serving. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commander  of  the  army  corps  to  transmit  to  the  Adjutant  General  the 
names  and  rank  of  all  officers  and  enlisted  men  detailed  for  service  in 
the  ambulance  corps  of  such  army  corps,  stating  the  organizations  from 
which  they  may  have  been  so  detailed  ;  and  if  such  officers  and  men 
belong  to  volunteer  organizations,  the  Adjutant  General  shall  thereupon 
notify  the  governors  of  the  several  States  in  which  such  organi2ation8 
were  raised  of  their  detail  for  such  service  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  commander  of  the  army  corps  to  report  to  the  Adjutant  General 
from  time  to  time  the  conduct  and  behavior  of  the  officers  and  enlisted 
men  of  the  ambulance  corps,  and  the  Adjutant  General  shall  forward 
copies  of  such  reports,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  officers  and  enlisted  men 
of  volunteer  organizations,  to  the  governors  of  the  States  in  which  such 
organizations  were  raised. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  to  diminish  or  impair  the  rightful  authority  of  the  command- 
ers of  armies,  army  corps,  or  separate  detachments,  over  the  medical 
and  other  officers  and  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  of 
their  respective  commands.

-Authority  is  hereby  given  to  Commanding  Generals  of  Armies 
and  Military  Departments  to  dismount  and  transfer  to  infantry  regi- 
ments from  the  same  State  any  mounted  man  whose  horse  is,  through 
his  own  fault  or  neglect,  rendered  unfit  for  service,  the  regiment  to 
which  he  is  transferred  furnishing  a  proper  substitute.

Rules  for  PaymerU  of  Claims  in  Department  of  Missouri. 

The  following  ru^es  are  adopted  for  the  payment  of  claims  arising 
under  act  of  Congress  of  March  25,  1862,  for  •'  pay,  bounty,  aud  pen- 
sions due  the  officers  and  men  actually  employed  in  the  Western 
Department,  or  Department  of  Missouii,"  examined  by  the  Commission 
appointed  under  General  Orders,  No.  64,  of  1863  : 

1.  Such  claims  shall  be  settled  at  St.  Louis,  by  an  officer  of  the  Pay 
Department  of  the  Army,  to  be  especially  designated  for  that  duty, 
assisted  by  Mrijor  Sherman,  Additional  Paymaster  ;  and  they  shall  be 
paid  by  lo  other  officer,  and  nowhere  else. 

2.  The  officer  so  designated  shall  be  furnished  with  a  certified  list  of 
all  the  claims  passed  by  said  Commission,  showing  the  amounts  allowed 
for  pay  and  bounty  in  eich  case,  the  dates  between  which  the  services 
were  rendered,  the  military  rank  in  which  the  claimant  served,  the 
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name  of  the  person  in  whose  favor  the  claim  is  allowed,  and  any  other 
information  that  may  be  necessary  for  use  in  settling  such  claims. 

3.  All  claims  shall  be  settled,  and  payment  made  only  to  the  claim- 
ant himself,  if  living,  or  to  his  regularly  authorized  agent  or  attorney, 
appointed  specially  to  receive  payment,  and  by  a  power  of  attorney 
executed  since  the  claim  was  allowed  by  the  Commission. 

4.  Each  claim  presented  for  payment  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
original  order  or  decision  of  the  Commission  furnished  the  claimant  and 
notifying  him  that  his  claim  had  been  allowed,  which  order,  &c.,  shall 
be  retained  by  the  Paymaster  and  filed  in  his  vouchers. 

5.  The  receipts  to  be  given  shall  be,  in  the  case  of  commissioned  offi- 
cers, the  ordinary  officers'  pay-rolls  ;  and  in  case  of  enlisted  men,  their 
receipts  on  the  form  of  receipts  used  for  discharged  soldiers. 

6.  Claims  for  pensions  cannot  be  settled  under  the  orders  of  the  War 
Department,  but  must  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  to 
be  entered  on  the  regular  pension  lists. 

7.  A  list  of  all  the  claims  allowed  by  the  Commission  will  be  fur- 
nished the  Paymaster  General,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  whether 
some  may  not  already  have  been  paid  by  Paymasters,  and  yet  again 
submitted  to  the  Commission.

1.  Captain  N.  J.  Rusch,  Assistant  Quartermaster,  is  authorized  to 
hire  a  force  of  laborers,  not  exceeding  six  thousand  (6,000)  men. 

2.  Quartermasters  or  other  officers  in  charge  of  Government  trans- 
portation will,  on  th e  requisition  of  Captain  Rusch,  furnish  transporta- 
tion for  persons  employed  by  him  in  pursuance  of  this  order. 

3.  Captain  Rusch  will  take,  as  his  field  of  operations,  the  banks  of 
the  Mississippi  river,  between  the  mouth  of  White  river  and  Baton 
Rouge,  and  will  then  select  such  points  as  he  may  deem  best,  and  pro- 
ceed to  organize  his  force  of  laborers  in  such  manner  as  shall  best  serve 
the  end  contemplated  by  this  order. 

4.  For  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  laborers  employed  under  this 
order,  Ordnance  Officers  at  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  or  points  on  the  Missis- 
sippi river  below,  will  furnish  Captain  Rusch,  on  his  requisition,  ap- 
proved by  General  Robert  Allen,  senior  and  supervising  Quartermaster, 
(or  by  the  Commanding  Officer  at  Vicksburg,)  all  necessary  arms  and 
ordnance  stores,  taking  his  proper  receipt  therefor. 

5.  The  Medical  Department  will  also  furnish  all  necessary  medical

Rusch  will  have  the  exclusive  management  and  control  of  all  wood 
required  for  Government  purposes  ;  and  all  existing  contracts  made  by 
any  Government  officers  will  be  transferred  to  him. 

7.  For  all  funds  necessary  to  the  execution  of  this  order,  Captain 
Rusch  will  make  requisition  upon  General  Robert  Allen,  senior  and

I. -Medical  Directors  of  Departments  will  establish  a  General  Hospital 
at  some  convenient  point  within  their  respective  Departments,  for  the 
reception  and  treatment  of  sick  and  wounded  officers,  but  no  expendi- 
tures for  the  construction  of  new  hospitals  for  this  purpose  will  be 
incurred  without  special  authority.  They  will  detail  a  Surgeon-in- 
Charge,  who  will  make  requisitions  upon  the  Medical  Purveyor  for 
medicines,  hospital  stores,  furniture,  &c.,  according  to  the  standard 
Supply  Table  of  the  Medical  Department,  and  will  hire  the  nurses, 
cooks,  and  laundresses  required.  Hospital  Stewards  assigned  to  Officers' 
General  Hospitals  will  be  paid  on  the  regular  muster  and  pay  rolls. 
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II_-On  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment, a  commissioned  medical  officer  will,  be  detailed  to  act  permanently 
as  Treasurer  for  each  Officers'  General  Hospital,  who  sha'l  not  be  re- 
moved without  sufficient  cause.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody 
cf  the  funds  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  perform  such  duties  in  relation 
to  collecting,  disbursing,  and  accounting  for  the  same,  and  such  oiher 
duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Surgeon  General. 

III-_On  the  last  day  of  each  calendar  month,  and  immediately  on 
leaving  the  Hospital,  by  return  to  duty,  furlough,  or  otherwise,  each 
officer  shall  pay  to  the  Treasure r  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  and 
every  day  he  has  been  in  the  Hospital,  and  for  which  he  has  not  already 
paid  as  herein  provided.  "When  an  officer  has  employed  a  special  at- 
tendant, he  shall  pay  thirty  cents  a  day  additional  for  each  day  such 
attendant  was  subsisted  in  the  Hospital.  Compiny  officers  of  volun- 
teers, while  in  such  Officers*  General  Hospital,  shall  be  considered  as 
"  on  detached  service  without  troops,"  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  their 
pay  and  settling  their  indebtedness  to  the  Hospital,  and  may  be  paid 
on  separate  pay  accounts,  instead  of  on  the  muster  and  pay  rolls. 

IV_.When  an  officer  is  not  provided  with  money,  and  is  unable  to 
obtain  it,  he  will  give  a  certificate  of  indebtedness,  in  triplicate,  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Hospital,  in  such  form  as  shall  be  presciibed  by  the 
Surgeon  General,  for  the  amount  due  from  him  to  the  Hospital.  The 
Treasurer  shall  immediately  forward,  for  stoppage,  two  copies  of  the 
certificate  to  the  Chief  Paymaster  of  the  Pay  District  in  which  the 
Hospital  may  be  located,  retaining  the  remaining  copy  for  his  own  refer- 
ence and  security.  When  an  officer  is  discharged  from  the  Hospital  to 
return  to  a  regiment  serving  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Pay  District  in 
which  such  Hospital  is  located,  the  Treasurer  shall  forward  the  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  which  the  officer  may  have  given  to  the  proper 
Chief  Paymaster,  if  known  to  him;  otherwise,  to  the  Paymaster  General, 
for  such  reference. 

V--The  Chief  Paymaster  of  the  Pay  District  will  immediately  cause 
the  certificates  of  indebtedness  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Pay- 
master of  the  Hospital,  (or  of  the  regiment,  should  the  officer  have  left 
the  Hospital,)  with  instructions  to  stop  the  amounts  on  the  first  pay- 
ment of  the  officers  by  whom  the  certificates  were  given.     The  Pay- 
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master  will  take  the  receipt  of  each  officer  for  the  full  amount  of  his 
pay  account,  and  transmit  the  deducted  sums  to  the  Treasuaer  of  the 
Hospital  to  which  they  are  due,  who  will  indorse  receipt  therefor  upon 
the  duplicate  certificates  in  the  Paymaster's  hands,  or  furnish  duplicate 
abstracts  of  receipts  eigned  by  him,  and  embracing  in  one  receipt  the 
names  of  all  the  officers  on  whose  accounts  the  sums  have  been  re- 
mitted. The  Paymaster  will  also  forward  monthly  an  abstract  of  cer- 
tificates thus  paid  to  the  Surgeon  General. 

VI..  Officers  of  the  Subsistence  Department  will  make  separate  ahstvacts 
of  the  sales  to  each  Officers'  General  Hospital  during  each  calendar 
month,  and  will  report  the  same  to  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsist- 
ence in  the  manner  provided  by  regulations  in  relation  to  sales  to  officers. 
Payment  for  stores  thus  purchased  of  the  Subsistence  Department  shall 
be  made  by  the  Treasurer  monthly,  and  in  cash,  when  practicable  ;  but 
when  the  Treasurer  has  not  money  on  hand  sufficient  to  liquidate  the 
entire  indebtedness  of  the  Hospital  to  the  Subsistence  Department,  he 
shall  give  to  the  Commissary  accountable  for  the  stores  sold  a  certifi- 
cate of  indebtedness,  in  duplicate,  for  the  amount  remaining  unpaid, 
which  certificate  shall  be  a  valid  claim  against  the  Hospital,  and  be 
paid  from  the  first  moneys  received  thereafter  by  the  Treasurer,  and 
until  paid  shall  be  considered  as  a  sufficient  cash  voucher  to  the  Com- 
missary for  the  amount  stated  therein.  When  the  Treasurer  pays  this 
certificate  of  indebtedness,  he  shall  take  the  receipt  of  the  Commissary 
for  the  amount  thus  paid  him,  and  shall  report  his  action  in  this  mat- 
ter to  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence,  stating  the  date  and 
amount  of  each  certificate  thus  cancelled,  the  name  of  the  Commissary 
receiving  the  money  therefor,  &c. 

VTT.. Medical  Directors  of  Armies  in  the  field,  when  necessary,  will 
establish  temporary  Hospitals  in  the  rear  of  such  armies,  to  be  governed 
by  the  following  regulations  : 

Medical  Directors  of  Armies  and  of  Departments  and  Medical  In- 
spectors wi'l  frequently  in^pect  Officers'  G.  neral  Hospitals,  and,  in 
addition  to  the  usual  course  of  hospital  inspection,  they  will  investigate 
the  mann<  r  in  which  the  Treasurer  performs  bis  duties,  and  promptly 
report  any  neglect  on  his  part  to  the  Surgeon  General. 

VIII-.No  officer  whose  certificate  of  indebtedness  to  a  Hospital  re- 
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mains  unpaid  by  him  shall  receive  pay  without  deducting  therefrom  the 
amount  of  this  indebtedness  and  leaving  it  in  the  hands  of  the  Pay- 
master, -who  shall  give  him  duplicate  receipts  therefor,  one  of  which 
the  officer  shall  immediately  forward  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital 
for  which  the  stoppage  is  made.  A  violation  of  this  paragraph  will 
subject  the  officer  so  offending  to  court-martial  for  disobedience  of 
orders. 

IX-. When  an  officer  dies  in  Hospital,  the  Treasurer  shall  immedi- 
ately ascertain  the  amount  of  his  indebtedness  to  the  Hospital,  and 
prepare  an  account  thereof  in  triplicate,  which  shall  be  certified  to  be 
correct  by  both  the  Treasurer  and  the  Surgeon-in- Charge.  One  copy 
of  this  account  shall  be  retained  by  the  Treasurer,  aod  the  remaining 
two  copies  be  forwarded  to  the  Second  Auditor  of  the  Treasury,  in  order 
that,  upon  the  final  settlement  of  the  officer's  accounts,  the  amount  of 
his  indebtedness  may  be  deducted  fiom  any  pay  due  him,  and  remitted 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital.

A  PEOCLAMATION. 

Whereas  it  has  become  necessary  to  define  the  cases  ia  which  insur- 
gent enemies  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  Proclamation  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  which  was  made  on  the  eigljth  day  of 
December,  1863.  and  the  manner  in  which  they  shall  procsed  to  avail 
themselves  of  those  benefits  : 

And  whereas  the  objects  of  that  Proclamation  were  to  suppress  the 
insurrection  and  to  restore  the  authority  of  the  United  States  ;  and 
whereas  the  amnesty  therein  proposed  by  the  President  was  offered 
with  reference  to  these  objects  alone : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do  hereby  prcclaira  and  declare  that  the  said  Proclamation  does  not 
apply  to  the  cases  of  persons  who,  at  the  time  when  they  seek  to  obtain 
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tary, naval,  or  civil  confinement  or  custody,  or  under  bonds,  or  on  parole 
of  the  civil,  military,  or  naval  authorities,  or  agents  of  the  United  States, 
as  prisoners  of  war,  or  persons  detained  for  offences  of  any  kind,  either 
before  or  after  conviction  ;  and  that,  on  the  contrary,  it  does  apply  only 
to  those  persons  who,  being  yet  at  large  and  free  from  any  arrest,  con- 
finement, or  duress,  shall  voluntarily  come  forward  and  take  the  said 
oath,  with  the  purpose  of  restoring  peace  and  establishing  the  national 
authority.  Prisoners  excluded  from  the  amnesty  offered  in  the  said 
Proclamation  may  apply  to  the  President  for  clemency,  like  all  other 
offenders,  and  their  applications  will  receive  due  consideration. 

I  do  further  declare  and  proclaim  that  the  oath  prescribed  in  the 
aforesaid  Proclamation  of  the  eighth  of  December,  1863,  may  be  taken 
and  subscribed  before  any  commissioned  officer,  civil,  military,  or  naval, 
in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  or  any  civil  or  military  officer  of  a 
State  or  Territory  not  in  insurrection,  who,  by  the  laws  thereof,  may 
be  qualified  for  administering  oaths.  All  officers  who  receive  such  oaths 
are  hereby  authorized  to  give  certificates  thereon  to  the  persons  respect- 
ively by  whom  they  are  made.  And  such  officers  are  hereby  required 
to  transmit  the  original  records  of  such  oaths,  at  as  early  a  day  as  may 
be  convenient,  to  the  Department  of  State,  where  they  will  be  deposited 
and  remain  in  the  archives  of  the  Government.  The  Secretary  of  State 
will  keep  a  register  thereof,  and  will,  on  application  in  proper  cases, 
issue  certificates  of  such  records  in  the  customary  form  of  official  cer- 
tificates. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the 
seal  of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed.

General  Orders,  No.  75,  series  of  1862,  are  hereby  rescinded,  and 
the  following  Orders  will  govern  hereafter,  in  Leu  thereof  : 

I.. In  organizing  new  regiments  or  independent  companies  of  volun- 
teers, the  Governors  of  States  are  hereby  authorized  to  appoint,  in 
addition  to  the  staff  officers  heretofore  authorized,  one  Second  Lieu- 
tenant for  each  company,  who  shall  be  conditionally  mustered  into 
service  at  the  date  of  his  appointment.  Any  officer  thus  appointed  and 
mustered  shall  only  be  entitled  to  be  paid  on  the  muster  and  pay  roll 
of  his  company,  and  should  he  fail  to  enlist  an  organized  company 
within  such  time  as  the  War  Department  may  designate,  the  men 
enlisted  by  him  shall  be  transferred  to  some  other  company ;  his  ap- 
pointment shall  be  cancelled,  and  he  shall  be  discharged  without  pay, 
unless  the  Governor  give  him  a  position  in  the  consolidated  company 
to  which  his  men  shall  have  been  transferred. 

n> -Mustering  Officers  will  report  promptly  to  the  Adjutant  General 
of  the  Army  the  name  of  every  Recruiting  Lieutenant  mustered  into 
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the  service  by  them,  under  a  conditional  letter  of  appointment,  together 
with  the  company  and  regiment  for  which  he  is  recruiting.  Officers 
will  he  musteied  into  the  service  only  on  the  authority  of  the  Governor 
of  the  State  to  which  their  regiments  belong. 

Ill-- Artie'' es  of  enlistment  will  be  made  out  in  duplicate  by  such 
Recruiting  Officers,  and  will  be  disposed  of  as  provided  by  paragraph 
15,  page  80,  Recruiting  Eegulations,  Volunteer  Service.  Recruits  will 
be  sent  to  (he  regimental  rendezvous  at  least  as  often  as  once  a  week, 
where  they  will  be  immediately  examined  by  the  Surgeon  of  the  regi- 
ment, or  other  Surgeon  employed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Volunteer  Recruiting  Service,  and,  if  found  unfit  for  duty  by 
reason  of  permanent  disability,  will  be  discharged  from  the  service 
forthwith  by  the  United  States  Mustering  Officer,  who  will  report  such 
discharges  to  the  Superintendent  of  Volunteer  Recruiting  Service,  and 
also  to  the  Adjutant  of  the  regiment,  noting  particularly  those  cases 
where  the  disability  was  obvious  at  the  time  of  enlistment.  As  soon 
as  the  organization  is  complete,  it  shall  be  carefully  inspected  and 
mustered  by  a  United  States  Mustering  Officer,  who  will  see  that  at 
least  the  minimum  number  of  each  company  is  present ;  no  absentees 
will  be  counted. 

IV_  .Until  regiments  or  independent  companies  are  organized  and 
mustered  in,  they  will  be  under  the  control  of  the  Governor  of  the 
State ;  but  all  requisitions  for  Quartermaster,  Medical,  and  Ordnance 
stores,  all  contracts  for  fuel,  straw,  and  subsistence,  and  all  requisitions 
for  transportation,  must  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Volun- 
teer Recruiting  Service  for  the  State  or  Division. 

V_. No  account  for  expenses  incurred  in  raising  new  organizations 
shall  be  paid  by  Disbursing  Officers  unless  approved  by  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Volunteer  Recruiting  Service.

Tbe  following  act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  information  of  all 
concerned  : 

Public — No.  44. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  section  nine  of  the  act  approved  July  seventeenth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  entitled  "An  act  to  define  the  pay  and  emoluments  of 
certain  officers  of  the  Army,  and  for  other  purposes." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Ilouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United  Slates 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  rank  of  Chaplain,  without  com- 
mand, in  the  regular  and  volunteer  service  of  the  United  States,  is 
hereby  recognized.  Chaplains  shall  be  borne  on  the  field  and  staff  rolls 
next  after  the  Surgeons,  and  shall  wear  such  uniform  as  is  or  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Army  Regulations,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
rules  and  regulations  as  other  officers  of  the  Army.  They  shall  be 
entiled  to  draw  forage  for  two  horses,  and  when  ass'gned  to  hospitals, 
posts,  and  forts,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  quarters  and  fuel  within  tha 
hospitals,  posts,  or  forts,  while  they  are  so  assigned,  without  the  privi- 
lege of  commutation,  subject  to  the  same  conditions  and  limitations  as 
are  now  by  law  provided  in  the  case  of  Surgeons.     When  absent  from 
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duty  with  leave,  or  on  account  of  sickness  or  other  disability,  or  when 
held  by  the  enemy  as  prisoners,  they  shall  be  subject  to  no  other 
diminution  or  loss  of  pay  and  allowances  than  other  officers  in  the 
military  service  are  under  like  circumstances.  And  Chaplains  who 
have  been  absent  from  duty  by  reason  of  wounds  or  sickness,  or  when 
held  as  prisoners  in  the  bands  of  the  enemy,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
full  pay,  without  rations,  during-  such  absence.  In  all  other  respects 
the  pay  of  Chaplains  shall  be  the  same  as  now  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  2  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  act  approved  July  fourteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  entitled  "An  act  to  grant  pensions,"* 
is  hereby  so  amended  as  to  include  Chaplains  in  the  regular  and  volun- 
teer farces  of  the  Army  :  Provided,  That  the  pension  to  which  a  Chap- 
lain shall  be  entitled  for  a  total  disability  shall  be  twenty  dollars  per 
month,  and  all  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  section  is  an 
amendmeot  shall  apply  to  and  embrace  the  widows,  children,  mothers, 
and  sisters  of  Chap'ains  of  the  land  forces  who  have  died  since  the 
fourth  day  of  Match,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  or  shall  die,  of 
wounds  or  discEise  c  >utracted  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and 
while  such  Chaplains  are,  or  shall  be,  in  the  line  of  their  duty. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  Chaplains 
in  the  military  service  t.f  the  United  States  to  make  monthly  reports  to 
the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army,  through  the  usual  military  chan- 
nels, of  the  moral  condition  and  general  history  of  the  regiments, 
hospital.',  or  posts  to  which  they  may  be  attached  ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  all  commm  lers  of  regiments,  hospitiis,  and  posts,  t3  render 
such  f^icilities  as  will  aid  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  to 
them  by  the  Government. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  Chaplains  in  the  military 
service  of  the  United  States  shall  hold  appropriate  religious  services  at 
the  burial  of  soldiers  who  may  die  in  the  command  to  which  they  are 
assigned  to  duty,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  hold  public  religious 
services  at  least  once  each  Sabbath,  when  practicable.

I.. That  the  Cavalry  Bureau  shall  be  under  commaod  of  the  Chief 
of  Army  Staff,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  of  Chief  of  the  Cavalry 
Bureau  prescribed  by  existing  orders ;  and  the  officers  of  that  Bureau 
respectively  will  report  to  him. 

n..All  the  duties  relating  to  the  organization,  equipment,  and 
inspection  of  cavalry,  will  be  performed  by  a  cavalry  officer  specially 
assigned  to  that  duty.

JEmployment  of  Cavalry  organizations  not  mounted. 

Cavalry  organizations  which  cannot  immediately  be  supplied  with 
horses,  will  be  armed  and  employed  temporarily  as  Infantry.  They 
may  be  used  to  guard  depots  and  railroads,  or  be  assigned  to  Infantry 
brigades  in  the  field.  When  regiments  so  assigned  are  partially 
mounted,  the  hoises  will  be  transferred  to  others. 

Commanders  of  departments  and  separate  armies  are  authorized  to 
dismount  and  employ  as  Infantry  any  Cavalry  regiment  which  has 
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been  neglectful  or  wasteful  of  its  horses,  or  has  proved  inefficient  in 
the  field,  and  transfer  its  horses  to  others. 

The  proportion  of  Cavalry  to  be  temporarily  converted  into  Infantry 
will  not  exceed   forty  per  cent,  of  any  command,  unless  it  be  found 
that  the  remaining  sixty  per  cent,  cannot  be  kept  efficiently  mounted.

Great  inconvenience  and  injury  to  the  public  service  having  arisen 
from  the  failure  or  refusal  of  teamsters  and  other  employes  of  the 
Quartermaster's  Department  to  go  to  the  front  and  other  points  when 
so  required,  hereafter  any  employe  of  the  Department  who  fails  or 
refuses  to  obey  such  orders  shall  forfeit  all  pay  and  allowances  which 
may  be  due  to  him,  and  will  also  be  liable  to  arrest  and  trial  before 
a  military  tribunal  for  disobedience  of  orders,  according  to  the  60th 
Article  of  War.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  for  enrolling  and  calling  out  the  national  forces  so  as  to 
increase  the  rank,  pay,  and  emoluments  of  the  Provost  Marshal  General. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  rank,  pay,  and  emoluments 
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of  the  Provost  Marshal  General,  authorized  by  section  five  of  said  act, 
shall  be  those  of  a  Brigadier  Geaeral. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  incon- 
sistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

In  relation  to  public  horses,  wagons,  8fc. 

I. .Every  officer  of  the  Army,  other  than  of  the  Quartermaster's  De- 
partment, and  the  chief  medical  officer  of  departments,  armies,  and 
army  corps,  who  has  ia  his  possession,  or  under  his  control,  any  horse, 
ambulance,  spring  wagon,  or  vehicle  of  any  kind,  belonging  to  the 
Government  of  the  United  States,  whether  used  in  the  performance  of 
his  public  or  private  duties,  will  immediately  turn  in  the  same  to  the 
Quartermaster's  Department. 

II.. Hereafter  no  officer  of  the  Army  will  use  any  horse,  ambulance, 
spring  wagon,  or  ve'  icle  of  any  kind,  which  is  the  property  of  the 
Government  of  the  United  States,  whether  for  the  trant^action  of  his 
official  or  private  business,  without  an  order  in  writing  from  the  Adju- 
tant General  authorizing  such  use. 

This  Oi'der  will  not  apply  to  officers  entitled  to  be  mounted  under 
General  Orders,  No.  277,  from  this  office,  of  August  8,  1863. 

III.. The  Regulations  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  provide 
for  the  transportation  of  officers  travelling  under  orders,  and  their 
baggage.  When,  on  proper  requisition,  an  officer  has  obtained  trans- 
portation, the  horse  or  vehicle  so  obtained  will  be  returned  to  the 
officer  accountable  therefor,  or  to  some  officer  of  the  Quartermaster's 
Department,  as  soon  as  the  journey  is  performed. 
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IV.. The  Quartermaster  General  and  Inspector  General  will  cause 
this  order  to  be  enforced  by  the  officers  of  their  departments  through- 
out the  armies  of  the  United  States  ;  and  for  its  violation,  reported  by 
the  officers  of  these  departments,  the  same  penalty  is  attached  as  pro- 
vided by  section  8  of  an  act  of  Congress,  published  in  General  Orders, 
War  Department,  No.  106,  current  series,  in  reference  to  the  use  of 
ambulances.

Issue  of  Shelter  Tents. 

1.  The  attention  of  all  officers  is  called  to  General  Orders,  No,  160, 
series  of  lb62,  providing  for  the  issue  of  shelter  t'nts,  instead  of  com- 
mon, wall,  or  Sibley  tents.  When  troops  refuse  to  ace 'pt  shelter  t  nts, 
they  will  not  be  furniohed  with  any.  Troops  in  garrisons,  at  stations, 
or  in  detachments,  can  construct  huts,  if  they  prefer  them  to  shelter 
tents.  Quartermasters  are  prohibited  from  issuing  tents,  other  than 
the  kind  provided  for,  no  matter  by  whom  the  requisitions  are  approved* 
or  by  whose  order  the  issues  are  directed  to  be  made,  until  otherwise 
ordered  through  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army. 

2.  Commanding  Officers  of  Departments,  and  of  troops,  and  the 
Quartermaster  General,  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  enforcement 
and  due  observance  of  this  order  ;  and  any  one  who  shall  issue  or  direct 
the  issue  of  tents  other  than  as  prescribed  will  be  tried  by  Court  Mar- 
tial, or  reported  for  summary  dismissal.

In  relation  to  Prisoners  of  War  and  State  Prisoners. 

1.  Orders  heretofore  published  place  the  supervision  of  prisoners  of 
war  and  political  or  State  prisoners  in  the  hands  of  the  Commissary 
General  of  Prisoners,  and  it  is  hereby  required  that  commanders  of  de- 
pots, and  otber  places  at  which  prisoners  may  be  assembled,  be  directly 
accountable  for  them  to  the  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners,  from 
whom  they  will  receive  orders  direct,  and  to  whom  they  will  report 
directly  in  all  matters  relating  to  prisoners. 

2.  When  the  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners  has  occasion  to  order 
the  transfer  of  prisoners  from  one  post  to  another,  he  will  furnish  a  copy 
of  the  order  to  the  General  commanding  the  department  in  which  they 
are  held,  that  he  may  be  apprised  of  the  movement  ;  and  when  the 
Commissary  General  of  Prisoners  finds  it  necessary,  he  is  authorized  to 
call  on  department  commanders  for  such  assistance  in  the  execution  of 
his  duties  as  th6  case  may  demand. 

3.  If  not  otherwise  provided,  guards  for  depots  and  prison  stations 
vnW  be  detailed  by  the  Department  Commander  on  the  application  of 
the  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners,  and  they  will  not  be  relieved  or 
changed  without  informing  him  of  the  fact ;  but  all  returns  and  reports 
of  these  guards  will  be  made  to  department  commanders,  to  whom 
they  are  responsible  for  discipline,  as  in  the  case  of  other  troops. 

4.  The  principal  depots  for  prisoners  are  at  Point  Lookout,  Maryland  ; 
Fort  Delaware ;  Johnson's  Island,  in  Sandusky  Bay  ;  Camp  Chase, 
near  Columbus,  Ohio ;  Camp  Morton,  near  Indianapolis,  Indiana  ; 
Camp  Douglass,  near  Chicago,  Illinois ;  and  at  Rock  Inland,  Illinois. 
Generals  who  ordtr  temporary  depots  will  appoint  suitable  officers  to 
take  charge,  which  will  be  immediately  reported  to  the  Commissary 
General  of  Prisoners ;  and  the  officers  so  appointed  will  be  directed  to 
make  all  returns  and  reports  required  from  the  permanent  depots. 
Prisoners  will  be  forwarded  from  the  temporaiy  depots  to  the  perma- 
nent ones  with  as  little  delay  as  practicable.

5.  Commanders  of  departments  and  of  armies  in  the  field,  in  all 
cases,  when  having  prisoners  in  possession,  will  require  full  rolls, 
giving  rank,  regiment,  and  company,  and  time  and  place  of  capture, 
to  be  forwarded,  without  delay,  to  the  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners, 
with  a  letter  of  transmittal,  showing  what  disposition  is  made  of  the 
prisoners,  and  giving  any  other  information  that  may  be  useful.  All 
rolls  should  be  signed  by  the  officer  who  is  in  charge  of  the  prisoners 
at  the  time  they  are  prepared. 

6.  Sick  and  wounded  prisoners  of  war  will  be  collected  at  such  hos- 
pitals as  may  be  des^'gnated  under  the  instructions  of  the  Surgeon  Gen- 
eral, for  their  exclusive  use,  as  far  as  practicable  ;  and  a  suitable  guard 
will  be  detailed  by  the  department  commanders,  or  the  General  in 
immediate  command,  which  guard  will  be  responsible  for  the  security 
of  the  prisoners.  The  commander  of  the  guard  will  make  all  the 
returns  and  reports  requirt  d  of  depot  commanders. 

Convalescent  prisoners  will  be  sent  to  the  permanent  depots  as  often 
as  may  be  convenient. 

7.  The  attention  of  commanders  is  called  to  the  regulations  in  rela- 
tion to  prisoners  of  war,  contained  in  Appendix  "  B, "  of  the  Revised 
Army  Regulations  of  1863,  page  523,  as  follows  : 

117.  Officers  and  soldiers  of  the  United  States  who  are  or  may  be- 
come prisoneis  of  war,  shall,  during  their  imprisonment,  be  entitled  to 
and  receive  the  same  pay  as  if  they  were  doing  active  duty. 

118.  The  rations  of  prisoners  held  in  the  rebel  States  shall  be  com- 
muted for  and  during  the  period  of  their  imprisonment ;  the  commuta- 
tion to  be  rated  at  cost  price.  To  entitle  a  soldier  to  this  commutation 
he  must  furnish  to  the  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners  such  evidence 
of  the  fact  of  capture  and  time  of  detention  as  he  may  consider  neces- 
sary, to  be  laid  before  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  if  approved,  a  certifi- 
cate will  be  issued  by  the  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners,  on  which 
payment  will  be  made  by  the  Subsistence  Department. 

119.  A  General  commanding  in  the  field,  or  a  department,  will 
make  arrangements  for  the  safe-keeping  and  reasonable  comfort  of  his 
prisoners.     For  this  purpose  he  will  place  them  under  a  guard  already 
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on  duty,  or  detach  a  guard  for  the  special  service.  The  General  will 
give  no  order  exohangiug  prisoners,  or  releasing  tht-m,  except  under 
instructions  from  the  Secretary  of  War. 

120.  In  emergencies  admitting  of  no  delay,'  the  General  will  act 
upon  his  own  authority,  and  give  any  order  in  relation  to  his  prisoners 
the  public  interest  might  require,  promptly  reportiog  his  proceedings 
to  the  War  Department  through  the  Adjutant  General. 

121.  In  time  of  war  a  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners  will  he 
announced,  whose  general  duties  will  be  those  of  an  inspector,  and  all 
communications  relating  to  prisoners  will  pass  through  him.  Depots 
for  prisoners  will  be  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  Avhich 
suitable  and  permanent  guards  will  be  assigned,  the  whole  to  be  under 
the  orders  of  the  Commis>:ary  General  of  Prisoners.  IIo  will  establish 
regulations  for  issuing  clothing  to  prisoners,  and  will  direct  the  manner 
in  which  all  funds  arising  from  the  saving  of  rations  at  pri^'n  hospitals 
or  stations  shall  be  arcjunted  for  and  disbursed  by  the  i)roper  dis- 
bursing officir,  in  providing  such  articles  as  he  m^iy  deem  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  piisoners.  He  is  authoriz  d  to  grant 
paroles  to  prisoners  on  the  recommendation  of  the  m*  dical  officer 
attending  the  prison,  in  cases  of  extreme  illness,  but  under  no  other 
circumstances. 

122.  The  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners  has  authoritv  to  call  for 
such  reports  from  officers  in  command  of  guards  over  prisoners  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of  his  own  duties,  and  he  will  be 
prepared  to  furnish  such  information  in  relation  to  prisoners  as  may  be 
called  for  by  the  Adjutant  General. 

123.  A  full  record  of  all  prisoners  will  be  kept  in  the  cfBce  of  the 
Commissary  General  of  Prisoners,  in  suitable  books,  giving  ihe  name, 
rank,  regiment,  and  company  of  each  military  prisoner,  the  residence, 
county,  and  State  of  each  civil  prisoner,  with  the  charge-  against  him, 
and  the  time  and  place  of  capture  or  arrest.  Any  fpt^cial  information 
of  importance  will  be  added  from  time  to  time-in  th  ^  column  of  re- 
marks. When  disposed  of  by  exchange  or  otherwise,  the  ftct  and  the 
authority  for  it,  with  the  time,  should  be  noted  on  the  record. 

124.  The  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners  is  empowered  to  visit 
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places  at  which  prisoners  may  be  held,  and  will  recommend  to  the 
General  whose  guards  are  responsible  for  them  whatever  modification 
in  their  treatment  may  seem  to  him  proper  or  necessary,  and  report 
the  same  to  the  War  Department. 

125.  The  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners  has  charge  of  the  United 
States  officers  and  men  on  parole,  and  correspondence  relating  to  them. 
All  details  concerning  them  will  pass  through  him, 

126.  Generals  commanding  departments,  or  in  the  field,  m^.y,  at 
their  discretion,  send  their  prisoners  to  the  general  depots,  furnishing 
a  proper  roll  with  them,  showing  the  rank,  regim(  nt,  and  company, 
and  when  and  where  captured  ;  after  which  their  charge  of  them  will 
cease.  Immeoiately  on  the  arrival  of  prisoners  at  a  depot,  the  com- 
manding officer  will  forward  to  the  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners 
a  copy  of  the  roll  received  %vith  them,  noting  such  changes  as  may 
have  been  made  by  escape  or  otherwise. 

127.  The  principle  being  recognized  that  medical  officers  and  chap- 
lains should  not  be  held  as  prisoners  of  war,  all  medical  officers  and 
chaplains  so  held  by  the  United  States  will  be  immediately  and  un- 
conditionally discharged. 

128.  Whenever  prisoners  of  war  are  released  on  parole  and  sent 
through  the  lines,  the  officers  who  release  them  will  immediately  send 
rolls  to  the  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners,  containing  an  exact  list 
of  the  prisoners'  names,  rank,  regiment,  and  company,  date  and  place 
of  capture,  and  date  and  place  of  parole.  These  rolls  are  indispensable 
in  effecting  exchanges  of  prisoners. 

129.  Blanks  for  monthly  returns  and  for  rolls  of  federal  and  other 
prisoners  of  war  will  be  furnished  from  the  office  of  the  Commissary 
General  of  Prisoners,  on  their  being  called  for  by  commanders  who 
require  them.

Declaration  o/  exchange  of  pruoners  of  war. 

1.  It  having  been  officially  reported  that  Mr.  Ould,  rebel  Commis- 
sioner of  Exchange,  has  declared,  without  consulting  with  the  authori- 
ties of  the  United  States,  that  all  rebel  prisoners  delivered  at  City  Point 
up  to  the  20th  of  April  were  exchanged,  it  is — 

Ordered,  That  all  federal  prisoners  of  war  and  all  civilians  on  parole 
prior  to  May  7, 1864,  be  declared  exchanged,  and  they  are  thus  declared 
exchanged  accordingly. 

2.  It  is  further  announced,  that  after  deducting  the  number  of 
federal  officers  and  men  embraced  in  this  order  as  exchanged,  the 
rebels  will  remain  indebted  to  the  Federal  Goverument,  according  to 
tables  carefully  prepared  by  the  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners  from 
official  data,  33,596 — for  which  no  equivalents  have  been  received  by 
the  Federal  Government. 

3.  All  paroled  officers  and  enlisted  men  herein  declared  exchanged, 
who  are  in  camp,  will  be  immediately  forwarded  by  the  commandants 
of  camps  to  their  regiments  and  commands,  and  will  be  reported  to  the 
Commissaiy  General  of  Prisoners  accordingly.  Those  who  are  absent 
on  leave  will,  on  expiration  of  their  leave,  repair  forthwith  to  the 
Parole  Camps  at  Annapolis,  Maryland,  or  Columbus,  Ohio.

Acting  ordnance  queers  of  divisions,  brigades,  ^c. 

For  the  purpose  of  more  perfectly  organizing  the  service  of  the  Ord- 
nance Department,  as  connected  with  armies  in  the  field  and  the  mill- 
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tary  departments,  and  at  the  same  time  securing  for  that  department 
the  services  of  a  hody  of  efficient  officers,  trained  to  its  special  duties, 
it  is  ordered — 

1.  That  there  shall  be  attached  to  the  general  staff  of  every  division 
in  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  and  to  that  of  each  brigade  or  mili- 
tary district  where  no  division  organization  exists,  an  acting  ordnance 
officer^  who  shall  be  held  directly  rcspcnsible  to  the  chief  ordnance  officer 
at  the  general  headquarters  of  the  army  or  department  in  which  he  may 
be  serving,  for  the  manner  in  which  he  shall  perform  the  fcpecial  duties 
of  his  office. 

2.  These  officers  shall  be  captains  and  lieutenants  in  the  line  of  the 
regular  or  volunteer  service,  selected  for  the  position  on  account  of 
their  peculiar  fitness  for  it,  and,  if  possible,  from  those  who  have  already 
had  some  experience  in  ordnance  duty.  They  sh  11  be  appointed  and 
assigned  to  duty  by  the  commander  of  the  army  or  department,  and 
by  him  alone,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  senior  ordnance  officer 
on  duty  at  general  headquarters  ;  and  all  removals  or  changes  of  station 
of  these  officers  are  to  be  made  by  the  same  authority,  and  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  senior  ordnance  officer. 

3.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  such  officers  to  keep  themselves  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  armament  of  each  regiment  and  battery  in  the 
division,  brigade,  or  district  with  or  in  which  they  serve  ;  to  see  that 
all  arms,  accoutrements,  and  equipments  are  kept  in  a  serviceable  con- 
dition by  timely  repairs,  and  to  promptly  report  to  the  chief  ordnance 
officer  of  the  army  or  department  all  injuries  to,  or  losses  of,  ordnance 
property,  which  may  be  due  to  the  neglect  or  carelessness  of  regimental 
or  company  commanders. 

4.  They  will  have  charge  of  the  ammunition  supply  trains  attached 
to  the  division  or  brigade,  and  will  be  held  responsible  that  ample 
supplies  of  ammunition  are,  at  all  times,  in  the  hands  of  the  troops, 
and  that  there  is  a  full  reserve  supply  in  the  train  or  the  district  depot. 

5.  Immediately  after  an  engagement,  in  case  our  forces  hold  the 
field,  they  will  take  charge  of  all  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  found 
on  that  portion  of  it  occupied  by  the  division  or  brigade  in  which  they 
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are  attached  ;  they  trill  see  that  regimental  and  company  commanders 
collect  and  secure  all  arms,  accoutrements,  and  ammunition  belonging 
to  soldiers  of  their  companies  or  regiments,  who  have  been  killed  or 
wounded,  or  who  have  abandoned  such  supplies  ;  they  will  give  receipts 
for  all  such  ordcance  stores  as  are  no  longer  needed  by  the  regiment, 
and  will  cause  them  to  be  sent,  together  with  all  captured  ordnance 
stores,  of  whatever  description,  to  the  nearest  ordnance  depot  or  arsenal, 
for  deposit  and  repair.  All  defects  in  arms,  ammunition,  or  any  other 
ordnance  stores,  coming  under  their  observation,  will  at  once  be  re- 
ported to  the  chief  ordnance  officer  of  the  army  or  department,  together 
with  all  the  information  to  be  obtained,  which  may  aid  the  ordnance 
department  to  correct  the  evil. 

6.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  ascertain,  at  the  close  of  every  official 
quarter,  whether  the  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  in  hands  of  the 
troops  have  been  duly  accounted  for  by  the  officers  responsible  for 
them,  for  the  whole  time  they  are  so  responsible,  and  to  report  all 
delinquent  officers  to  senior  ordnance  officers  at  general  headquarters, 
to  be,  by  him,  repotted  to  the  chief  of  ordnance,  at  Washington. 

7.  All  requisitions  for  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores  for  the  use  of 
any  troops  in  the  division,  brigade,  or  district,  must  be  duly  approved 
by  them  before  being  transmitted  to  general  headqua-^ters,  and  they 
will  be  held  responsible  that  all  requisitions,  so  transmitted,  are  made 
in  strict  compliance  with  the  Regulations  of  the  Ordnance  Department. 

8.  In  addition  to  these  duties,  they  will  promptly  execute  all  special 
orders  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  given  them  by  the  chief 
ordnance  officer  to  whom  they  report. 

9.  In  order  that  the  Ordnance  Department  may  he  kept  fully  advised 
of  the  names  of  all  officers  who  are  thus  temporarily  attached  to  it,  a 
report  of  the  acting  ordnance  officers  in  every  army  or  department, 
des'gnating  the  division,  brigade,  or  district  to  which  they  are  attached, 
shall  be  made,  on  the  last  day  of  every  month,  to  the  chief  of  ordnance, 
at  Washington,  D.  C,  by  the  senior  ordnance  officer  of  each  army  or 
department. 

10.  Hereafter,  whenever  it  may  become  necessary  to  establish  tem- 
porary ordnance  depots  for  the  service  of  an  army  in  the  field,  it  shall 
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be  done  only  by  the  order  of  the  officer  commanding  the  army  or  de- 
partment, on  the  recommendation  of  his  chief  ordnance  officer.  The 
officers  to  take  charge  of  such  depots  shall  all  be  selected  by  the  chief 
ordnance  officer,  and  assigned  to  duty,  or  transferred  from  one  depot 
to  another,  by  the  officer  commanding  the  army  or  department  and 
by  him  alone.  The  names  of  all  such  depots,  and  those  of  the  officers 
in  charge  of  them,  will  at  once  be  forwarded  to  the  chief  of  ordnance, 
at  Washington,  D.  C. ,  and  their  names  will  be  included  in  the  monthly 
report  of  acting  ordnance  officers  of  divisions,  prescribed  in  the  pre- 
ceding paragraph.

1.  The  standard  of  Horse  Medicines  for  the  Army  in  the  field,  and  in 
hospitals,  is  the  supply  table. 

This  table  will  not  be  deviated  from  except  in  extreme  emergencies, 
and  then  only  for  Hospital  use,  when  the  reasons  must  be  clearly  and 
satisfactoril};  stated. 

2.  Eequisitions  will  be  made  quarterly,  and  in  duplicate,  conforming 
strictly  to  the  standard  supply  table. 

3.  Quartermasters  will  hold  Veterinary  Surgeons  strictly  responsible 
for  the  instruments  issued  to  them,  afid,  in  case  of  loss  through  care- 
lessness, or  damage  from  neglect,  the  cost  price  of  the  instruoients  so 
lost  or  damaged  will  be  charged  to  them. 

4.  Quartermasters  responsible  for  Medicines  and  Dressings  will 
take  care  that  theoe  articles  are  used  for  their  legitimate  purpose,  and 
will  hold  the  Veterinary  Surgeons  strictly  accountable  for  their  loss  or 
damage  through  neglect,  &c.

or  during  the  war,  to  consist  of  ten  companies,  and  to  have  the  same 
organization,  pay,  and  emoluments  as  are  allowed  to  engineer  soldiers, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  fourth  section  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act 
providing  for  the  better  organization  of  the  military  establishment," 
approved  August  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one.

Resolved  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Uni'ed  States  of 
Amenca  in  Congress  afsemhltd,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  furnish  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Printing  with 
copies  of  all  snch  correspondence,  by  telegraph  or  otherwise,  reports  of 
commanding  officers,  and  documents  of  every  description  in  relation  to 
the  existing  rebellion,  to  be  found  in  the  archives  of  his  Department 
since  the  first  day  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  to  the 
present  time,  and  during  tbe  continuance  of  said  rebellion,  which  may 
he,  in  his  opinion,  proper  to  be  published  with  said  correspondence, 
reports,  and  documents,  [which]  shall  be  arranged  in  their  proper 
chronological  order.

To  avoid  misconstruction.  General  Orders,  No.  76,  of  February  26, 
and  No.  196,  of  May  12,  1864,  are  hereby  republished. 

No.  76. 

The  President  directs  that  the  sentences  of  all  deserters  who  have 
been  condemned  by  Courts  Martial  to  death,  and  that  have  not  been 
otherwise  acted  upon  by  him,  be  mitigated  to  imprisonment,  during 
the  war,  at  the  Dry  Tortugas,  Florida,  where  they  will  be  sent,  under 
suitable  guards,  by  orders  from  Army  Commanders. 

The  Commanding  Generals  who  have  power  to  act  on  proceedings  of 
Courts  Martial  in  such  cases  are  authorized,  in  special  cases,  to  restore 
to  duty  deserters  under  sentence,  when,  in  their  judgment,  the  service 
will  be  thereby  benefited. 

Copies  of  all  orders  issued  under  the  foregoing  instructions  will  be 
immediately  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General  and  to  the  Judge  Ad- 
vocate General.

OfiScers  or  enlisted  men  quartered  in  such 
structures  or  tents  in  the  possession  of  the  United  States,  no  matter 
whether  confiscated  or  merely  seized  and  possessed  by  Government 
authority,  are  deemed  to  be  furnished  with  quarters  by  the  Govern- 
ment. No  such  officer  or  enlisted  man  is,  therefore,  entitled  to  com- 
mutation of  fuel  and  quarters,  and  any  commutation  paid  in  such  cases 
will  be  immediately  refunded.  Officers  of  the  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment who  have  paid  commutation  in  such  cases,  or  to  any  officer  serving 
personally  in  the  field,  will  immediately  report  the  amount,  time,  and 
place  of  such  payments,  and  the  names  of  those  to  whom  they  have 
been  made,  to  the  Paymaster  General,  in  order  that  they  may  be  de- 
ducted on  the  accounts  of  those  who  have  received  them. 

It  shall,  hereafter,  be  the  duty  of  all  inspecting  officers  to  examine 
into  and  report  upon  all  matters  connected  with  the  execution  of  this 
order.

The  following  act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  information  of  all 
concerned : 

Public— No.  97. 

AN  ACT  relating  to  members  of  Congress,  heads  of  Departments,  and  other  officers 

of  the  Government. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  no  member  of  the  Senate  or  House 
of  Representatives  shall,  after  his  election  and  during  his  continuance 
in  office,  nor  shall  any  head  of  a  Department,  head  of  a  bureau,  clerk, 
or  any  other  officer  of  the  Government,  receive,  or  agree  to  receive, 
any  compensation  whatsoever,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  any  services 
rendered,  or  to  be  rendered,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  any  person, 
either  by  himself  or  another,  in  relation  to  any  proceeding,  contract, 
claim,  controversy,  charge,  accusation,  arrest,  or  other  matter  or  thing 
in  which  the  United  States  is  a  party,  or  directly  or  indirectly  inter- 
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ested,  before  any  department,  court-martial,  bureau,  officer,  or  any 
civil,  military,  or  naval  commission  whatever.  And  any  person  offend- 
ing against  any  provision  of  this  act  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  thousand  dollars,  and  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  two  years,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  trying  the  same, 
and  ehall  be  forever  thereafter  incapable  of  holding  any  office  of  honor, 
trust,  or  profit  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States.

The  following  act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  information  of  all 
concerned  : 

Public— No.  101. 

AN  ACT  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  array  for  the  year  ending  the 
thirtieth  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  following  sums  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  support  of  the  army  for  the  year  end- 
ing the  thirtieth  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five  : 


For  pay  of  volunteers,  including  the  bounties  authorized  by  law, 
one  hundred  and  seventy-seven  million  four  hundred  and  sixty-two 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-eight  dollars  and  twenty-five 
cents  :  Provided,  That  if  any  ofiicer  in  the  regular  or  volunteer  forces 
shall  employ  a  soldier  as  a  servant,  such  officer  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  any  pay  or  allowances  for  a  servant  or  servants,  but  shall  be  subject 
to  the  deduction  from  his  pay  required  by  the  third  section  of  the  act 
entitled  ' '  An  act  to  define  the  pay  and  emoluments  of  certain  officers  of 
the  army,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  July  seventeen,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-two  :  And  provided  further,  That  the  second  section 
of  the  act  entitled  "An  act  giving  further  compensation  to  the  cap- 
tains and  subalterns  of  the  army  of  the  United  States  in  certain  cases," 
allowing  ten  dollars  additional  per  month  to  any  officer  in  actual  com- 
mand of  a  company  as  compensation  for  his  duties  and  responsibilities 
with  respect  to  the  clothing,  arms,  and  accoutrements  of  the  company, 
shall  be  construed  to  apply  only  to  company  officers  in  actual  command, 
as  aforesaid. 


Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  persons  of  color  who  have 
been  or  may  be  mustered  into  the  military  service  of  the  United  States 
shall  receive    the  same  uniform,  clothing,  arms,   equipments,   camp 
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equipage,  rations,  medical  and  hospital  attendance,  pay  and  emolu- 
ments, other  than  bounty,  as  other  soldiers  of  the  regular  or  volunteer 
forces  of  the  United  States  of  like  arm  of  the  service,  from  and  after  the 
first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four  ;  and  that  every 
person  of  color  who  shall  hereafter  be  mustered  into  the  service  shall 
receive  such  sums  in  bounty  as  the  President  shall  order  in  the  different 
States  and  parts  of  the  United  States,  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  all  persons  enlisted  and  mus- 
tered into  service  as  volunteers  under  the  call  dated  October  seventeen, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  for  three  hundred  thousand  volun- 
teers, who  were,  at  the  time  of  enlistment,  actually  enrolled  and  sub- 
ject to  draft  in  the  State  in  which  they  volunteered,  shall  receive  from 
the  United  States  the  same  amount  of  bounty,  without  regard  to  color. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  persons  of  color  who  were 
free  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one, 
and  who  have  been  enlisted  and  mustered  into  the  military  service  of 
the  United  States,  shall,  from  the  time  of  their  enlistment,  be  entitled 
to  receive  the  pay,  bounty,  and  clothing  allowed  to  such  persons  by  the 
laws  existing  at  the  time  of  their  enlistment.  And  the  Attorney  Gene- 
ral of  the  United  States  is  hereby  authorized  to  determine  any  question 
of  law  arising  under  this  provision.  And  if  the  Attorney  General  afore- 
said shall  determine  that  any  of  such  enlisted  persons  are  entitled  to 
receive  any  pay,  bounty,  or  clothing,  in  addition  to  what  they  have 
already  received,  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  make  all  necessary  regu- 
lations to  enable  the  pay  department  to  make  payment  in  accordance 
with  such  determination. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted, Th?it  all  enlistments  hereafter  made  in 
the  regular  army  of  the  United  States,  during  the  continuance  of  the 
rebellion,  may  be  for  the  term  of  three  years.

The  following  act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  information  of  all 
concerned  : 

Public— No.  122. 

AN  ACT  to  increase  the  pay  of  soldiers  in  the  United  States  Army,  and  for  other 

purposes. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of 
May,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  and  during  the  continuance  of 
the  present  rebellion,  the  pay  per  month  of  non-commissioned  officers 
and  privates  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States  shall  be  as 
follows,  viz  :  Sergeant  majors,  twenty-six  dollars  ;  quartermaster  and 
commissary  sergeants  of  cavalry,  artillery,  and  infantry,  twenty-two 
dollars  ;  first  sergeants  of  cavalry,  artillery,  and  infantry,  twenty-four 
dollars ;  sergeants  of  cavalry,  artillery,  and  infantry,  twenty  dollars ; 
sergeants  of  ordnance,  sappers  and  miners,  and  pontoniers,  thirty- 
four  dollars ;  corporals  of  ordnance,  sappers  and  miners,  and  pon- 
toniers, twenty  dollars;  privates  of  engineers  and  ordnance,  of  the 
first  class,  eighteen  dollars,  and  of  the  second  class,  sixteen  dollars ; 
corporals  of  cavalry,  artillery,  and  infantry,  eighteen  dollars ;  chief 
buglers  of  cavalry,  twenty-three  dollars  ;  buglers,  sixteen  dollars ; 
farriers  and  blacksmiths  of  cavalry,  and  artificers  of  artillery,  eighteen 
dollars  ;  privates  of  cavalry,  artillery,  and  infantry,  sixteen  dollars ; 
principal  musicians  of  artillery  and  infantry,  twenty- two  dollars; 
leaders  of  brigade  and  regimental  bands,  seventy-five  dollars ;  musi- 
cians, sixteen  dollars  ;  hospital  stewards  of  the  first  class,  thirty-three 
dollars ;  hospital  stewards  of  the  second  class,  twenty-five  dollars ; 
hospital  stewards  of  the  third  class,  twenty-three  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  army  ration  shall  hereafter 
be  the  same  as  provided  by  law  and  regulations  on  the  first  day  of 
July,  1861  :  Provided,  That  the  ration  of  pepper  prescribed  in  the 
eleventh  section  of  the  -'Act  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  corps  of 
engineers,  and  of  the  Ordnance  Department,  and  for  other  purposes," 
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approved  March  three,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  shall  continue 
to  be  furnished  as  heretofore.  But  nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall 
be  construed  to  alter  the  commutation  value  of  rations  as  regulated  "by 
existing  laws. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  non-commissioned  ofiBcers  and 
privates  in  the  regular  army,  serving  under  enlistments  made  prior  to 
July  twenty-second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  re-enlisting  for  the  term  of  three  years,  in  their  respective 
organizations,  until  the  first  day  of  August  next ;  and  all  such  non- 
commissioned officers  and  privates  so  re-enlisting  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  bounties  mentioned  in  the  joint  resolution  of  Congress  approved 
January  thirteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  be  added  to  the  battalion 
of  engineers  one  sergeant  major,  who  shall  be  paid  thirty-six  dollars 
per  month,  and  one  quartermaster  sergeant,  who  shall  also  be  commis- 
sary sergeant,  who  shall  be  paid  twenty-two  dollars  per  month. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  attached  to,  and 
made  a  part  of,  the  War  Department,  during  the  continuance  of  the 
present  rebellion,  a  bureau  to  be  known  as  the  Bureau  of  Military 
Justice,  to  which  shall  be  returned  for  revision  the  records  and  pro- 
ceedings of  all  the  courts-martial,  courts  of  inquiry,  and  military  com- 
missions of  the  armies  of  the  United  States,  and  in  which  a  record 
shall  be  kept  of  all  proceedings  had  thereupon. 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  President  shall  appoint,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  as  the  head  of  said 
bureau,  a  Judge  Advocate  General,  with  the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances 
of  a  Brigadier  General,  and  an  Assistant  Judge  Advocate  General,  with 
the  rank,  pay,  and  allowances  of  a  Colonel  of  Cavalry.  And  the  said 
Judge  Advocate  General  and  his  assistant  shall  receive,  revise,  and 
have  recorded  the  proceedings  of  the  courts-martial,  courts  of  inquiry, 
and  military  commissions  of  the  armies  of  the  United  States,  and  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  have  heretofore  been  performed  by  the  Judge 
Advocate  General  of  the  armies  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  have 
7 
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power  to  appoint  for  said  bureau  one  fourth  class,  one  tliird  class,  one 
second  class,  and  two  first  class  clerks. 

"Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  all  cases  where  the  Govern- 
ment shall  farni?h  transportation  and  subsistence  to  discharged  officers 
and  soldiers  from  the  place  of  their  discharge  to  the  place  of  their  en- 
rolment, or  original  muster  into  the  service,  they  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  travel,  pay,  or  commutation  of  subsistence. 

Sec.  9.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  so  much  of  the  fifth  section  of 
the  act  entitled  * '  An  act  to  authorize  the  employment  of  volunteers  to 
aid  in  enforcing  the  laws  and  protecting  the  public  property,"  approved 
July  twenty-second,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  as 
provides  that  each  company  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  private, 
musician,  and  artificer  of  cavalry,  shall  furnish  his  own  horse  and 
horse  equipments,  and  shall  receive  forty  cents  per  day  for  their  use 
and  risk,  is  hereby  repealed,  except  only  so  far  as  the  same  may  here- 
afrer  be  made  to  apply  and  relate  to  mounted  troops  called  into  the 
service  of  the  United  States  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months. 

Sec.  10.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That,  from  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  the  pay  of  Clerks  of  Paymasters  in  the  Army  of  the  United 
States  shall  be  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  without  rations, 

Sbc.  11.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  thirty-first  section  of  an  act 
entitled  "  An  act  for  enrolling  and  calling  out  the  national  forces,  and 
for  other  purposes, "  approved  March  third,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  sixty-three,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended  as  that 
an  ofificer  may  have,  when  allowed  by  order  of  his  proper  commander, 
leave  of  absence  for  other  cause  than  sickness  or  wounds,  without  de- 
duction from  his  pay  or  allowances  :  Provided,  That  the  aggregate  of 
such  absence  shall  not  exceed  thirty  days  in  any  one  year. 

Sec.  12.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 
Approved  June  20,  1864.

The  following  acts  of  Congress  are  published  for  the  information  and 
government  of  all  concerned  : 

I. -Public— No.  125. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  examination  of  certain  ofncers  of  the  army. 

Be  it  maded  hy  the  Senate  and  Eouse  of  Bepresentatives  of  the  United  StatCg 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  every  quartermaster  and  assistant 
quartermaster,  and  every  commissary  and  assistant  commissary  of  sub- 
sistence, and  every  paymaster  and  additional  paymaster  shall,  as  soon 
as  practicable,  be  ordered  to  appear  for  examination  as  to  his  qualifi- 
cations before  a  board  to  be  composed  of  three  staff  officers  of  the  corps 
to  which  he  belongs,  of  recognized  merit  and  fitness,  of  whom  two  at 
least  shall  be  officers  of  volunteers,  which  board  shall  make  a  careful 
examination  as  to  the  qualifications  of  all  officers  who  may  appear  be- 
fore them  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  and  shall  also  keep  minutes  and 
make  a  full  and  true  record  of  the  examination  in  each  case.  And  all 
members  of  such  boards  of  examination  shall,  before  proceeding  to  the 
discharge  of  their  duties  as  herein  provided,  swear  or  affirm  that  they 
will  conduct  all  examinations  with  impartiality,  and  with  a  sole  view 
to  the  qualifications  of  the  person  or  persons  to  be  examined,  and  that 
they  will  not  divulge  the  vote  of  any  member  upon  the  examination 
of  any  officer  who  may  appear  before  them. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  such  boards  of  examination  shall 
be  convened,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  by  the 
Quartermaster  General,  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence,  and 
the  Paymaster  General,  at  convenient  phaces  ;  and  general  rules  of  ex- 
amination and  a  standard  of  qualifications  shall  be  prescribed  by  said 
officers,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  shall  be 
published  in  General  Orders. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  after  such  General  Orders  shall 
have  been  published  for  sixty  days,  if  any  officer  who  shall  then  be 
ordered  before  a  board  of  examiners,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
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shall  fail  for  thirty  clays  after  receiving  such  special  order  to  report 
himself  as  directed,  all  his  pay  and  allowances  shall  cease  and  he  for- 
feited until  he  does  appear  and  report  for  examination  ;  and  if  he  shall 
still  thereafter  fail  for  a  further  period  of  thirty  days  so  to  appear,  he 
shall  thereupon  be  dropped  from  the  rolls  of  the  army  :  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  if  such  failure  to  appear  and  report  shall  have  been  occasioned 
by  wounds  or  sickness,  or  other  physical  disability,  then  there  shall 
be  no  forfeiture  of  pay  until  thirty  days  after  such  disability  has  been 
removed  ;  but  if  in  sixty  days  after  the  disability  is  removed  the  officer 
shall  not  report  himself,  he  shall  then  be  dropped  from  the  rolls  as  in 
other  cases. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  if  the  board  of  examination 
shall  report  that  any  officer  does  not  possess  the  requisite  business 
qualifications,  they  shall  forward  the  record  of  the  examination  of  such 
officer  to  the  head  of  the  bureau  to  which  he  may  belong ;  and  if  the 
head  of  such  bureau  shall  approve  the  finding  and  report  of  the  board, 
he  shall  forward  the  same  through  the  Secretary  of  War  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States ;  and  if  the  President  shall  confirm  the  same, 
the  officer  so  failing  in  his  examination  shall,  if  commissioned,  be  dis- 
missed from  the  service  with  one  month's  pay  ;  and  if  not  yet  commis- 
sioned, his  appointment  shall  be  revoked.  And  if  the  board  shall  report 
that  any  officer  fails  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  by  reason  of  in- 
temperance, gambling,  or  other  immorality,  and  if  the  head  of  the 
bureau  shall  approve  the  finding  and  report  of  the  board,  and  the  same 
being  communicated,  as  before  provided,  to  the  President  and  confirmed 
by  him,  then  such  officer  shall  be  dismissed  from  the  service  without 
pay,  and  shall  not  be  permitted  to  re-enter  the  service  as  an  officer : 
Provided,  That  such  dismissal  shall  not  relieve  him  from  liability  under 
existing  laws  for  any  offense  be  may  have  committed. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  boards  of  examination  shall 
forward  all  their  records  of  examination  to  the  heads  of  the  bureaus 
to  which  they  appertain,  and  such  records  shall  be  filed  in  the  proper 
bureaus  with  a  suitable  index  ;  and  any  officer  ^vho  may  desire  it,  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  a  copy  of  the  record  in  his  own  case  upon  paying 
the  cost  of  copying  the  same.

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II..  Public— No.  126. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  horses  and 
other  property  destroyed  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States." 

•  Be  it  enacted  ly  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amend- 
ment shall,  from  the  commencement  of  the  present  rebellion,  extend  to 
and  embrace  all  cases  of  the  loss  of  horses  by  any  officer,  non-commis- 
sioned officer,  or  private,  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States, 
while  in  the  line  of  their  duty  in  such  service,  by  capture  by  the  enemy, 
whenever  it  shall  appear  that  such  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  or 
private,  was  or  shall  be  ordered  by  his  superior  officer  to  surrender  to 
the  enemy,  and  such  capture  was  or  shall  be  made  in  pursuance  of  such 
surrender.

The  following  act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  information  and 
government  of  all  concerned  : 

Public— No.  196. 

AN  ACT  further  to  regulate  and  provide  for  the  enrolling  and  calling  out  the  national 
forces,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Rouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United  Stales 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  President  of  the  United  States 
may,  at  his  discretion,  at  any  time  hereafter,  call  for  any  number  of 
men  as  volunteers,  for  the  respective  terms  of  one,  two,  and  three 
years,  for  military  service  ;  and  any  such  volunteer,  or,  in  case  of  draft, 
as  hereinafter  provided,  any  substitute,  shall  be  credited  to  the  town, 
township,  ward  of  a  city,  precinct,  or  election  district,  or  of  a  county 
not  so  subdivided,  towards  the  quota  of  which  he  may  have  volunteered 
or  engaged  as  a  substitute  ;  and  every  volunteer  who  is  accepted  and 
mustered  into  the  service  for  a  term  of  one  year,  unless  sooner  dis- 
charged, shall  receive,  and  be  paid  by  the  United  States,  a  bounty  of 
one  hundred  dollars  ;  and  if  for  a  term  of  two  years,  unless  sooner  dis- 
charged, a  bounty  of  two  himdred  dollars  ;  and  if  for  a  term  of  three 
years,  unless  sooner  discharged,  a  bounty  of  three  hundred  dollars  ; 
one-third  of  which  bounty  shall  be  paid  to  the  soldier  at  the  time  of 
his  being  mustered  into  the  service,  one-third  at  the  expiration  of  one- 
half  of  his  term  of  service,  and  one-third  at  the  expiration  of  his  term 
of  service.  And  in  case  of  his  death  while  in  service,  the  residue  of 
his  bounty  unpaid  shall  be  paid  to  his  widow,  if  he  shall  have  left  a 
•widow  ;  if  not,  to  his  children  ;  or  if  there  be  none,  to  his  mother,  if 
she  be  a  widow. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  case  the  quota,  or  any  part 
thereof,  of  any  town,  township,  ward  of  a  city,  precinct,  or  election 
district,  or  of  any  county  not  so  subdivided,  shall  not  be  filled  within 
the  space  of  fifty  days  after  such  call,  then  the  President  shall  imme- 
diately order  a  draft  for  one  year  to  fill  such  quota,  or  any  part  thereof 
■which  may  be  unfilled  ;  and  in  case  of  any  such  draft,  no  payment  of 
money  shall  be  accepted  or  received  by  the  government  as  commuta- 
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tion  to  release  any  enrolled  or  drafted  man  from  personal  obligation  to 
perform  military  service. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  execu- 
tive of  any  of  the  States  to  send  recruiting  agents  into  any  of  the  States 
declared  to  be  in  rebellion,  except  the  States  of  Arkansas,  Tennessee, 
and  Louisiana,  to  recruit  volunteers  under  any  call  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  who  shall  be  credited  to  the  State,  and  to  the  respective 
subdivisions  thereof,  which  may  procure  the  enlistment. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enaded,  That  drafted  men,  substitutes,  and 
volunteers,  when  mustered  in,  shall  be  organized  into,  or  assigned  to 
regiments,  batteries,  or  other  organizations  of  their  own  States,  and,  as 
far  as  practicable,  shall,  when  assigned,  be  permitted  to  select  their 
own  regiments,  batteries,  or  other  organizations,  from  among  those  of 
their  respective  States  which,  at  the  time  of  assignment,  may  not  be 
filled  to  their  maximum  number. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  twentieth  section  of  the 
act  entitled  ' '  An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  an  act  for  enrolling  and 
calling  out  the  national  forces,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  Feb- 
ruary twenty-four,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  shall  be  construed 
to  mean  that  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  discbarge  minors  under  the 
age  of  eighteen  years  under  the  circumstances  and  on  the  conditions 
prescribed  in  said  section  ;  and  hereafter,  if  any  officer  of  the  United 
States  shall  knowingly  enlist  or  muster  into  the  military  service  any 
person  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  with  or  without  the  consent  of 
his  parent  or  guardian,  such  person  so  enlisted  or  recruited  shall  be 
immediately  discharged  upon  repayment  of  all  bounties  received  ;  and 
such  recruiting  or  mustering  officer  who  shall  knowingly  enlist  any 
person  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  shall  be  dismissed  the  service,  with 
forfeiture  of  all  pay  and  allowances,  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  further 
punishment  as  a  court  martial  may  direct. 

Sec.  6,  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  section  three  of  an  act  entitled 
"  An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  an  act  for  enrolling  and  calling  out 
the  national  forces,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  February  twenty- 
four,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended,  so  as  to  authorize  and  direct  district  provost  marshals,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Provost  Marshal  General,  to  make  a  draft  for  one 
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liundred  per  centum  in  addition  to  the  number  required  to  fill  the 
quota  of  any  district  as  provided  by  said  section. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  instead  of  travelling  pay,  all 
drafted  persons  reporting  at  the  place  of  rendezvous  shall  be  allowed 
transportation  from  their  places  of  residence ;  and  persons  discharged  at 
the  place  of  rendezvous  shall  be  allowed  transportation  to  their  places 
of  residence. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  persons  in  the  naval  service 
of  the  United  States,  who  have  entered  said  service  during  the  present 
rebellion,  who  have  not  been  credited  to  the  quota  of  any  town,  district, 
ward,  or  State,  by  reason  of  their  being  in  said  service  and  not  enrolled 
prior  to  February  twenty-fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four, 
shall  be  enrolled  and  credited  to  the  quotas  of  the  town,  ward,  district, 
or  State,  in  which  they  respectively  reside,  upon  satisfactory  proof  of 
their  residence  made  to  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  duly  drafted  shall 
be  absent  from  home  in  prosecution  of  his  usual  business,  the  provost 
marshal  of  the  district  shall  cause  him  to  be  duly  notified  as  soon  as 
may  be,  and  he  shall  not  be  deemed  a  deserter,  nor  liable  as  such,  until 
notice  has  been  given  to  him,  and  reasonable  time  allowed  for  him  to 
return  and  report  to  the  provost  marshal  of  his  district ;  but  such  ab- 
sence shall  not  otherwise  affect  his  liability  under  this  act. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  nothing  contained  in  this  act 
shall  be  construed  to  alter  or  in  any  way  affect  the  provisions  of  the  seven- 
teenth section  of  an  act  approved  February  twenty-fourth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-four,  entitled  '  'An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An 
act  for  enrolling  and  calling  out  the  national  forces,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses,' "  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  nothing  contained  in  this  act 
shall  be  construed  to  alter  or  change  the  provisions  of  existing  laws 
relative  to  permitting  persons  liable  to  military  service  to  furnish  sub- 
stitutes.

Section  second  of  the  act  approved  June  20,  1864,  published  in 
General  Orders,  No.  216,  current  series,  having  modified  the  army 
ration,  the  following  regulations  on  that  subject  will  be  observed  : 

1.  The  ration  is  twelve  ounces  of  pork  or  bacon,  or  one  pound  and 
four  ounces  of  salt  or  fresh  beef ;  eighteen  ounces  of  soft  bread  or  flour, 
or  twelve  ounces  of  hard  bread ,  or  one  pound  and  four  ounces  of  corn 
meal  ;  and,  to  every  one  hundred  rations,  fifteen  pounds  of  beans  or 
peas,  or  ten  pounds  of  rice  or  hominy  ;  ten  pounds  of  green  coffee,  or 
eight  pounds  of  roasted  (or  roasted  and  ground)  cofi"ee,  or  one  pound 
and  eight  ounces  of  tea  ;  fifteen  pounds  of  sugar  ;  four  quarts  of  vinegar  ; 
one  pound  and  four  ounces  of  adamantine  or  star  candles  ;  four  pounds 
of  soap ;  three  pounds  and  twelve  t)unces  of  salt,  and  four  ounces  of 
pepper.  The  Subsistence  Department,  as  may  be  most  convenient  or 
least  expensive  to  it,  and  according  to  the  condition  and  amount  of  its 
supplies,  shall  determine  whether  soft  bread  or  flour,  and  what  other 
component  parts  of  the  ration  as  equivalents,  shall  be  issued. 

2.  On  a  campaign,  on  marches,  or  on  board  of  transports,  the  ration 
of  hard  bread  is  one  pound. 

3.  Desiccated  compressed  potatoes,  or  desiccated  compressed  mixed 
vegetables,  at  the  rate  of  one  ounce  and  a  half  of  the  former  and  one 
ounce  of  the  latter  to  the  ration,  may  be  substituted  for  beans,  peas,  rice, 
or  hominy. 

4.  Beans,  peas,  salt,  and  potatoes,  (fresh,)  shall  be  purchased,  issued, 
and  sold  by  weight,  and  the  bushel  of  each  shall  be  estimated  at  sixty 
pounds.  • 

5.  "When  deemed  necessary,  fresh  vegetables,  dried  fruit,  molasses, 
pickles,  or  any  other,  proper  food,  may  be  purchased  and  issued  in  lieu 
of  any  component  part  of  the  ration  of  equal  money  value.  The  Commis- 
Bary  General  of  Subsistence  is  alone  authorized  to  order  such  purchases.

Regulations  for  recruiting  in  rebd  States  for  loyal  States. 

I  The  following  regulations  are  established  to  carry  out  section  three 
of  the  act  approved  July  4,  1864,  "further  to  regulate  and  provide  for 
the  enrolling  and  calling  out  the  national  forces." 

' '  Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Execu- 
tive of  any  of  the  States  to  send  recruiting  agents  into  any  of  the  States 
declared  to  be  in  rebellion,  except  the  States  of  Arkansas,  Tennessee, 
and  Louisiana,  to  recruit  volunteers  under  any  call  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  who  shall  be  credited  to  the  State,  and  the  respective  sub- 
divisions thereof,  which  may  procure  the  enlistment." 

1.  In  order  that  recruiting  agents  may  be  afforded  proper  facilities 
by  United  States  authorities,  they  must  have  a  letter  of  appointment 
from  the  State  Executive,  a  certified  copy  of  which  must  be  filed  with 
the  Provost  Marshal  General  and  the  commanding  officer  of  the  ren- 
dezvous established  for  the  district  in  which  they  are  to  recruit.  The 
particular  field  of  a  State  in  which  each  agent  is  to  operate  should  be 
specified  in  the  letter  of  appointment.  To  avoid  confusion,  the  number 
of  agents  should  not  be  large.  Experience  has  shown  that  these  agents 
should  not  be  paid  for  each  recruit,  but  that  they  should  have  a  fixed 
compensation  for  their  services  ;  otherwise  fraudulent  practices  may  be 
resorted  to  for  the  pecuniary  benefit  of  the  agent,  to  the  great  prejudice 
of  the  State  and  the  military  service. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recruiting  agents,  before  entering  upon 
their  duties,  to  report  in  person,  through  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
rendezvous  herein  designated  for  the  States  in  which  they  are  to  operate, 
to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  military  district,  department,  or  army, 
rin  Oder  that  they  may  have  a  proper  pass  and  protection.  All  recruiting 
agents  will  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  articles  of  war. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  army,  de- 
partment, or  district,  in  which  recruiting  agents  operate,  and  of  com- 
manding officers  of  rendezvous,  to  order  back  to  his  State  (or  arrest 
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and  hold  for  trial,  as  he  may  deem  best,)  any  recruiting  agent  who  shall 
commit  frauds  upon  the  government  or  recruits,  or  shall  violate  the 
instructions  issued  to  govern  this  recruitment,  or  be  guilty  of  any 
offence  against  military  law.  Recruiting  agents  will  be  held  respon- 
sible for  the  conduct  of  all  persons  who  act  under  their  authority  or 
direction. 

4.  No  man  shall  be  recruited  who  is  already  in  the  military  service 
as  soldier,  teamster,  laborer,  guide,  &c.,  or  who  is  so  employed  by  the 
military  authorities  as  to  be  of  importance  to  military  operations. 

5.  Recruits  procured  in  accordance  with  the  act  quoted  must  be 
delivered  by  the  recruiting  agents  at  one  of  the  following  named  ren- 
dezvous, viz  : 

Camp  Casey,  "Washington,  D.  C,  for  N.  E.  Virginia. 

**     ,  near  Fort  Monroe,  Va.,  for  S.  E.  Virginia. 

*♦     ,  Newbern,  N.  C,  for  North  Carolina.  ' 

"     ,  Hilton  Head,  S.  C,  for  South  Carolina  and  Florida. 

♦*     ,  Vicksburg,  Miss. ,  for  Mississippi. 

"     ,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  for  Georgia  and  Alabama. 

When  received  at  the  rendezvous,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  United 
States  officers  there  to  have  the  recruits  promptly  examined ;  and  if 
accepted,  to  have  them  immediately  mustered  into  the  United  States 
service,  properly  provided  for,  and  sent  to  the  regiments  for  which  they 
may  have  been  enlisted  or  assigned.  A  certified  copy  of  the  muster-in 
roll  shall  be  given  to  the  recruiting  agent  whenever  at  least  ten  recruits 
shall  be  mustered. 

The  aforesaid  rendezvous  are  regarded  as  military  posts,  and  will  be 
conducted  as  such,  under  the  immediate  orders  of  the  War  Department, 
as  issued  through  the  Adjutant  General's  Office  ;  but  department  and 
army  commanders  are  desired  to  exercise  a  supervision  over  them,  as 
coming  within  the  limits  of  their  departments,  and  to  make  any  reports 
to  this  office  concerning  them  which  may  be  deemed  advisable. 

6.  If  it  is  desired  to  put  any  of  the  volunteer  recruits  obtained  under 
this  act  into  service  as  substitutes  before  or  after  draft,  they  must  be 
sent,  without  expense  to  the  government,  by  the  recruiting  agent,  to 
the  district  in  which  the  principal  is  enrolled,  and  there  be  mustered 
in  by  the  Provost  Marshal,  who  will  issue  the  proper  substitution  papers^ 
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7.  It  is  made  the  duty  of  commanding  officers  to  afford  to  recruiting 
agents  all  such  facilities  as  they  can  provide,  without  detriment  to  the 
public  service,  and  to  prevent  recruiting  by  unauthorized  parties.

All  records  of  Courts  Martial  and  Military  Commissions,  which  are 
required  by  Regulations  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Judge  Advocate  Gen- 
eral, will  be  sent,  by  officers  ordering  such  Courts  or  Commissions, 
within  the  Military  Departments  of  the  Ohio,  the  Tennessee,  the  Cum- 
berland, the  Missouri,  Arkansas,  and  Kansas,  to  the  Assistant  Judge 
Advocate  General,  at  Louisville. 

With  reference  to  records  of  Courts  and  Commissions,  it  will  be  the 
duty  of  the  Assistant  Judge  Advocate  General  to  call  for  such  as  are 
not  forwarded  in  due  season,  to  examine  them,  to  return  for  correction 
such  as  are  incomplete,  and  to  give  immediate  notice  of  fatal  defects  to 
the  proper  commander,  that  sentences  may  not  be  illegally  executed. 
He  will  forward  all  complete  records  to  the  Judge  Advocate  General, 
but  will  not  be  expected  to  prepare  reports  on  them  unless  specially 
instructed  to  that  effect  by  the  Judge  Advocate  General. 

n.-The  Assistant  Judge  Advocate  General  will  be  allowed  the  num- 
ber of  rooms  as  office,  and  fuel  therefor,  assigned  to  an  Assistant  Quar- 
termaster General  in  paragraph  1068,  General  Eegulations.

The  following  Acts  and  Eesolutions  of  Congress  are  published  for  the 
information  of  all  concerned  : 


II.. Public— No.  184. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  more  speedy  punishment  of  guerilla  raaurauders,  and  for 

other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  provisions  of  the  twenty-first 
section  of  an  act  entiled  * '  An  act  for  enrolling  and  calling  out  the 
national  forces,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  third  of  March, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty -three,  shall  apply  as  well  to  the  sentences 
of  military  commissions  as  to  those  of  courts-martial ;  and  hereafter  the 
commanding  general  in  the  field,  or  the  commander  of  the  department, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  power  to  carry  into  execution  all  sen- 
tences against  guerilla  marauders  for  robbery,  arson,  burglary,  rape, 
assault  with  intent  to  commit  rape,  and  for  violation  of  the  laws  and 
customs  of  war,  as  well  as  sentences  against  spies,  mutineers,  deserters, 
and  murderers. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  itfurtTier  enacted,  That  every  officer  authorized  to  order 
a  general  court-martial  shall  have  power  to  pardon  or  mitigate  any 
punishment  ordered  by  such  court,  including  that  of  confinement  in  the 
penitentiary,  except  the  sentence  of  death,  or  of  cashiering  or  dismiss- 
ing an  officer,  which  sentences  it  shall  be  competent  during  the  continu- 
ance of  the  present  rebellion  for  the  general  commanding  the  army  in 
the  field,  or  the  department  commander,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  remit 
or  mitigate  ;  and  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  approved  July  seventeenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  chapter  two  hundred  and  one,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  repealed,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  sentences  of  im- 
prisonment in  the  penitentiary. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  when  a  soldier  sick  in  hospital 
shall  have  been  discharged,  or  shall  be  discharged,  from  the  military 
service,  but  shall  be  unable  to  leave  or  to  avail  himself  of  his  discharge 
8 
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in  consequence  of  sickness  or  wounds,  and  shall  subsequently  die  in 
such  hospital,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  died  in  the  military  service, 
so  far  as  relates  to  bounties. 
Approved  July  2,  1864. 


Ill -.Public— No.  206. 

AN  ACT  supplementary  to  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  grant  pensions,"  approved 
July  fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  biennial  examinations  of  pen- 
sioners required  by  an  act  approved  March  three,  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-nine,  may  be  made  by  one  surgeon  only,  provided  he  is  a  surgeon 
of  the  army  or  navy,  or  an  examining  surgeon  duly  appointed  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Pensions  ;  nor  shall  the  biennial  certificate  of  two  un- 
appointed  civil  surgeons  be  accepted  in  any  case,  except  upon  satisfac- 
tory evidence  that  an  examination  by  a  commissioned  or  duly  appointed 
surgeon  is  impracticable. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  fees  paid  to  examining  sur- 
geons for  biennial  examinations,  or  for  examinations  especially  ordered, 
as  provided  by  the  eighth  section  of  the  act  to  grant  pensions  approved 
July  fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  shall  be  refunded  by 
the  agent  for  paying  pensions  in  the  district  within  which  the  pensioner 
or  claimant  resides,  out  of  any  money  appropriated  for  the  payment  of 
pensions,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  may 
prescribe. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  declarations  of  pension  claimants 
shall  be  made  before  a  court  of  record,  or  before  some  officer  thereof 
having  custody  of  its  seal,  said  officer  being  hereby  fully  authorized 
and  .empowered  to  administer  and  certify  any  oath  or  affirmation  re- 
lating to  any  pension  or  application  therefor  :  Provided,  That  the  Com- 
missioner of  Pensions  may  designate,  in  localities  more  than  twenty- 
five  miles  distant  from  any  place  at  which  such  a  court  is  holden,  per. 
sons  duly  qualified  to  administer  oaths,  before  whom  declarations  may 
be  made  and  testimony  taken. 
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Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  section  twelve  of  the  act  to 
grant  pensions,  approved  July  fourteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
two,  is  hereby  repealed.  And  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  is  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  detail,  from  time  to  time,  clerks  in  his  office  to 
investigate  suspected  attempts  at  fraud  on  the  government  through  the 
Pension  Ofl5ce,  and  to  aid  in  prosecuting  any  person  so  offending,  with 
such  additional  compensation  as  is  customary  in  cases  of  special  service. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  persons  now  by  law  entitled 
to  a  less  pension  than  hereafter  specified,  who  shall  have  lost  both  feet 
in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  line  of  duty, 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  pension  of  twenty  dollars  per  month  ;  and  those 
who,  under  the  same  conditions,  have  lost  both  hands  or  both  eyes, 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  pension  of  twenty- five  dollars  per  month. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  pension  claim  now  on  file, 
unless  prosecuted  to  a  successful  issue  within  three  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  and  no  claim  hereafter  filed,  not  thus  prosecuted  to 
a  successful  issue  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  such  filing,  shall 
be  admitted  without  satisfactory  record  evidence  from  the  War  Depart- 
ment to  establish  the  same  ;  and  in  every  case  in  which  a  claim  for 
pension  shall  have  been  filed  for  more  than  three  years  after  the  dis- 
charge or  decease  of  the  party  on  whose  account  the  claim  is  made, 
the  pension,  if  allowed,  shall  commence  from  the  date  of  filing  the  last 
paper  in  said  case  by  the  party  prosecuting  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  on  the  remarriage  of  any  widow 
receiving  a  pension,  such  pension  shall  terminate,  and  shall  not  be 
renewed  should  she  again  become  a  widow. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  examining  surgeons,  duly  ap- 
pointed by  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  may  be  required  by  him, 
from  time  to  time,  as  he  shall  deem  for  the  interests  of  the  govern- 
ment, to  make  special  examinationa  of  pensioners  on  the  rolls  of  their 
respective  districts,  and  such  examinations  shall  have  precedence  over 
previous  examinations,  whether  special  or  biennial  ;  but  when  injustice 
is  alleged  to  have  been  done  by  any  examination  so  ordered,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Pensions  may,  at  his  discretion,  select  a  board  of  three 
duly  appointed  examining  surgeons,  who  shall  meet  at  a  place  to  be 
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designated  by  him,  and  shall  review  such  cases  as  may  be  ordered 
before  them  on  appeal  from  any  special  examination  as  aforesaid,  and 
the  decision  of  such  board  shall  be  final  on  the  question  so  submitted 
thereto.  The  compensation  of  all  such  surgeons  shall  not  exceed  that 
which  has  been  customarily  allowed  in  such  cases,  and  shall  be  paid 
out  of  any  appropriations  made  for  the  payment  of  pensions,  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  ordinary  fees  of  appointed  surgeons  are  or  may  be 
authorized  to  be  paid. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  those  persons,  not  enlisted 
soldiers  in  the  army,  who  volunteered  for  the  time  being  to  serve  with 
any  regularly  organized  military  or  naval  force  of  the  United  States, 
or  where  persons  otherwise  volunteered  and  rendered  service  in  any 
engagement  with  rebels  or  Indians  since  the  fourth  day  of  March, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  shall,  if  they  have  been  disabled  in 
consequence  of  wounds  received  in  battle  in  such  temporary  service, 
be  entitled  to  the  same  benefits  of  the  pension  laws  as  those  who  have 
been  regularly  mustered  into  the  United  States  service  ;  and  the  widows 
or  other  dependents  of  any  such  persons  as  may  have  been  killed  in 
the  temporary  service  aforesaid  shall  be  entitled  to  pensions  in  the 
same  manner  as  they  would  have  been  had  such  persons  been  regularly 
mustered  :  Provided,  That  no  claim  under  this  section  shall  be  valid 
unless  presented  and  prosecuted  to  a  successful  issue  within  three  years 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act.  All  such  claims  shall  be  adju- 
dicated under  such  special  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Commissioner 
of  Pensions  may  prescribe  most  effectually  to  guard  against  frauds. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  entitled  to  an 
invalid  pension  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  granting  pensions,  ap- 
proved July  fourteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  has  died  or  shall 
hereafter  die  while  an  application  for  such  pension  is  pending,  and 
having  a  widow  or  dependent  relative  entitled  to  receive  a  pension  by 
reason  of  his  service  and  death,  as  provided  in  said  act,  then  the  pen- 
sion to  such  widow  or  other  person  shall  commence  from  the  date  at 
which  the  decedent's  invalid  pension  would  have  commenced  had  he 
survived,  subject  to  the  conditions  of  this  act  and  the  act  to  which 
this  is  amendatory. 

Sec.  11.   And  be  it  further  enacted,   That  all  enlisted  soldiers  in  tho 
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army  who  shall  have  become  disabled  in  the  service,  whether  they 
shall  have  been  regularly  mustered  in  or  not,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  benefits  of  the  pension  laws  as  those  who  have  been  regularly 
mustered  into  the  United  States  service  ;  and  the  widows  or  other 
dependents  entitled  to  pension  by  law,  as  prescribed  by  the  act  of  July 
fourteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- two,  of  any  such  soldier  who  may 
have  been  killed,  or  shall  have  died,  or  shall  hereafter  die,  by  reason 
of  any  wound  received  or  disease  contracted  while  in  said  service  and 
in  the  line  of  duty,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  pension  as  though 
such  soldier  had  been  regularly  mustered  into  the  service. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  fees  of  agents  and  attorneys 
for  making  out  and  causing  to  be  executed  the  papers  necessary  to  estab- 
lish a  claim  for  a  pension,  bounty,  and  other  allowance  before  the  Pen- 
sion Office,  under  this  act,  shall  not  exceed  the  following  rates  :  For 
making  out  and  causing  to  bo  duly  executed  a  declaration  by  the  appli- 
cant, with  the  necessary  affidavits,  and  forwarding  the  same  to  the 
Pension  Office,  with  the  requisite  correspondence,  ten  dollars ;  which 
sum  shall  be  received  by  such  agent  or  attorney  in  full  for  all  services 
in  obtaining  such  pension,  and  shall  not  be  demanded  or  received  in 
whole  or  in  part  until  such  pension  shall  be  obtained  ;  and  the  sixth 
and  seventh  sections  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  grant  pensions," 
approved  July  [fourteen,]  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  agent  or  attorney  who 
shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  demand  or  receive  any  greater  compensa- 
tion for  his  services  under  this  act  than  is  prescribed  in  the  preceding 
section  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  contract  or  agree  to  prosecute  any 
claim  for  a  pension,  bounty,  or  other  allowance  under  this  act,  on  the 
condition  that  he  shall  receive  a  per  centum  upon  any  portion  of  the 
amount  of  such  claim,  or  who  shall  wrongfully  withhold  from  a  pen- 
sioner or  other  claimant  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  pension  or  claim 
allowed  and  due  to  such  pensioner  or  claimant,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  high  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall,  for  every 
such  offence,  be  fined  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,  or  im- 
prisoned at  hard  labor  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  both,  according  to 
the  circumstances  and  aggravations  of  the  ofi"ence. 
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Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  widows  and  children  of 
colored  soldiers  who  have  been,  or  who  may  be  hereafter,  killed,  Oj 
who  have  died  or  may  hereafter  die  of  wounds  received  in  battle,  or 
who  have  died  or  may  hereafter  die  of  disease  contracted  in  the  military 
service  of  the  United  States,  and  in  the  line  of  duty,  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  the  pensions  now  provided  by  law,  without  other  proof  of 
marriage  than  that  the  parties  had  habitually  recognized  each  other 
as  man  and  wife,  and  lived  together  as  such  for  a  definite  period  next 
preceding  the  soldier's  enlistment,  not  less  than  two  years,  to  be  shown 
by  the  affidavits  of  credible  witnesses :  Provided,  however,  That  such 
widow  and  children  are  free  persons  :  Provided  further,  That  if  such 
parties  resided  in  any  State  in  which  their  marriage  may  have  been 
legally  solemnized,  the  usual  evidence  shall  be  required. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 
Approved  July  4,  1864. 


IV.. Public— No.  212. 
AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  better  organization  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  there  shall  be  established  in  the 
office  of  the  Quartermaster  General  of  the  army,  to  exist  during  the 
present  rebellion,  and  one  year  thereafter,  the  following  divisions,  each 
of  which  shall  be  placed  in  the  charge  of  a  competent  officer  of  the 
Quartermaster's  Department,  to  be  assigned  to  such  duty  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  who  shall,  under  such  rules  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Quartermaster  General,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War, 
transact  the  business  of  such  division  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  wit : 

The  first  division  shall  have  charge  of  the  purchase,  procurement, 
and  disposition  of  horses  and  mules  for  cavalry,  artillery,  wagon  and 
ambulance  trains,  and  all  other  purposes  for  which  horses  or  mules  may 
be  procured  for  the  armies  of  the  United  States. 

The  second  division  shall  have  charge  of  the  purchase,  procurement, 
issue,  and  disposition  of  cloth  and  clothing,  knapsacks,  camp  and  gar- 
rison equipage,  and  all  accoutrements  of  the  soldier  which  are  provided 
by  the  Quartermaster's  Department. 
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The  third  division  shall  have  charge  of  the  purchase,  charter,  hire, 
and  maintenance  of  all  vessels  to  be  used  in  the  transportation  of  the 
army,  and  of  prisoners  of  war,  and  of  their  supplies  on  the  ocean,  an^ 
the  bays  and  sounds  connected  therewith,  and  upon  the  northern  and 
northwestern  lakes,  including  all  vessels  propelled  by  steam  or  other- 
wise, owned  or  employed  by  the  War  Department,  excepting  river 
steam  vessels  and  barges  upon  the  western  rivers. 

The  fourth  division  shall  have  charge  of  the  purchase,  charter,  hire, 
maintenance,  and  procurement  of  all  transportation  for  the  army,  and 
its  supplies  by  land  and  upon  the  western  rivers,  (other  than  transpor- 
tation by  animal  power  in  the  field,  and  at  canips,  garrisons,  posts, 
depots,  and  stations,)  including  all  railroad  and  telegraph  lines  operated 
by  the  United  States  for  military  purposes,  and  of  all  steam  rams  and 
gunboats  owned  or  employed  by  the  War  Department  upon  the  western 
rivers,  until  other  dispositions  shall  be  made  of  thym  by  competent 
authority. 

The  fifth  division  shall  have  charge  of  the  purchase,  procurement, 
issue,  and  disposition  of  forage  and  straw  for  the  army. 

The  sixth  division  shall  have  charge  of  the  erection,  procurement, 
maintenance,  disposition,  and  so  forth,  of  all  barracks,  hospital  build- 
ings, storehouses,  stables,  bridges,  (other  than  railroad  bridges,)  wharves, 
and  other  structures  composed  in  whole  or  in  part  of  lumber,  and  of 
all  lumber,  nails,  and  hardware  for  building  purposes  ;  and  of  the  hire 
and  commutation  of  quarters  for  officers,  the  hire  of  quarters  for  troops, 
the  hire  of  grounds  for  cantonments,  or  other  military  purposes,  and 
the  repair  and  care  of  all  buildings  and  other  structures  herein  men- 
tioned, and  of  all  grounds  owned,  hired,  or  occupied  for  military  pur- 
poses, except  such  as  are  lawfully  under  the  charge  of  other  bureaus  of 
the  War  Department ;  and  of  extra  pay  to  soldiers  employed  in  erect- 
ing barracks,  or  other  fatigue  duty,  under  the  acts  of  March  second, 
eighteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  and  August  fourth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-four. 

The  seventh  division  shall  have  charge  of  the  purchase,  procure- 
ment, issue,  and  disposition  of  all  wagons,  ambulances,  travelling 
forges  and  harness,  (except  such  as  are  furnished  by  the  Ordnance  De- 
partment,) and  of  all  hardware  except  as  hereinbefore  provided  ;  and 
of  ail  fuel  for  officers  and  enlisted  men,  camps,  garrisons,  hospitals, 
posts,  storehouses,  offices,  public  transports,  steam  rams,  and  army 
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gunboats,  and  of  all  transportation  by  animal  power  in  the  field,  at 
camps,  garrisons,  posts,  depots,  and  stations ;  and  of  the  construction 
and  repair  of  roads  other  than  railroads  ;  and  of  the  compensation  of 
wagon  and  forage  masters,  and  of  clerks  to  officers  of  the  Quarter- 
master's Department ;  and  of  the  purchase  of  heating  and  cooking 
stoves ;  and  of  the  expenses  of  courts-martial,  military  commissions, 
and  courts  of  inquiry  ;  and  of  mileage  and  allowances  to  officers  for  the 
transportation  of  themselves  and  their  baggage  when  travelling  upon 
duty  without  troops,  escorts,  or  supplies,  and  of  supplies  for  prisoners 
of  war  and  such  refugees  as  the  Secretary  of  War  may  direct  to  be 
temporarily  provided  for  ;  and  of  the  purchase  of  stationery,  blanks, 
and  blank  books  for  the  Quartermaster's  Department ;  and  of  the  print- 
ing of  the  division  and  department  orders  and  reports  ;  and  of  the 
proper  and  authorized  expenses  for  the  movements  and  operations  of 
an  army  not  expressly  assigned  to  any  other  division  or  department. 

The  eighth  division  shall  have  charge  of  all  inspections  of  the 
Quartermaster's  Department,  and  of  all  reports  made  by  officers  assigned 
to  inspection  duty,  analyzing  and  preserving  the  reports  as  received, 
and  communicating,  through  the  Quartermaster  General,  to  the  chiefs 
of  the  proper  divisions,  such  portions  of  these  reports  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  their  information  and  use  :  Provided,  That  the  officers  assigned 
to  inspection  duty  shall  have  power  not  only  to  report  and  to  point  out 
any  errors  or  abuses  which  they  may  discover  in  the  practical  opera- 
tions of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  but  to  give,  by  order  of  the 
Quartermaster  General,  the  orders  which  may  be  immediately  neces- 
sary to  correct  and  to  prevent  a  continuance  of  such  abuses  or  errors  : 
Provided,  further,  That  all  such  orders  shall  be  immediately  reported  to 
the  chief  of  the  inspection  division  for  the  approval  or  otherwise  of  the 
Quartermaster  General. 

The  ninth  division  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  correspondence,  re- 
turns, reports,  and  records  received,  filed,  and  preserved  in  the  office 
of  the  Quartermaster  General,  and  of  the  transmission  thereof  to  the 
several  other  divisions  of  this  office  and  departments  of  the  govern- 
ment. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  heads  of  the  several  divisions 
above  mentioned  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Quartermaster  Gen- 
eral, from  time  to  time  advertise  for  proposals  for  the  supplies  neces- 
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eary  for  the  movements  and  operations  of  the  several  armies,  posts, 
detachments,  garrisons,  hospitals,  and  for  other  military  purposes,  in 
newspapers  having  general  circulation  in  those  parts  of  the  country 
where  such  supplies  can  be  most  advantageously  furnished,  having 
regard  also  to  the  places  where  such  supplies  are  to  be  delivered  and 
used  ;  and  all  such  supplies  so  purchased  or  contracted  for  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  careful  inspection  ;  and  all  clothing  and  camp  and  garrison 
equipage  shall  be  subject  to  a  double  inspection,  first,  as  to  the  quality 
of  the  material,  and  second,  as  to  the  kind  and  character  of  the  work- 
manship ;  which  inspection  shall  in  all  cases  be  performed  by  a  compe- 
tent inspector,  with  suitable  assistance,  who  shall  have  had  ample 
experience  in  the  inspection  of  cloth,  clothing,  knapsacks,  camp  and 
garrison  equipage  ;  and  all  payments  of  supplies  so  purchased  shall  be 
made  under  the  direction  of  the  ofdcers  in  charge  of  the  several  divisions 
above  mentioned  upon  receipts  or  certificates  from  the  officers  inspect- 
ing and  receiving  such  supplies,  prepared  in  such  form  and  attested  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Quartermaster  General. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Quartermaster  General  to  establish  depots,  from  time  to  time,  at  places 
convenient  to  the  principal  armies  in  the  field,  for  receiving  and  dis- 
tributing the  supplies  necessary  for  such  armies,  and  for  the  detach- 
ments, posts,  and  hospitals  most  accessible  to  such  depots  ;  and  the 
business  of  inspecting,  weighing,  measuring,  and  receiving  supplies  for 
such  armies,  detachments,  posts,  and  hospitals,  and  of  giving  receipts 
or  certificates  therefor  to  the  persons  furnishing  such  supplies,  shall  be 
carried  on,  as  far  as  practicable,  at  such  depots  ;  but  the  Quartermaster 
General,  or  the  heads  of  the  several  divisions  above  mentioned,  may 
cause  such  supplies  to  be  sent  from  the  place  of  purchase  directly  to 
the  quartermasters  of  the  commands  for  whose  use  they  are  procured, 
in  any  cases  where  it  may  be  more  economical  or  advantageous  so  to 
do  ;  and  in  cases  where  horses,  mules,  clothing,  or  camp  and  garrison 
equipage,  may  be  so  sent,  suitable  and  competent  inspectors  shall  be 
sent  to  examine  the  same  before  they  shall  be  issued  and  receipted  for. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  Then  when  an  emergency  shall  exist 
requiring  the  immediate  procurement  of  supplies  for  the  necessary 
movements  and  operations  of  an  army  or  detachment,  and  when  such 
supplies  cannot  be  procured  from  any  established  depot  of  the  Quarter- 
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master's  Department,  or  from  the  head  of  the  division  charged  "with 
the  duty  of  furnishing  such  supplies,  within  tlie  required  time,  then  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  commanding  officer  of  such  army  or  detach- 
ment to  order  the  chief  quartermaster  of  such  army  or  detachment  to 
procure  such  supplies  durmg  the  continuance  of  such  emergency,  but 
no  longer,  in  the  most  expeditious  manner,  and  without  advertise- 
ment ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  quartermaster  to  obey  such 
order  ;  and  his  accounts  of  the  disbursement  of  moneys  for  such  sup- 
plies shall  be  accompanied  by  the  order  of  the  commanding  officer  as 
aforesaid,  or  a  certified  copy  of  the  same,  and  also  by  a  statement  of 
the  particular  facts  and  circumstances,  with  their  dates,  constituting 
such  emergency. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Quartermaster  General,  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
at  least  once  in  every  month  thereafter,  to  require  frona  the  principal 
quartermasters  of  the  several  military  departments  and  depots,  approxi- 
mate statements  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  supplies  on  hand,  and 
estimates  of  the  additional  amounts  required  for  the  service  for  the 
ensuing  month,  stating  at  what  places  such  supplies  will  be  required, 
and  what  amounts  are  legally  contracted  for,  but  not  yet  delivered. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  heads  of  the  several  divisions  above 
mentioned  to  cause  to  be  made  purchases  or  contracts  for  the  supplies 
which  the  Quartermaster  General  may  estimate  to  be  necessary  in 
accordance  with  law  ;  and  all  quartermasters  shall  forthwith  report  to 
the  Quartermaster  General,  to  be  referred  to  the  heads  of  the  several 
divisions  above  mentioned,  all  contracts  not  yet  fulfilled  which  they 
may  have  executed  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  and  all  proposals 
which  they  may  have  received  in  answer  to  advertisements  for  future 
supplies ;  and  shall  hereafter  regularly  report  to  the  Quartermaster 
General  copies  of  all  contracts  made  and  all  proposals  received  for 
supplies  of  any  kind  to  be  furnished.  If  any  quartermaster  shall 
neglect  or  refuse,  for  the  space  of  one  month,  to  report  to  ibe  Quarter- 
master General  any  such  contract  or  proposal,  such  neglect  or  refusal 
shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  of  fraud,  and  the  pay  of  such 
quartermaster  shall  be  stopped  until  he  shall  have  made  a  satisfactory 
explanation  to  the  Secretary  of  War  of  such  neglect  or  refusal. 
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Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  inspectors  of  horses,  mules, 
clothing,  fuel,  forage,  lumber,  hired  transports,  and  other  supplies  of 
the  Quartermaster's  Department,  shall  be  sworn  (or  affirmed)  to  per- 
form their  duties  in  a  faithful  and  impartial  manner ;  and  shall,  for 
any  corruption,  wilful  neglect,  or  fraud  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties,  be  liable  to  punishment  by  fine  and  imprisonment  by  sentence 
of  court-martial  or  military  commission.  And  if  any  contractor  or 
person  furnishing  such  supplies  or  transportation  shall  give,  or  offer  to 
give,  to  any  inspector  of  such  supplies  or  transportation,  or  to  any 
other  person  for  his  use,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  money  or  other 
valuable  consideration,  such  person  giving,  or  offering  to  give,  such 
money  or  other  valuable  consideration,  shall  forfeit  to  the  United  States 
the  full  amount  of  his  contract  or  contracts  with  the  United  States, 
and  the  name  and  offence  of  such  person  shall  be  published  in  general 
orders,  and  also  in  one  newspaper  of  general  circulation  nearest  to  his 
place  of  residence . 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  provisions  of  the  sixteenth 
section  of  the  act  entitled  '*  An  act  to  define  the  pay  and  emoluments 
of  certain  officers  of  the  army,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  July 
seventeen,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  shall  apply  to  all  persons 
engaged  in  executing  the  contracts  therein  referred  to,  whether  as 
agents  of  such  contractors  or  as  claiming  to  be  assignees  thereof,  or 
otherwise,  and  to  all  inspectors  employed  by  the  United  States  for  the 
inspection  of  subsistence,  clothing,  arms,  ammunition,  munitions  of 
war,  or  other  description  of  supplies  for  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United 
States :  Provided,  That  any  person  arrested  to  ans^^er  charges  for  a  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  of  the  act  to  which  it  is  in 
addition,  shall  be  admitted  to  bail  for  his  appearance  to  answer  the 
charges  made  against  him  before  any  court-martial  constituted  to  try 
him,  in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as  shall  be  designated  and 
approved  by  the  judge  of  the  district  court  of  the  district  in  which  the 
arrest  is  made  or  the  offence  is  charged  to  have  been  committed,  or 
any  commissioners  appointed  by  such  court. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  contractor  or  person 
furnishing  supplies  or  transportation  shall  give,  or  offer  to  give,  or 
cause  to  be  given,  to  any  officer  or  employe  of  the  Quartermaster's 
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Department  having  charge  of  the  receipt  or  disposition  of  the  supplies 
or  transportation  furnished  by  him,  or  in  any  way  connected  there- 
with, any  money  or  other  valuable  consideration,  directly  or  indirectly, 
all  contracts  and  charters  with  such  person  shall,  at  the  option  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  be  null  and  void  ;  and  if  any  officer  or  employ6  of  the 
Quartermaster's  Department  shall  knowingly  accept  any  such  money 
or  other  valuable  consideration  from  such  person,  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  malfeasance,  and  shall  be  punished  by  fine  or  imprisonment, 
or  both,  as  a  court-martial  or  military  commission  may  direct. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  whenever  it  shall  become  neces- 
sary to  purchase  any  steam  or  sailing  vessel  for  the  use  of  the  Quarter- 
master's Department,  the  same  shall  be  first  inspected  by  one  or  more 
competent  naval  officers,  detailed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  "  Act  authorizing  the  detail  of  naval  officers  for  the  service  of  the 
"War  Department,"  approved  February  12,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
two  ;  and  all  steam  vessels  shall  be  inspected  by  an  officer  skilled  in 
the  construction  and  operation  of  steam  machinery,  in  addition  to  the 
other  usual  inspection  of  such  vessels  :  Provided,  That  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  steamboats  or  other  vessels  on  the 
western  rivers  ;  but  such  river  steamboats  or  vessels  shall  be  so  inspected 
by  competent  builders,  to  be  designated  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  officers  placed  in  charge 
of  the  several  divisions  provided  for  by  the  first  section  of  this  act 
shall,  during  the  time  that  they  remain  ia  such  charge,  each  have  the 
rank,  pay,  and  emoluments  of  a  colonel  in  the  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment :  Provided,  That  the  Quartermaster  General  may,  with  the  ap. 
proval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  from  time  to  time,  and  according  to 
the  necessities  of  the  public  service,  change  the  distribution  of  duties 
among  them  ;  and  all  such  changes  shall  be  forthwith  published  in 
general  orders  of  the  War  Department. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  U  further  mooted.  That,  during  the  continuance  of  the 
present  rebellion,  the  Secretary  of  War  may  assign  to  duty,  as  inspect- 
ors of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  six  officers,  to  be  selected  from 
the  regular  and  volunteer  officers  of  that  staff  corps  who  have  served 
not  less  than  one  year,  who  shall  have,  while  so  assigned  and  acting, 
the  temporary  rank,  pay,  and  emoluments  of  colonels  of  the  Quarter, 
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master's  Department ;  and  also,  when  in  his  judgment  it  is  necessary- 
may  assign  to  each  army  in  the  field  consisting  of  more  than  one  army 
corps,  and  to  each  military  department,  and  to  each  principal  depot, 
not  exceeding  ten  in  number  at  any  one  time,  of  the  Quartermaster's 
Department,  an  officer  to  act  as  chief  or  senior  quartermaster  of  said 
army,  military  department,  or  depot,  who  shall  have,  while  so  assigned, 
the  temporary  rank,  pay,  and  emoluments  of  a  colonel  of  the  Quarter- 
master's Department ;  and  also  to  assign  to  each  division  of  two  or 
more  brigades  a  quartermaster  as  division  quartermaster,  who,  while 
so  assigned  and  acting,  shall  have  the  temporary  rank,  pay,  and  emolu- 
ments of  a  major  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department :  Provided,  That 
when  any  of  said  officers  is  relieved  from  such  duty,  his  temporary 
rank,  pay,  and  emoluments  shall  cease,  and  he  shall  return  to  his 
lineal  rank  in  the  department :  And  provided  further,  That  when  within 
the  limits  of  any  military  department  there  shall  be  not  more  than 
one  army  corps,  then  the  chief  quartermaster  of  the  army  corps  shall 
perform  also  the  duties  of  the  department  quartermaster. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  at  least  two-thirds  of  all  the 
officers  of  each  grade  or  assigned  rank  provided  for  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  shall  be  selected  from  among  quartermasters  of  the 
volunteer  service. 

Sec.  13.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
repealed.

V- -Private  Eesolution — No.  13. 

A  RESOLUTION  authorizing  the  settlement  of  the  accounts  of  the  late  Captain 
Daniel  Hebard,  of  the  United  States  volunteers,  and  other  officers. 

Resolved  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eqyresentaiives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  in  the  settlement  of  the  accounts  of 
the  late  Captain  Daniel  Hebard,  of  the  United  States  volunteers,  an 
assistant  adjutant  general  on  the  staff  of  General  Gorman,  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  allow  and  pay  for  the 
whole  time  said  officer  was  actually  employed  and  on  duty  in  the  miliv 
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tary  service  of  the  United  States,  whether  before  or  after  the  date  of 
bis  commission  ;  and  that  the  like  principle  of  allowance  and  payment 
be  observed  ia  the  settlement  of  the  accounts  of  Major  William  M. 
Este  and  Captain  Maxwell  V.  Z.  Woodhull,  aides-de  camp  on  the  stafif 
of  Major  General  Eobert  C.  Schenck,  from  the  twenty-second  day  of 
December,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  when  they  entered  upon 
their  duties  on  the  staff  of  the  commanding  general  of  the  Middle 
Department  and  eighth  army  corps,  until  the  date  when  they  re- 
spectively received  and  accepted  their  commissions  as  aides-de-camp, 
deducting  only  from  the  pay  and  allowances  of  Major  Este  what  he 
received  in  any  part  of  that  time  as  a  lieutenant  of  the  twenty-sixth 
regiment  of  Ohio  volunteer  infantry. 
Approved  July  2,  1864. 


VI.. Public  Eesolution — No.  39. 

JOINT  RESOLUTION  amendatory  of  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  deficiency  in  the 
appropriation  for  the  pay  of  officers  and  men  actually  employed  in  the  western 
department  or  Department  of  Missouri." 

Be  it  resolved  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  when  any  person  or  persons  hold- 
ing any  power  of  attorney  or  assignment  executed  subsequent  to 
August  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  and  prior  to 
January  twenty-second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  for  the  sum 
adjudged  due  to  any  officer  or  soldier  by  the  commissioners  appointed 
under  joint  resolution  approved  February  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-three,  shall  have  paid  any  money  to  any  officer  or  soldier  on 
the  faith  of  such  power  of  attorney  or  assignment,  that  the  paymaster 
appointed  to  disburse  the  funds  appropriated  by  the  act  approved 
January  twenty-second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  to  provide 
for  the  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  for  the  pay  of  officers  and  men 
actually  employed  in  the  western  department  or  Department  of  Mis- 
souri, be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  to  such 
person  or  persons  the  amount  thus  paid  to  any  officer  or  soldier,  upon 
such  attorney  or  assignee  making  and  filing  an  affidavit  to  the  effect 
that  the  amount  was  actually  paid  to  said  officer  or  soldier,  and  upon 
the  paymaster  being  satisfied  that  the  amount  was  actually  paid  ;  and 
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the  amount  paid  such  attorney  or  assignee  under  this  resolution  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  amount  due  said  ofiScer  or  soldier,  anything  in 
any  previous  action  of  Congress  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
Approved  June  25,  1864. 


VII.. Public  Resolution — No. 45. 
JOINT  RESOLUTION  to  provide  for  the  publication  of  a  fu'l  Army  Register. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be,  and  he 
is  hereby,  authorized  and  required,  in  connexion  with  the  Army  Regis- 
ter for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  to  cause  to  be  printed 
and  published  a  full  roster  or  roll  of  all  field,  line,  and  staff  officers  of 
volunteers  who  have  been  in  the  army  of  the  United  States  since  the 
beginning  of  the  present  rebellion,  showing  whether  they  are  yet  in 
the  service  or  have  been  discharged  therefrom,  and  giving  casualties 
and  other  explanations  proper  for  such  a  register.  And  to  defray,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  the  (the)  expenses  of  this  publication,  an  edition  of 
fifty  thousand  copies  of  such  enlarged  register  shall  be  published,  and 
may  be  sold  to  officers,  soldiers,  or  citizens,  at  a  price  which  shall  not 
more  than  cover  the  actual  cost  of  paper,  printing,  and  binding,  and 
shall  not  in  any  case  exceed  ©ne  dollar  per  volume. 

Approved  June  30,  1864. 


YIII.. Public  Resolution — No.  48. 

JOINT  RESOLUTION  for  the  relief  of  the  officers  of  the  fourth  and  fifth  Indian 

regiments. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  proper  accounting  officers  of 
the  treasury  are  hereby  directed  to  adjudicate  and  settle  the  claims  of 
those  officers  of  the  fourth  and  fifth  Indian  regiments  who  were  com- 
missioned by  the  "War  Department,  and  accepted  their  appointments, 
for  such  time  as  they  or  either  of  them  were  actually  performing  duty 
other  than  that  of  recruiting  for  said  regiments,  and  to  pay  such  claims 
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out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasnry  not  otherwise  appropriated  :  Pro- 
vided, however,  That  no  compensation  shall  be  allowed  beyond  the  pay 
and  emoluments  incident  to  the  respective  rank  of  the  several  officers  ; 
nor  shall  any  claim  be  considered  or  allowed  except  accompanied  by 
the  official  certificates  or  orders  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regu- 
lar or  volunteer  officers  of  the  United  States  army  assigning  them  to 
such  duty. 

Approved  June  30,  1864. 


X. -Public  Eesolution — No.  56. 

A  RESOLUTION  explanatory  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  increase  the  pay  of 
soldiers  in  the  United  States  array,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  June  twen- 
tieth, eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four. 

Resolved  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  word  *'  musicians,"  in  the  first 
section  of  an  act  entitled  ' '  An  act  to  increase  the  pay  of  soldiers  in 
the  United  States  army,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  June  twen- 
tieth, eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  is  not  to  be  construed  to  in- 
clude musicians  (other  than  leaders)  employed  as  members  of  brigade 
and  regimental  bands ;  but  such  members  of  bands  shall  be  paid  as 
heretofore,  one-fourth  of  the  members  of  each  band  thirty-four  dollars 
per  month,  one-fourth  of  them  twenty  dollars  per  month,  and  the  re- 
maining half  of  them  seventeen  dollars  per  month.

XI .  -  Public  Resolution — No.  57. 
A  RESOLUTION  to  increase  the  compensation  of  matrons  in  the  hospitals. 

Resolved  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  oj 
America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  July, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  hospital  matrons  shall  be  entitled  to, 
and  shall  receive,  ten  dollars  per  month  and  one  ration.

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Xn.. Public  Eesolution — No.  60. 

JOINT  RESOLUTION  explanatory  of  a  joint  resolution  relative  to  pay  of  staff 
officers  of  the  Lieutenant  General. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  Eouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  joint  resolution  relative  to  pay 
of  staff  ofiBcers  of  the  Lieutenant  General,  approved  May  twenty, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  entitle  all 
the  staff  officers  on  the  staff  of  the  Lieutenant  General  to  receive  the 
pay,  emoluments,  and  allowances  of  cavalry  officers  of  the  same 
grade.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  by  the  act  approved  July  4, 1864,  entitled  "  An  act  further 
to  regulate  and  provide  for  the  enrolling  and  calling  out  the  national 
forces,  and  for  other  purposes,"  it  is  provided  that  the  President  of  the 
United  States  may,  "at  his  discretion,  at  any  time  hereafter,  call  for 
any  number  of  men,  as  volunteers,  for  the  respective  terms  of  one,  two, 
and  three  years,  for  militia  service,"  and  that  in  case  the  quota  of, 
[or]  any  part  thereof,  of  any  town,  township,  ward  of  a  city,  precinct, 
or  election  district,  or  of  a  county  not  so  subdivided,  shall  not  be  filled 
within  the  space  of  fifty  days  after  such  call,  then  the  President  shall 
immediately  order  a  draft  for  one  year  to  fill  such  quota  or  any  part 
thereof  which  may  be  unfilled  ; 
9 
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And  vrhereas  the  new  enrolment  heretofore  ordered  is  so  far  com- 
pleted as  that  the  aforementioned  act  of  Congress  may  now  be  put  in 
operation,  for  recruiting  and  keeping  up  the  strength  of  the  armies  in 
the  field,  for  garrisons,  and  such  military  operations  as  may  be  required 
for  the  purpose  of  suppressing  the  rebellion  and  restoring  the  authority 
of  the  United  States  government  in  the  insurgent  States  : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do  issue  this  my  call  for  five  hundred  thousand  volunteers  for  the  mili- 
tary service  ;  provided,  nevertheless,  that  this  call  shall  be  reduced  by 
all  credits  which  may  be  established  under  section  eight  of  the  afore- 
said act,  on  account  of  persons  who  have  entered  the  naval  service 
during  the  present  rebellion,  and  by  credits  for  men  furnished  to  the 
military  service  in  excess  of  calls  heretofore  made. 

Volunteers  will  be  accepted  under  this  call  for  one,  two,  or  three 
years,  as  they  may  elect,  and  will  be  entitled  to  the  bounty  provided 
by  the  law  for  the  period  of  service  for  which  they  enlist. 

And  I  hereby  proclaim,  order,  and  direct  that,  immediately  after 
the  fifth  day  of  September,  1864,  being  fifty  days  from  the  date  of 
this  call,  a  draft  for  troops  to  serve  for  one  year  shall  be  had  in  every 
town,  township,  ward  of  a  city,  precinct,  or  election  district,  or  county 
not  so  subdivided,  to  fill  the  quota  which  shall  be  assigned  to  it  under 
this  call,  or  any  part  thereof  which  may  be  unfilled  by  volunteers  on 
the  said  fifth  day  of  September,  1864.

A  PROCLAMATION 
To  suspend  the  writ  of  habeas  carpus,  and  establishing  martial  law  in  Kentucky. 

Whereas,  by  a  proclmation  which  was  issued  on  the  15th  day  of  April, 
1861,  the  President  of  the  United  States  announced  and  declared  that 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  had  been,  for  some  time  past,  and  then 
were,  opposed,  and  the  execution  thereof  obstructed,  in  certain  States 
therein  mentioned,  by  combinations  too  powerful  to  be  suppressed  by 
the  ordmary  course  of  judicial  proceedmgs,  or  by  the  powers  vested  in 
the  marshals  by  law  ; 

And  whereas,  immediately  after  the  issuing  of  the  said  proclamation, 
the  land  and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States  were  put  into  activity  to 
suppress  the  said  insurrection  and  rebellion  ; 

And  whereas  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  by  an  act  approved 
on  the  third  day  of  March,  1863,  did  enact  that  during  the  said  rebellion 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  whenever  in  his  judgment  the  public 
safety  may  require  it,  is  authorized  to  suspend  the  privilege  of  the  writ 
of  habeas  corpus  in  any  case  throughout  the  United  States,  or  in  any 

part  thereof ; 

And  whereas  the  said  insurrection  and  rebellion  still  continues, 
endaugering  the  existence  of  the  Constitution  and  government  of  the 
United  States ; 

And  whereas  the  military  forces  of  the  United  States  are  now  actively 
engaged  in  suppressmg  the  said  insurrection  and  rebellion  in  various 
parts  of  the  States  where  the  said  rebellion  has  been  successful  in 
obstructing  the  laws  and  public  authorities,  especially  in  the  States  of 
Virginia  and  Georgia ; 

And  whereas,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  September  last,  the  President 
of  the  United  States  duly  issued  his  proclamation,  wherein  he  declared 
that  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  should  be  suspended 
throughout  the  United  States  in  the  cases  where,  by  the  authority  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  military,  naval,  and  civil  officers  of  the 
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United  States,  or  any  of  them,  hold  persons  under  their  command  or  in 
their  custody,  either  as  prisoners  of  war,  spies,  or  aiders  or  abettors 
of  the  enemy,  or  officers,  soldiers,  or  seamen,  enrolled  or  drafted  or 
mustered  or  enlisted  in,  or  belonging  to,  the  land  or  naval  forces  of  the 
United  States,  or  as  deserters  therefrom,  or  otherwise  amenable  to 
military  law,  or  the  Eules  and  Articles  of  War,  or  the  rules  or  regula- 
tions prescribed  for  the  military  or  naval  service,  by  authority  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  or  for  resisting  a  draft,  or  for  any  other 
offence  against  the  military  or  naval  service  ; 

And  whereas  many  citizens  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  have  joined  the 
forces  of  the  insurgents,  and  such  insurgents  have,  on  several  occasions 
entered  the  said  State  of  Kentucky  in  large  force,  and,  not  without  aid 
and  comfort  furnished  by  disaffected  and  disloyal  citizens  of  the  United 
States  residing  therein,  have  not  only  disturbed  the  public  peace,  but 
have  overborne  the  civil  authorities  and  made  flagrant  civil  war,  de- 
stroying property  and  life  in  various  parts  of  that  State  ; 

And  whereas  it  has  been  made  known  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States  by  the  officers  commanding  the  national  armies,  that  combinations 
have  been  formed  in  the  said  State  of  Kentucky  with  a  purpose  of 
inciting  rebel  forces  to  renew  the  said  operations  of  civil  war  within 
the  said  State,  and  thereby  to  embarrass  the  United  States  armies  now 
operating  in  the  said  States  of  Virginia  and  Georgia,  and  even  to  en- 
danger their  safety  : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the  United  States, 
by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  laws 
do  hereby  declare  that,  in  my  judgment,  the  public  safety  especially 
requires  that  tlie  suspension  of  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  haheas  corpus, 
so  proclaimed  in  the  said  proclamation  of  the  15th  of  September,  1863, 
be  made  effectual  and  be  duly  enforced  in  and  throughout  the  said  State 
of  Kentucky,  and  that  martial  law  be  for  the  present  established 
therein.  I  do,  therefore,  hereby  require  of  the  military  officers  in  the 
said  State  that  the  privileges  of  the  writ  of  haheas  corpus  be  effectually 
suspended  within  the  said  State  according  to  the  aforesaid  proclamation, 
and  that  martial  law  be  established  therein,  to  take  effect  from  the 
date  of  this  proclamation  ;  the  said  suspension  and  establishment  of 
martial  law  to  continue  until  this  proclamation  shall  be  revoked  or 
modified,  but  not  beyond  the  period  when  the  said  rebellion  shall  have 
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been  suppressed  or  conies  to  an  end.  And  I  do  hereby  require  and 
command,  as  well  all  military  officers  as  all  civil  officers  and  authorities 
existing  or  found  within  the  said  State  of  Kentucky,  to  take  notice  of 
this  proclamation  and  to  give  full  effect  to  the  same. 

The  martial  law  herein  proclaimed,  and  the  things  in  that  respect 
herein  ordered,  will  not  be  deemed  or  taken  to  interfere  with  the  hold- 
ing of  lawful  elections  or  with  the  proceedings  of  the  constitutional 
legislature  of  Kentucky,  or  with  the  administration  of  justice  in  the 
courts  of  law  existing  therein  between  citizens  of  the  United  States  in 
suits  or  proceedings  which  do  not  affect  the  military  operations  or  the 
constituted  authorities  of  the  government  of  the  United  States.

Relating  to  the  Amnesty  to  Insurgent  Enemies. 

I,. The  attention  of  commanding  officers  of  departments,  districts, 
military  posts,  and  detachments  is  called  to  the  following  paragraph 
in  the  Proclamation  Of  the  President,  dated  the  26th  of  March,  1£64, 
defining  the  cases  in  which  insurgent  enemies  are  entitled  to  the  bene- 
fits of  the  Amnesty  Proclamation  of  the  8th  of  December,  1863  : 

"  It  (the  Amnesty)  does  apply  only  to  those  persons  who,  being  yet 
at  large  and  free  from  any  arrest,  confinement,  or  duress,  shall  volun- 
tarily come  forward  and  take  the  said  oath,  with  the  purpose  of  restoring 
peace  and  establishing  the  national  authority." 

From  various  departments  and  districts  information  has  been  received 
by  this  Department  that  insurgent  enemies  in  the  States  of  Kentucky, 
Tennessee,  and  Missouri  have  endeavored,  fraudulently  and  treacher- 
ously, to  obtain  the  benefits  of  the  President's  Amnesty,  by  taking  the 
prescribed  oath  without  any  "purpose of  restoring  peace  and  establish- 
ing the  national  authority,"  but  with  the  purpose  of  preserving  their 
property  from  the  penalty  of  their  crimes,  or  of  screening  themselves 
from  punishment  for  the  commission  of  arson,  robbery,  treason,  and 
murder.  All  commanders  of  departments,  districts,  posts,  and  detach- 
ments, and  all  officers  in  the  military  service,  are  directed  to  use  the 
utmost  diligence  in  detecting  and  bringing  to  punishment  all  insurgent 
enemies  who  have  been  or  may  be  guilty  of  fraudulently  and  treacher- 
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ously  taking  the  oath  prescribed  by  the  President's  Proclamation  for 
any  other  purpose  than  that  of  "  restoring  peace  and  establishing  the  national 
authority ;'^  and  they  will  treat  such  oath,  when  fraudulently  and 
treacherously  taken,  as  not  entitling  the  guilty  parties  to  any  clemency, 
but  as  being  in  itself  a  substantive  offence  against  the  government,  and 
as  affording  no  protection  to  the  individuals  by  whom  it  has  been  or 
may  be  taken,  either  in  their  persons  or  property,  and  as  depriving 
them  of  all  claim  to  immunity,  protection,  and  clemency. 

II. -Commanders  of  departments  and  districts  are  also  authorized  to 
prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations,  in  respect  to  the  administration  of 
said  oath  in  future,  as  may  be  needed  to  prevent  the  improper  adminis- 
tration of  said  oath  to  persons  taking  it  for  any  other  than  the  ' '  purpose 
of  restoring  peace  and  establishing  the  national  authority."  To  all 
persons  who  have  or  shall  voluntarily  come  forward  and  take  the  oath, 
' '  with  the  purpose  of  restoring  peace  and  establishing  the  national 
authority,"  full  protection  and  all  the  benefits  of  the  Amnesty  Procla- 
mation will  be  extended. 

I II.. Commanders  and  all  military  officers  will  exercise  strict  vigi- 
lance within  their  respective  commands,  in  order  to  detect  and  bring  to 
punishment  any  officers,  civil,  miUtary,  or  naval,  who  knowingly  and 
wilfully  have  administered  or  shall  administer  the  said  oath  to  any 
person  or  persons  except  the  insurgent  enemies  who  are,  by  the  Procla- 
mation of  the  26th  of  March,  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  said  Amnesty 
Proclamation,  by  reason  of  their  taking  the  oath  for  *'the  purpose  of 
restoring  peace  and  establishing  the  national  authority."

Concerning  Muster  of  Recruits  for  New  Organizations. 

The  restriction  preventing  Mustering  Officers   (including   Provost 
Marshals  of  enrolment  districts)  from  mustering  in  recruits  for  new 
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organizations  is  removed,  and  such  recruits  will  be  mustered  in  by 
Mustering  Officers  as  provided  for  recruits  for  old  organizations,  and 
will  be  sent  to  the  same  rendezvous,  and  guarded  and  provided  for  in 
the  same  manner.  The  regiment,  or  independent  organization,  for 
which  the  men  are  mustered  in,  must  be  designated  on  the  muster-in 
rolls,  (the  four  copies  of  which  are  disposed  of  as  usual,)  but  the  recruits 
will  be  organized  into  companies  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
general  rendezvous  at  which  the  regiment  may  be  assembled.  As  soon 
as  organized  into  companies,  the  commanding  officer  of  the  general 
rendezvous  will  make  out  muster  and  descriptive  rolls,  by  companies, 
(the  field  and  staff  on  a  separate  roll,)  of  the  whole  regiment,  which 
will  be  signed  and  certified  to  by  him,  showing  that  all  the  men  have 
been  duly  mustered  in,  and  are  organized  as  required  by  orders  and 
regulations,  and  giving  the  amount  of  bounty,  advance  pay,  &c.,  each 
man  has  received.  These  rolls  will  be  made  in  quadruplicate,  and  dis- 
posed of  as  provided  for  muster-in  rolls.  These  rolls  of  the  regiment 
will  contain  the  names  of  all  men  rejected,  died,  discharged,  &c.,  so  as 
to  be  a  complete  and  full  record  of  the  regiment ;  they  will  be  evidence 
of  muster-in  and  proper  organization. 

Advance  bounty  will  not  be  paid  by  the  United  States  until  these 
company  rolls  are  made  out,  so  that  payment  can  be  entered  on  them, 
'ihe  attention  of  all  Mustering  Officers  is  invited  to  paragraph  85, 
Muster  Regulations.  Company  officers  will  not  be  mustered  in  until 
companies  are  organized,  and  the  field  and  staff  not  until  the  regiment 
is  organized,  as  explained  in  that  paragraph. 

The  muster-in  of  each  man  will  be  from  his  date  of  enlistment,  and 
he  will  be  discharged  at  the  expiration  of  the  period  for  which  he  is 
mustered  in.

The  following  act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  information  and 
government  of  all  concerned  : 

Public— No.  173. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  efficiency  of  the  navy 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  any  person  enlisted  in  the  military 
service  of  the  United  States  who  shall  apply  to  the  Navy  Department 
to  be  transferred  to  the  navy  or  marine  corps  shall,  if  his  application 
be  approved  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  be  transferred  to  the 
navy  or  marine  corps  to  serve  the  residue  of  his  term  of  enlistment 
therein,  subject  to  the  laws  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
navy :  Provided,  That  such  transfer  shall  not  release  the  transferred 
person  from  any  indebtedness  to  the  government,  nor,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  from  any  penalty  incurred 
for  a  breach  of  military  law. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  seaman  or  mariner,  or  person 
who  may  have  served  as  such,  drafted  into  the  military  service,  may, 
by  order  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  be  transferred  to  the 
naval  service,  to  serve  therein,  subject  to  the  laws  and  regulations  for 
the  government  of  the  navy,  for  the  term  or  residue  of  the  term  for 
which  he  was  drafted. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  U  further  enacted,  That  all  enlistments  into  the  naval 
service  or  marine  corps  during  the  present  war  shall  be  credited  to  the 
appropriate  township,  precinct,  or  district,  in  the  same  manner  as  en- 
listments for  the  army. 
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Sec.  4:.  A7id  be  it  further  enacted,  That  persons  hereafter  enlisted  into 
the  naval  service  or  marine  corps  during  the  present  war  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  the  same  bounty  as  if  enlisted  in  the  army.  And  the 
resolution  approved  February  twenty-four,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
four,  entitled  "  A  resolution  relative  to  the  transfer  of  persons  in  the 
military  service  to  the  naval  service,"  is  hereby  repealed  :  Provided, 
nevertheless,  That  such  sums  as  may  have  been  paid  as  bounty  to  persons 
transferred  from  the  military  to  the  naval  service  or  marine  corps  shall 
be  charged  to  and  paid  out  of  the  proper  naval  appropriation,  or  appro- 
priation for  the  marine  corps.

The  following  '■^  Rules  and  Regulations  for  preventing  collisions  on  the  water," 
published  in  General  Orders,  No.  34,  of  May  4,  1864,  from  the  Navy 
Department,  will  be  immediately  adopted  on  all  vessels  owned  or 
chartered  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  of  the  army  : 

The  provisions  of  th^  following  act,  '•  fixing  certain  Kules  and  Eeg- 
ulations  for  preventing  collisions  on  water,"  to  take  effect  on  the  1st 
day  of  September,  1864,  are  adopted  for  the  naval  service  of  the  United 
States  from  this  date.  As  most  of  the  collisions  occur  from  the  nc«i- 
observance  of  article  sixteen,  it  is  particularly  enjoined  upon  command- 
ing officers,  in  approaching  another  vessel,  to  slacken  and  stop  in  time 
to  prevent  the  possibility  of  collision  : 

AN  ACT  fixing  certain  Rules  and  Regulations  for  preventing  collisions  on  the  water. 

Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  from  and  after  September  one,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-four,  the  following  rules  and  regulations  for  pre- 
venting collisions  on  the  water  be  adopted  in  the  navy  and  the  mer- 
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cantile  marine  of  the  United  States  :  Provided,  Tnat  the  exhibition  of 
any  light  on  board  of  a  vessel-of-war  of  the  United  States  may  be  sus- 
pended whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  the 
Commander-in-Chief  of  a  squadron,  or  the  commander  of  a  vessel  acting 
singly,  the  special  character  of  the  service  may  require  it :

In  the  following  rules,  every  steamship  which  is  under 
sail,  and  not  under  steam,  is  to  be  considered  a  sailing  ship  ;  and  every 
steamship  which  is  under  steam,  whether  under  sail  or  not,  is  to  be 
considered  a  ship  under  steam. 


RULES   CONCBRNING   LIGHTS. 


Article  2 ,  The  lights  mentioned  in  the  following  articles,  and  no 
others,  shall  be  carried  in  all  weathers  between  sunset  and  sunrise. 

Lights  for  steamships. 

Article  3.  All  steam  vessels  when  under  way  shall  carry — 

{a.)  At  the  foremost  head  a  bright,  white  light,  so  fixed  as  to  show 
an  uniform  and  unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  twenty 
points  of  the  compass,  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  ten  points  on  each 
side  of  the  ship,  viz :  from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam 
on  either  side,  and  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  on  a  dark  night, 
with  a  clear  atmosphere,  at  a  distance  of  at  least  five  miles. 

(6.)  On  the  starboard  side  a  green  light,  so  constructed  as  to  throw  an 
uniform  and  unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  ten  points 
of  the  compass,  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  from  right  ahead  to  two 
points  abaft  the  beam  on  the  starboard  side,  and  of  such  a  character  as 
to  be  visible  on  a  dark  night,  with  a  clear  atmosphere,  at  a  distance  of 
at  least  two  miles. 

(c.)  On  the  port  side  a  red  light,  so  constructed  as  to  show  an  uniform, 
unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  ten  points  of  the  compass, 
so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the 
beam  on  the  port  side,  and  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  on  a 
dark  night,  with  a  clear  atmosphere,  at  a  distance  of  at  least  two  miles. 

{d. )  The  said  green  and  red  side  lights  shall  be  fitted  with  inboard 
screens,  projecting  at  least  three  feet  forward  from  the  light,  so  as  to 
prevent  these  lights  from  being  seen  across  the  bow. 
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Lights  for  steam-tug. 

Article  4.  Steamships,  when  towing  other  ships,  shall  carry  two 
bright,  white  masthead  lights,  vertically,  in  addition  to  their  side  lights, 
so  as  to  distinguish  them  from  other  steamships.  Each  of  these  mast- 
head lights  shall  be  of  the  same  construction  and  character  as  the  mast- 
head lights  which  other  steamships  are  required  to  carry 

Lights  for  sailing  skips. 

Article  5.  Sailing  ships  under  way,  or  being  towed,  shall  carry  the 
same  lights  as  steamships  under  way,  with  the  exception  of  the  white 
masthead  lights,  which  they  shall  never  carry. 

Exceptional  lights  for  small  sailing  vessels. 

Article  6.  Whenever,  as  in  the  case  of  small  vessels  during  bad 
weather,  the  green  and  red  lights  cannot  be  fixed,  these  lights  shall 
be  kept  on  deck,  on  their  respective  sides  of  the  vessel,  ready  for  instant 
exhibition,  and  shall,  on  the  approach  of  or  to  other  vessels,  be  exhib- 
ited on  their  respective  sides  in  sufficient  time  to  prevent  collision,  in 
such  maimer  as  to  make  them  most  visible,  and  so  that  the  green  light 
shall  not  be  seen  on  the  port  side,  nor  the  red  light  on  the  starboard 
side. 

To  make  the  use  of  these  portable  lights  more  certain  and  easy,  they 
shall  each  be  painted  outside  with  the  color  of  the  light  they  respect- 
ively contain,  and  shall  be  provided  with  suitable  screens 

Lights  for  ships  at  anchor. 

Article?.  Ships,  whether  steamships  or  sailing  ships,  when  at  anchor 
in  roadsteads  or  fairways,  shall,  between  sunset  and  sunrise,  exhibit, 
where  it  can  best  be  seen,  but  at  a  height  not  exceeding  twenty  feet 
above  the  hull,  a  white  light  in  a  globular  lantern  of  eight  inches  in 
diameter,  and  so  constructed  as  to  show  a  clear  uniform  and  unbroken 
light  visible  all  around  the  horizon ,  and  at  a  distance  of  at  least  one 
mile. 

Lights  for  pilot  vessels. 
Article  8.  Sailing  pilot  vessels  ehall  not  carry  the  lights  required 
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for  other  sailing  vessels,  but  shall  carry  a  white  light  at  the  masthead, 
visible  all  around  the  horizon,  and  shall  also  exhibit  a  flare-up  light 
every  fifteen  minutes. 

Lights  for  fishing  vessels  and  hoots. 

Article  9.  Open  fishing  boats  and  other  open  boats  shall  not  be 
required  to  carry  side  lights  required  for  other  vessels ;  but  shall,  if  they 
do  not  carry  such  lights,  carry  a  lantern  having  a  green  slide  on  the 
one  side  and  a  red  slide  on  the  other  side,  and  on  the  approach  of  or  to 
other  vessels,  such  lantern  shall  be  exhibited  in  sufficient  time  to  pre- 
vent collision,  so  that  the  green  light  shall  not  be  seen  on  the  port 
side,  nor  the  red  light  on  the  starboard  side.  Fishing  vessels  and  open 
boats  when  at  anchor,  or  attached  to  their  nets  and  stationary,  shall 
exhibit  a  bright  white  light.  Fishing  vessels  and  open  boats  shall, 
however,  not  be  prevented  from  using  a  flare-up  in  addition,  if  consid- 
ered expedient. 

RULES   GOVEKNINQ   FOG-SIGNALS. 

Fog-signals. 

Article  10.  Whenever  there  is  a  fog,  whether  by  day  or  night,  the 
fog-signals  described  below  shall  be  carried  and  used,  and  shall  be 
sounded  at  least  every  five  minutes,  viz  : 

(a.)  Steamships  under  way  shall  use  a  steam- whistle,  placed  before 
the  funnel,  not  less  than  eight  feet  from  the  deck. 

(6.)  Sailing  ships  under  way  shall  use  a  fog-horn. 

(c.)  Steamships  and  sailing  ships,  when  not  under  way,  shall  use  a  bell. 

steekes^g  and  SAnjNG  rules. 

Two  saUing  ships  meeting. 

Article  11.  If  two  sailing  ships  are  meeting  end  on,  or  nearly  end 
on,  so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  the  helms  of  both  shall  be  put  to 
port,  so  that  each  may  pass  on  the  port  side  of  the  other. 

Tioo  sailing  ships  crossing. 

Article  12.  When  two  sailing  ships  are  crossing  so  as  to  involve  risk 
of  collision,  then,  if  they  have  the  wind  on  different  sides,  the  ship 
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■with  the  wind  on  the  port  side  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  ship 
with  the  wind  on  the  starboard  side,  except  in  the  case  in  which  the 
ship  with  the  wind  on  the  port  side  is  close-hauled,  and  the  other  ship 
free,  in  which  case  the  latter  ship  shall  keep  out  of  the  way.  But  if 
they  have  the  wind  on  the  same  side,  or  if  one  of  them  has  the  wind 
aft,  the  ship  which  is  to  windward  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  ship 
which  is  to  leeward. 

Two  ships  under  steam  meting. 

Article  13.  If  two  ships  under  steam  are  meeting  end  on,  or  nearly 
end  on,  so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision,  the  helms  of  both  shall  be  put 
to  port,  so  that  each  may  pass  on  the  port  side  of  the  other. 

Two  ships  under  steam  crossing. 

Article  14.  If  two  ships  under  steam  are  crossing  so  as  to  involve 
risk  of  collision,  the  ship  which  has  the  other  on  her  own  starboard 
side  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  other. 

Sailing  ship  and  ship  under  steam. 

Article  15.  If  two  ships,  one  of  which  is  a  sailing  ship  and  the  other 
a  steamship,  are  proceeding  in  such  directions  as  to  involve  risk  of  col- 
lision, the  steamship  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  sailing  ship. 

Ships  under  steam  to  slacken  speed. 

Article  16.  Every  steamship,  when  approaching  another  ship  so  a« 
to  involve  risk  of  collision,  shall  slacken  her  speed,  or,  if  necessary,  stop 
and  reverse  ;  and  every  steamship  shall,  when  in  a  fog,  go  at  a  moder- 
ate speed. 

Vessels  overtaking  other  vessels 

Article  17.  Every  vessel  overtaking  any  other  vessel  shall  keep  out 
of  way  of  the  said  last-mentioned  vessel. 

Construction  of  Articles  12,  14,  15,  and  17. 

Article  18.  Where,  by  the  above  rules,  one  of  two  ships  is  to  keep 
out  of  the  way,  the  other  shall  keep  her  course,  subject  to  the  qualifi- 
cations contained  in  the  following  articles  : 
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Proviso  to  save  special  cases. 

Article  19.  In  obeying  and  construing  these  rules  due  regard  must 
be  had  to  all  dangers  of  navigation,  and  due  regard  must  also  be  had 
to  any  special  circumstances  which  may  exist  in  any  particular  case 
rendering  the  departure  from  the  above  rules  necessary  in  order  to  avoid 
immediate  danger. 

No  ship  under  any  circumstances  to  neglect  proper  precautions. 

Article  20.  Nothing  in  these  rules  shall  exonerate  any  ship,  or  the 
owner  or  master,  or  crew  thereof,  from  the  consequences  of  any  neglect 
to  carry  lights  or  signals,  or  of  any  neglect  to  keep  a  proper  lookout, 
or  of  the  neglect  of  any  precaution  which  may  be  required  by  the  ordi- 
nary practice  of  seamen,  or  by  the  special  circumstances  of  the  case. 

Approved  April  29,  1864. 

Should  a  collision  unfortunately  take  place,  each  commanding  officer 
is  required  to  furnish  the  department  with  the  following  information: 

1st.  His  own  report,  that  of  the  pilot,  the  officer  of  the  deck,  and 
other  officers  who  witnessed  the  occurrence.  These  reports  and  state- 
ments are  to  be  exemplified  by  a  diagram,  and  must  contain  the  courses 
steered,  the  point  at  which  the  vessel  was  first  seen,  the  bearing,  the 
time  when  the  engine  was  slowed,  when  the  vessel  was  stopped,  whether 
in  motion,  and  if  so,  at  what  speed  at  the  moment  of  collision,  the  di- 
rection of  the  wind,  the  condition  of  the  weather  and  atmosphere, 
what  lookouts  were  placed,  what  lights  were  exhibited  by  both  vessels, 
whether  either  vessel  deviated  from  the  above  rules  and  regulations, 
whether  any  blame  can  attach  to  any  one,  and  if  so,  to  whom,  and  any 
and  all  other  facts  bearing  upon  the  subject. 

2.  Written  statements  and  estimates  of  damage  from  officers  of  the 
vessel  with  which  the  vessel  of  the  United  States  navy  collided,  if  they 
can  be  obtained. 

3.  Survey  of  the  injury  to  both  vessels  by  United  States  officers. 

4.  If  the  vessel  is  in  charge  of  a  pilot,  and  the  collision  has  occurred 
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from  his  acting  in  violation  of  the  above  rules  and  regulations,  the  fact 
must  be  established  in  the  report,  and  no  pilotage  paid  to  him.

Eolls  of  Prisoners  of  War. 

Commanders  of  departments  will  furnish  to  the  Commissary  General 
of  Prisoners  full  rolls  of  all  federal  prisoners  of  war  received  by  them, 
either  on  parole  or  by  exchange,  and  also  of  all  rebel  prisoners  of  war 
held  by  them  at  temporary  depots,  or  who  have  been  exchanged  by 
them. 
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The  rolls,  besides  giving  the  rank,  regiment,  and  company  of  each 
prisoner,  and  when  and  where  captured,  should  state  also  the  time  and 
place  of  parole  or  exchange.  It  should  also  be  stated  at  the  foot  of  the 
roll  under  what  special  agreement  or  understanding  the  paroling  or 
exchange  is  made. 

Commanders  of  departments,  or  armies  in  the  field,  will  furnish  to 
the  office  of  the  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners,  whenever  it  is  practi- 
cable, rolls  of  federal  troops  captured  by  the  enemy,  giving  the  rank, 
regiment,  and  company,  and  the  time  and  place  of  capture.  If  known 
to  be  wounded,  this  should  be  so  stated  under  the  head  of  remarks.

Regulations  for  the  Examination  of  Officers  of  the  Quartermaster's,  Subsistence, 
and  Pay  Departments,  under  the  following  act  to  provide  for  the  examination 
of  certain  officers  of  the  amy.— [See  G.  0.,  221,  of  1864.] 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  every  quartermaster  and  assistant 
quartermaster,  and  every  commissary  and  assistant  commissary  of  sub- 
sistence, and  every  paymaster  and  additional  paymaster,  shall,  as  soon 
as  practicable,  be  ordered  to  appear  for  examination,  as  to  his  qualifi- 
cations, before  a  board  to  be  composed  of  three  staff  officers  of  the  corps 
to  which  he  belongs,  of  recognized  merit  and  fitness,  of  whom  two  at 
least  shall  be  officers  of  volunteers,  which  board  shall  make  a  careful 
examination  as  to  the  qualifications  of  all  officers  who  may  appear 
before  them  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  and  shall  also  keep  minutes  and 
make  a  full  and  true  record  of  the  examination  in  each  case.  And  all 
members  of  such  boards  of  examination  shall,  before  proceeding  to  the 
discharge  of  their  duties  as  herein  provided,  swear  or  affirm  that  they 
will  conduct  all  examinations  with  impartiality,  and  with  a  sole  view 
to  the  qualifications  of  the  person  or  persons  to  be  examined,  and  that 
they  will  not  divulge  the  vote  of  any  member  upon  the  examination  of 
any  officer  who  may  appear  before  them. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  such  boards  of  examination  shall 
be  convened,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  by  the  Quarter- 
master General,  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence,  and  the  Pay- 
master General,  at  convenient  places  ;  and  general  rules  of  examination 
and  a  standard  of  qualifications  shall  be  prescribed  by  said  officers,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  shall  be  published  in 
General  Orders. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  after  such  General  Orders  shall 
have  been  published  for  sixty  days,  if  any  officer  who  shall  then  be 
ordered  before  a  board  of  examiners,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  fail  for  thirty  days  after  receiving  such  special  order  to  report 
himself  as  directed,  all  his  pay  and  allowances  shall  cease  and  be  for- 
feited until  he  does  appear  and  report  for  examination  ;  and  if  he  shall 
still  thereafter  fail  for  a  further  period  of  thirty  days  so  to  appear,  he 
shall  thereupon  be  dropped  from  the  rolls  of  the  army  :  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  if  such  failure  to  appear  and  report  shall  have  been  occasioned 
by  wounds  or  sickness,  or  other  physical  disability,  then  there  shall  be 
no  forfeiture  of  pay  until  thirty  days  after  such  disability  has  been 
removed  ;  but  if  in  sixty  days  after  the  disability  is  removed  the  officei 
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shall  not  report  himself,  he  shall  then  be  dropped  from  the  rolls,  as  in 
other  cases.

Sec.  4.  And  be  U  further  enacted,  That  if  the  board  of  examination  shall 
eport  that  any  officer  does  not  possess  the  requisite  business  qualifica- 
tions, they  shall  forward  the  record  of  the  examination  of  such  officer 
to  the  head  of  the  bureau  to  which  he  may  belong  ;  and  if  the  head  of 
such  bureau  shall  approve  the  finding  and  report  of  the  board,  he  shall 
forward  the  same,  through  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  the  President  of 
the  United  States ;  and  if  the  President  shall  confirm  the  same,  the 
officer  so  failing  in  his  examination  shall,  if  commissioned,  be  dismissed 
from  the  service  with  one  month's  pay  ;  and  if  not  yet  commissioned, 
his  appointment  shall  be  revoked.  And  if  the  board  shall  report  that 
any  officer  fails  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  by  reason  of  intem- 
perance, gambling,  or  other  immorality,  and  if  the  head  of  the  bureau 
shall  approve  the  finding  and  report  of  the  board,  and  the  same  being 
communicated,  as  before  provided,  to  the  President  and  confirmed  by 
him,  then  such  officer  shall  be  dismissed  from  the  service  without  pay, 
and  shall  not  be  permitted  to  re-enter  the  service  as  an  officer  :  Provided, 
That  such  dismissal  shall  not  relieve  him  from  liability  under  enlisting 
laws  for  any  offence  he  may  have  committed. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  boards  of  examination  shall 
forward  all  their  records  of  examination  to  the  heads  of  the  bureaus  to 
which  they  appertain,  and  such  records  shall  be  filed  in  the  proper 
bureaus  with  a  suitable  index  ;  and  any  officer  who  may  desire  it  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  a  copy  of  the  record  in  his  own  case,  upon  paying 
the  cost  of  copying  the  same. 

Approved  June  25,  1864. 


In  order  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  act,  the  follow- 
ing regulations  are  established  : 

I.. The  Quartermaster  General,  Commissary  General, and  Paymaster 
General  will  submit,  for  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the 
names  of  officers  of  their  respective  departments,  who  shall  constitute 
boards  of  examination  within  certain  geographical  districts,  to  be  also 
designated  by  the  said  chiefs  of  bureaus.     The  districts  and  boards 
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having  been  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  "War,  will  be  announced  in 
Special  Orders  by  the  Adjutant  General. 

II. -The  several  boards  will  be  strictly  governed  by  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  June  25, 1864,  in  relation  to  the  examinations  and  records. 

III.. The  several  heads  of  bureaus  named  in  the  act  will  provide  for 
the  appearance  of  all  the  o£ficers  of  their  respective  departments  before 
the  boards,  and  decide  whether  economy  and  the  interests  of  the  ser- 
vice require  that  the  said  officers  shall  leave  their  stations  to  appear 
before  the  boards,  or  whether  the  boards  shall  adjourn  from  place  to 
place  to  visit  the  stations  of  the  officers  to  be  examined.  All  details 
as  to  time  and  place  of  convening,  modes  of  proceeding  of  the  boards 
under  the  law,  forms  of  record,  &c.,  and  the  appearances  of  officers 
before  them,  will  be  arranged  and  communicated  to  the  boards  by  the 
chiefs  of  their  respective  bureaus  after  the  boards  and  districts  are 
announced  by  the  Adjutant  General. 

I  v..  Any  of  the  examining  boards  may  call  upon  the  nearest  U.  S. 
medical  officer  to  examine  and  give  bis  professional  opinion  as  to  the 
health,  constitution,  &c.,  of  the  officers  brought  before  them. 

v.. The  boards  will  conduct  their  proceedings  and  make  up  their 
records  in  a  manner  assimilated  as  nearly  as  practicable  to  those  of 
courts-martial,  each  case  being  kept  separate  and  complete  by  itself. 
They  may  call  for  such  witnesses  and  papers  as  may  be  necessary  during 
their  examinations.  They  will  be  allowed  such  clerical  force,  and  at 
such  rate  of  compensation,  as  the  chiefs  of  their  respective  bureaus 
may  deem  proper.  Each  clerk  will  be  duly  sworn  to  perform  his 
duties  with  fidelity  and  fairness,  and  not  to  divulge  any  part  of  the 
proceedings. 

VI.. The  following  oath  will  be  administered  to  all  members  of  the 
examining  boards,  in  compliance  with  the  first  section  of  the  act : 

We  do  solemnly  swear  that  we  will  conduct  the  examination  in  the 
cases  of  the  officers  before  us  without  partiality,  favor,  or  afl"ection, 
and  with  a  sole  view  to  determine  their  qualifications ;  and  we  do 
further  swear  that  we  will  not  discover  nor  disclose  the  vote  or  opinion 
of  any  particular  member  of  this  board,  nor  divulge  the  result  of  any 
examination  in  any  case  brought  before  us:  So  help  us  God. 
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VII.. The  following  are  the  general  rules  of  examination  and  stand- 
ards of  qualification  prescribed  by  the  heads  of  bureaus,  and  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  War : 

Far  Officers  of  the  Quarterviaster' s  Department. 

The  examinations  of  quartermasters  and  assistant  quartermasters, 
under  the  act  of  June  25,  1864,  will  be  so  conducted  by  the  board  of 
examiners  as  to  ascertain  the  qualifications  of  the  ofiicer  under  exami- 
nation, whether  mental,  moral,  or  physical. 

No  officer  should  be  reported  qualified  against  whom  there  appears 
anything  disabling  him  from  the  performance  of  all  the  ordinary 
duties  of  his  of&ce  and  station.  He  should  be  able  to  show  a  good 
moral  character. 

If  any  grounds  of  suspicion  of  dishonesty,  "intemperance,  gambling, 
or  other  immorality"  appear,  it  should  be  stated  to  him,  and  he 
should  be  required  to  satisfy  the  board  that  such  suspicion  is  un- 
founded. His  physical  constitution  should  be  robust,  and  such  as  will 
fit  him  for  the  active  duties  of  a  military  life.  Any  infirmity,  whether 
resulting  from  age  or  disease,  or  any  other  cause  which  would  disqualify 
him  for  active  service,  will  be  cause  of  rejection. 

The  only  exception  to  this  rule  will  be  the  case  of  infirmity  resulting 
from  wounds  or  disease  incurred  in  the  performance  of  his  military 
duty  since  his  appointment  in  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  and 
the  consequence  of  necessary  exposure  in  such  duty. 

Cases  of  this  kind  will  be  made  the  subject  of  special  reports,  which 
should  set  forth  fully  the  nature  and  degree  of  the  disability,  and  the 
manner,  time,  and  place  in  which  it  was  incurred. 

An  assistant  quartermaster  or  quartermaster  should  be  able  to  read 
and  write  English  with  facility,  and  to  perform  readily  the  ordinary 
operations  of  arithmetic  in  use  in  commercial  transactions.  If  a  new 
appointee,  he  should  be  able  to  show  familiarity  with  the  details  of 
ordinary  commercial  business,  such  as  the  casting  of  accounts,  the 
drawing  of  checks,  keeping  of  books  and  record. 

Being  supplied  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  army,  he  should 
be  required  to  show  capacity  for  understanding  those  relating  to  the 
Quartermaster's  Department,  and  to  satisfy  the  board  that  he  possesses 
such  general  intelligence  and  aptitude  for  business  as  will  enable  him, 
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with  the  aid  of  the  regulations  and  the  manuals  in  use  in  the  army,  to 
become  a  useful  and  efficient  officer. 

If  the  officer  under  examination  has  had  some  experience  iu  the 
service,  he  should  be  able  to  satisfy  the  board  that  he  has  made  him- 
self acquainted  with  the  regulations,  so  as  to  he  able  to  make  out  a 
complete  set  of  the  returns,  reports,  accounts,  and  records  required  by 
the  regulations  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department ;  that  he  under- 
stands how  quartermasters'  funds  and  supplies  are  to  be  obtained,  re- 
ceipted for,  preserved,  issued,  transferred,  transported,  condemned,  and 
accounted  for. 

He  should  be  also  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  general  regula- 
tions of  the  army  to  be  able  to  refer  to  any  article  thereof  relating  to 
the  business  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department. 

He  should  satisfy  the  board  that  he  is  not  a  partner  or  interested  in 
any  commercial  firm  or  business  dealing  in  such  supplies  and  stores  as 
are  usually  purchased  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department. 

For  Officers  in  the  Subsistence  Department. 

The  examination  will  include  the  following  : 

1.  The  occupation  of  the  officer  previous  to  his  entry  into  service. 

2.  The  length  of  time  in  service,  and  the  manner  in  which  his  duties 
were  performed  during  that  time. 

3.  Writing— style  and  general  knowledge  of  business  and  official 
correspondence. 

4.  Arithmetic — so  far  as  to  enable  him  to  conduct  satisfactorily  the 
details  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  his  office. 

6.  Business  qualifications— general  aptitude  and  intelligence. 

6.  Physical  qualifications  sufficient  to  perform  in  the  field  such  duties 
as  his  position  may  require  of  him. 

7.  Moral  character. 

For  Officers  in  the  Pay  Bfpartmerd. 

That  the  standard  of  qualifications  for  an  officer  of  the  Pay  Depart- 
ment be  :  the  capacity  to  write  business  letters  legibly  and  intelligibly  ; 
to  be  thoroughly  acquainted  with  arithmetic  ;  to  be  quick  and  accuralte 
in  computations ;  to  have  proper  physical  capacity,  in  point  of  age 
and  health,  to  enable  him  to  travel  in  and  endure  the  vicissitudes  of 
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imates ;  to  be  of  good  moral  and  business  habits,  and  to  have  a  fair 
knowledge  of  his  duties  for  the  time  he  has  been  already  in  the  De- 
partment.

Deserters  now  in  the  prisons 
of  the  District,  or  who  may  hereafter  arrive,  whose  regiments  are 
unknown,  shall  be  sent  immediately  to  the  front,  with  instructions  to 
the  Commanding  Generals  of  the  armies  to  employ  them  at  work  upon 
the  trenches.

The  following  act  of  Congress  is  published  for  the  information  and 
government  of  all  concerned  : 

Public— No.  194. 

AN  ACT  in  addition  to  the  several  acts  concerning  commercial  intercourse  between 
loyal  and  insurrectionary  States,  and  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  captured  and 
abandoned  property,  and  the  prevention  of  frauds  in  States  declared  in  insurrection. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  sales  of  captured  and  abandoned 
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property,  under  the  act  approved  March  twelve,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-three,  may  be  made  at  such  places,  in  States  declared  m  insur- 
rection, as  may  be  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  as  well 
as  at  other  places  now  authorized  by  said  act. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  in  addition  to  the  captured  and 
abandoned  property  to  be  received,  collected,  and  disposed  of,  as  pro- 
vided in  said  act,  the  said  agents  shall  take  charge  of  and  lease,  for 
periods  not  exceeding  twelve  months,  the  abandoned  lands,  houses, 
and  tenements  within  the  districts  therein  named,  and  shall  also  pro- 
vide, in  such  leases  or  otherwise,  for  the  employment  and  general 
welfare  of  all  persons  within  the  lines  of  national  military  occupation 
within  said  insurrectionary  State's,  formerly  held  as  slaves,  who  are  or 
shall  become  free.  Property,  real  or  personal,  shall  be  regarded  as 
abandoned  when  the  lawful  owner  thereof  shall  be  voluntarily  absent 
therefrom,  and  engaged,  either  in  arms  or  otherwise,  in  aiding  or 
encouraging  the  rebellion. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  moneys  arising  from  the 
leasing  of  abandoned  lands,  houses,  and  tenements,  or  from  sales  of 
captured  and  abandoned  property  collected  and  sold  in  pursuance  of  said 
act  or  of  this  act,  or  from  fees  collected  under  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  approved  by  the 
President,  dated  respectively  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  August,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  the  thirty-first  day  of  March,  and  the  eleventh 
day  of  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  or  under  any 
amendments  or  modifications  thereof,  which  have  been  or  shall  be 
made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  appl-oved  by  the  President, 
for  conducting  the  commercial  intercourse  which  has  been  or  shall  be 
licensed  and  permitted  by  the  President,  with  and  in  States  declared 
in  insurrection,  shall,  after  satisfying  therefrom  all  proper  and  neces- 
sary expenses  to  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  be  paid 
into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States ;  and  all  accounts  of  moneys 
received  or  expended  in  connexion  therewith  shall  be  audited  by  the 
proper  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury ;  that  the  first  section  of 
the  **  Act  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  abandoned  property,  and  for 
the  prevention  of  fraud  in  insurrectionary  districts  in  the  United 
States,"  approved  March  twelve,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  is 
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hereby  extended  so  as  to  include  the  descriptions  of  property  men- 
tioned in  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  further  to  provide  for  the  collection 
of  duties  on  imports,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  July  thirteen, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and  an  act  entitled  ' '  An  act  to  sup- 
press insurrection,  to  punish  treason  and  rebellion,  to  seize  and  con- 
fiscate the  property  of  rebels,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  July 
seventeen,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  respectively  ;  and  that  the 
sales  provided  for  in  said  act  first  mentioned  may  be  made  at  such 
places  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  And 
section  six  of  said  first-mentioned  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  in- 
clude every  description  of  property  mentioned  in  the  acts  of  July 
thirteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and  July  seventeen,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  aforesaid ;  and  that  all  property,  real  or 
personal,  described  in  the  acts  to  which  this  is  in  addition,  shall  be 
regarded  as  abandoned  when  the  lawful  owner  thereof  shall  be  volun- 
tarily absent  therefrom,  and  engaged,  either  in  arms  or  otherwise,  in 
aiding  or  encouraging  the  rebellion. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  prohibitions  and  provisions 
of  the  act  approved  July  thirteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and 
of  the  acts  amendatory  or  supplementary  thereto,  shall  apply  to  all 
commercial  intercourse  by  and  between  persons  residing  or  being 
within  districts  within  the  present  or  future  lines  of  national  military 
occupation  in  the  States  or  parts  of  States  declared  in  insurrection, 
whether  'with  each  other  or  with  persons  residing  or  being  within 
districts  declared  in  insurrection  and  not  within  those  lines  ;  and  that 
all  persons  within  the  iJnited  States,  not  native  or  naturalized  citizens 
thereof,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  prohibitions,  in  all  commercial 
intercourse  with  inhabitants  of  States  or  parts  of  States  declared  in  in- 
surrection, as  citizens  of  loyal  States  are  subject  to  under  the  said  act 
or  acts. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  any  part  of  a  loyal 
State  shall  be  under  the  control  of  insurgents,  or  shall  be  in  dangerous 
proximity  to  places  under  their  control,  all  commercial  intercourse 
therein  and  therewith  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  prohibitions  and 
conditions  as  are  created  by  the  said  acts,  as  to  such  intercourse  between 
loyal  and  insurrectionary  States,  for  such  time  and  to  such  extent  as

gball  from  time  to  time  become  necessary  to  protect  the  public  interests, 
and  be  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  with  the  approval  of 
the  President. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  so  much  of  the  fifth  section  of 
the  act  approved  May  twenty,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and 
the  fourth  section  of  the  act  approved  March  twelve,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-three,  as  directs  the  manner  of  distributing  fines,  penalties, 
and  forfeitures,  is  hereby  repealed,  and  that,  in  lieu  of  the  distribution 
thereby  directed  to  be  made  to  informers,  collectors,  and  other  officers 
of  the  customs,  the  court  decreeing  condemnation  may  award  such 
compensation  to  customs  officers,  informers,  or  other  persons,  for  any 
service  connected  therewith,  as  will  tend  to  promote  vigilance  in  pro- 
tecting the  public  interests,  and  as  shall  be  just  [and]  equitable  ;  in  no 
case,  however,  to  exceed  the  aggregate  amount  heretofore  directed  by 
the  said  fifth  section. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  no  property  seized  or  taken  upon 
any  of  the  inland  waters  of  the  United  States  by  the  naval  forces  thereof 
shall  be  regarded  as  maritime  prize  ;  but  all  property  so  seized  or  taken 
shall  be  promptly  delivered  to  the  proper  officers  of  the  courts,  or  as 
provided  in  this  act  and  in  the  said  act  approved  March  twelve,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-three. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury,  with  the  approval  of  the  President,  to  authorize 
agents  to  purchase  for  the  United  States  any  products  of  States  declared 
in  insurrection,  at  such  places  therein  as  shall  be  designated  by  him, 
at  such  prices  as  shall  be  agreed  on  with  the  seller,  not  exceeding  the 
market  value  thereof  at  the  place  of  delivery,  nor  exceeding  three-fourths 
of  the  market  value  thereof  in  the  city  of  New  York  at  the  latest 
quotations  known  to  the  agent  purchasing:  Provided,  That  no  part  of 
the  purchase  money  for  any  products  so  purchased  shall  be  paid,  or 
agreed  to  be  paid,  out  of  any  other  fund  than  that  arising  from  pro- 
perty sold  as  captured  or  abandoned,  or  purchased  and  sold  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  All  property  so  purchased  shall  be  forwarded 
for  sale  at  such  place  or  places  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  ;  and  the  moneys  arising  therefrom,  after  payment  of 
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the  purchase  money  and  the  other  expenses  connected  therewith,  shall 
be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  ;  and  the  accounts  of 
all  moneys  so  received  and  paid  shall  be  rendered  to,  and  audited  by, 
the  proper  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  so  much  of  section  five  of  the 
act  of  thirteenth  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  aforesaid, 
as  authorizes  the  President,  in  his  discretion,  to  license  or  permit  com- 
mercial relations  in  any  State  or  section  the  inhabitants  of  which  are 
declared  in  a  state  of  insurrection,  is  hereby  repealed,  except  so  far  as 
may  be  necessary  to  authorize  supplying  the  necessities  of  loyal  persons 
residing  in  insurrectionary  States,  within  the  lines  of  actual  occupation 
by  the  military  forces  of  the  United  States,  as  indicated  by  published 
order  of  the  commanding  general  of  the  department  or  district  so 
occupied ;  and,  also,  except  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  authorize 
persons  residing  within  such  lines  to  bring  or  send  to  market  in  the 
loyal  States  any  products  which  they  shall  have  produced  with  their 
own  labor  or  the  labor  of  freedmen  or  others  employed  and  paid  by 
them,  pursuant  to  rules  relating  thereto,  which  may  be  established 
under  proper  authority.  And  no  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  shall 
be  taken  into  a  State  declared  in  insurrection,  or  transported  therein, 
except  to  and  from  such  places,  and  to  such  monthly  amounts,  as  shall 
have  been  previously  agreed  upon  in  writing  by  the  commanding  gen- 
eral of  the  department  in  which  such  places  are  situated,  and  an  offi- 
cer designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  officers  and  privates  of 
the  regular  and  volunteer  forces  of  the  United  States,  and  all  officers, 
sailors,  and  marines  in  the  naval  service,  are  hereby  prohibited  from 
buying  or  selling,  trading,  or  in  any  way  dealing  in  the  kind  or 
description  of  property  mentioned  in  this  act,  and  the  act  to  which 
this  is  in  addition,  whereby  to  receive  or  expect  any  profit,  benefit,  or 
advantage  to  himself,  or  any  other  person  directly  or  indirectly  con- 
nected with  him.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  officer,  private, 
sailor,  or  marine,  when  such  property  shall  come  into  his  possession 
or  custody  or  within  his  control,  to  give  notice  thereof  to  some  agent 
appointed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  to  turn  the  same  over  to  such 
agent  without  delay.     Any  officer  of  the  United  States,  civil,  military, 
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or  naval,  or  any  sutler,  soldier,  marine,  or  other  person,  who  shall 
violate  any  provision  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  take,  or  cause  to  be 
taken,  into  a  State  declared  to  be  in  insurrection,  or  to  any  other  point 
to  be  thence  taken  into  such  State,  or  who  shall  transport  or  sell,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  therein,  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  what- 
soever, except  in  pursuance  of  license  and  authority  of  the  President, 
as  provided  in  said  fifth  section  of  the  act  of  July  thirteen,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-one,  aforesaid,  and  any  officer  or  other  person  afore- 
said who  shall  make  any  false  statement  or  representation  upon  which 
license  and  authority  shall  be  granted  for  such  transportation,  sale,  or 
other  disposition,  and  any  officer  or  other  person  aforesaid  who  shall, 
under  any  license  or  authority  obtained,  wilfully  and  knowingly 
transport,  sell,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  other  goods,  wares,  or  mer- 
chandise, than  such  as  are  in  good  faith  so  licensed  and  authorized,  or 
shall  wilfully  and  knowingly  transport,  sell,  or  dispose  of  the  same, 
or  any  portion  thereof,  in  violation  of  the  terms  of  such  license  or 
authority,  or  of  any  rule  or  regulation  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  concerning  the  same,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  any  act  of 
embezzlement,  or  wilful  misappropriation  of  public  or  private  money 
or  property,  of  keeping  false  accounts,  or  wilfully  making  any  false 
returns,  or  of  any  other  act  amounting  to  a  felony,  shall  be  liable  to 
indictment  as  for  a  misdemeanor,  and  fine  not  exceeding  five  thousand 
dollars,  and  to  punishment  in  the  penitentiary  not  exceeding  three 
years,  before  any  court,  civil  or  military,  competent  to  try  the  same. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  from  time 
to  time,  to  institute  such  investigations  as  may  be  necessary  to  detect 
and  prevent  frauds  and  abuses  in  the  trade  and  other  transactions  con- 
templated by  this  act,  or  by  the  acts  to  which  this  is  supplemen- 
tary. And  the  agents  making  such  investigations  shall  have  power 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  and  to  make  examinations  on 
oath. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted ,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
with  the  approval  of  the  President,  shall  make  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  are  necessary  to  secure  the  proper  and  economical  execution  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  defray  all  expenses  of  such  execu- 
tion from  the  proceeds  of  fees  imposed  by  said  rules  and  regulations  of 
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sales  of  captrred  and  abandoned  property,  and  of  sales  hereinbefore 

authorized.

Fines  imposed  hy  Military  Courts. 

1.  Whenever  fines  are  imposed  by  sentence  of  General  Court  Martial 
or  Military  Commission,  upon  officers  or  citizens,  the  Judge  Advocate 
of  the  Court  or  Commission  will  make  a  special  report  of  the  fact  to 
the  Adjutant  General,  giving  a  copy  of  the  sentence  in  the  case.  The 
officer  who  confirms  a  sentence  imposing  a  fine  will  transmit  to  the 
Adjutant  General  a  special  report  thereof,  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
order  promulgating  the  proceedings. 

2.  The  fines  will  be  paid  to  the  chief  officer  of  the  Quartermaster's 
Department  at  the  place  where  the  prisoner  may  be,  and  no  other  per- 
son is  authorized  to  receive  them.  Such  fines  must  not  be  applied  to 
any  purpose,  but  the  officer  receiving  them  will  forthwith  remit  the 
amounts  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army,  at  Washington,  with 
the  names  of  prisoners  who  paid  them,  and  the  number  of  the  order 
promulgating  the  proceedings. 

3.  All  officers  who  have  heretofore  received  fines  will  forthwith  re- 
port to  the  Adjutant  General  the  amounts  received,  by  whom  paid, 
number  and  date  of  order  promulgating  the  proceedings,  and  what 
disposition  was  made  of  the  money.  The  amounts  will  be  forwarded 
with  the  reports.

and  from  seaports  between  which  steam  transports  ply  in  the  service  of 
the  War  Department ;  said  permits  to  secure  to  the  persons  named 
therein  passage  at  one-half  the  rates  charged  to  civilians  and  others 
travelling  not  on  duty,  nor  under  official  orders. 

This  privilege  is  not  extended  to  railroads  nor  steamers  on  western 
waters.

Regvlations  in  respect  to  the  distribution  of  election  tickets  and  proxies  in  thg 

Army. 

In  order  to  secure  a  fair  distribution  of  tickets  among  soldiers  in  the 
field,  who,  by  the  laws  of  their  respective  States,  are  entitled  to  vote 
at  the  approaching  elections,  the  following  rules  and  regulations  are 
prescribed  : 

First.  One  Agent  for  each  Army  Corps  may  be  designated  by  the 
State  Executive  or  by  the  State  Committee  of  each  political  party, 
who,  on  presenting  his  credentials  from  the  State  Executive,  or  from 
the  chairman  of  said  committee,  shall  receive  from  this  Department  a 
pass  to  the  headquarters  of  the  corps  for  which  he  is  designated,  with 
tickets,  (or  proxies,  when  required  by  State  laws,)  which  may  be  placed 
by  him  in  the  hands  of  such  person  or  persons  as  he  may  select,  for 
distribution  among  officers  and  soldiers. 
11 
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Second.  Civilian  inspectors  of  each  political  party,  not  to  exceed  one 
for  every  brigade,  may  in  like  manner  be  designated,  who  shall 
receive  passes,  on  application  to  the  Adjutant  General,  to  be  present 
on  the  day  of  election  to  see  that  the  elections  are  fairly  con- 
ducted. 

Third.  No  political  speeches,  harangues,  or  canvassing  among  the 
troops  will  be  permitted. 

Fourth.  Commanding  officers  are  enjoined  to  take  such  measures  as 
may  be  essential  to  secure  freedom  and  fairness  in  the  elections,  and 
that  they  be  conducted  with  due  regard  to  good  order  and  military 
discipline. 

Fifth.  Any  officer  or  private  who  may  wantonly  destroy  tickets,  or 
prevent  their  proper  distribution  among  legal  voters,  interfere  with 
the  freedom  of  election,  or  make  any  false  or  fraudulent  return,  will  be 
deemed  guilty  of  an  ofifence  against  good  order  and  military  discipline, 
and  be  punished  by  summary  dismissal  or  court-martial.

IV-. In  cases  where  it  is  probable  that  money  or  other  valuables,  such  as 
bills,  notes,  bonds,  shares  in  bank,  railroad  aud  other  stock,  watches, 
jewelry,  &c.,  found  upon  the  persons  of  prisoners  of  war,  and  political 
or  state  prisoners,  are  public  property,  the  same  will  be  transmitted  to 
the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  ;  but  in  cases  where  it  is  evident 
that  such  articles  are  the  private  property  of  persons  in  arrest  or  confine- 
ment, the  same  will  be  so  controlled  as  to  prevent  the  circulation  of 
the  funds  of  disloyal  States  in  the  loyal  States.

Bur-eau  of  Military  Justice. 

With  a  view  of  defining  more  particularly  the  duties  and  functions 
of  the  Bureau  of  Military  Justice,  it  is  ordered  : 

First.  The  Judge  Advocate  General  shall  receive,  revise,  report  upon, 
and  have  recorded  the  proceedings  of  the  courts  martial,  military 
commissions,  and  courts  of  inquiry  of  the  armies  of  the  United  States. 

Second.  All  caees  of  breach  of  military  law  and  military  orders  arising 
in  the  Department  of  Washington,  and  not  otherwise  disposed  of  by 
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the  Depaitment  Commander,  or  the  Military  Governor  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  shall  first  be  forwarded  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Military  Justice,  who  shall  assign  an  officer  especially  to  examine  and 
report  upon  all  cases  of  this  class,  and,  in  addition  to  which,  he  shall 
investigate  and  report  upon  such  other  special  cases  as  may  be  referred 
to  him  by  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Third.  All  communications  pertaining  to  questions  of  military  jus- 
tice, or  the  proceedings  of  military  courts  and  commissions,  through- 
out the  armies  of  the  United  States,  must  be  addressed  to  the  Judge 
Advocate  General  ;  and  Commanding  Officers  are  enjoined  to  forward 
promptly  to  the  Bureau  of  Military  Justice  all  proceedings  of  courts 
martial,  military  commissions,  and  courts  of  inquiry,  together  with 
the  orders  promulgating  decision  thereon.  Judge  Advocates  will  be 
held  responsible  f  r  the  prompt  execution  of  this  paragraph,  and  they 
are  required  to  forward  to  the  Judge  Advocate  General,  at  the  end  of 
each  month,  a  ILst  of  all  cases  tried  and  to  be  tried  within  their  juris- 
diction.

When  an  officer  is  not  provided  with  money,  and  is  unable  to 
obtain  it,  he  will  give  a  certificate  of  indebtedness,  in  triplicate,  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  hospital,  in  such  form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
Surgeon  General,  for  the  amount  due  from  hirn  to  the  hospital.  At 
the  time  of  payment,  if  the  officer  has  not  left  the  hospital,  the 
treasurer  shall  present  duplicate  certificates  of  indebtedness  to  the  pay- 
master who  pays  the  hospital,  to  be  cashed  and  paid  by  him  to  the 
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treasurer,  wlio  shall  furnish  triplicate  receipts,  two  to  the  paymaster, 
as  his  vouchers  for  the  payment,  and  one  to  be  forwarded  by  the  treasu- 
rer direct  to  the  Paymaster  General's  office.  The  paymaster  will  deduct 
from  the  officer's  piy  the  amount  paid  over  to  the  treasurer. 

If  the  officer  leaves  the  hospital  before  the  time  of  payment,  the 
treasurer  will,  as  soon  as  he  leaves,  transmit  the  third  certificate  to 
the  Paymaster  General  for  the  senior  Paymaster  of  the  district  in 
■which  the  officer's  command  or  station  may  be,  and  tho  amount  will 
be  stopped  from  his  pay,  at  his  next  regular  payment  after  his  return 
to  his  command.  The  Paymaster  who  pays  the  hopp'tal  will,  as  above 
provided,  pay  to  the  treasurer  the  amount  of  the  indebtedness.  "When 
officers  under  treatment  quit  the  hospital  on  leave  of  absence  or  by  dis- 
charge from  the  service,  the  amount  of  indebtedness,  p^tid  and  unpaid, 
shall  be  indoreed  on  the  leave  of  absence  or  upon  the  order  of  dis- 
charge, for  the  guidance  of  the  Paymaster,  by  the  treasurer  or  surgeon 
in  charge.

Commission  for  the  rdief  of  the  national  Freedmen,  with  the  approval  of 
the  immediate  next  military  commander,  who  will  satisfy  himself  that 
the  said  stores  and  school-books  are  such  as  are  necessary  for  the  sub- 
sistence and  comfort  or  instruction  of  the  Freedmen,  will  be  received 
and  transported  as  public  stores  consigned  to  the  Quartermaster  at  the 
post  for  which  they  are  destined,  by  whom  they  will,  after  examina- 
tion and  approval  by  the  post  commander  or  provost  marshal,  he 
turned  over  to  the  duly  authorized  agents  of  said  Commission  for  dis- 
tribution to  the  Freedmen. 

Duly  accredited  agents  and  teachers  of  the  Commission,  under  orders 
from  the  Commission,  will,  upon  papers  approved  by  the  commanding 
officer,  be  permitted  to  take  passage  upon  Government  steamers  and 
railroad  trains,  hut  cannot  be  transported  at  the  expense  of  the  United 
States.

Declaration  of  Exchange  of  Prisoners  of  War. 

1.  It  having  been  officially  reported  that  Mr.  Ould,  rebel  Commls- 
Bioner  of  Exchange,  has  declared,  without  consulting  with  the  author- 
ities of  the  United  States,  that  all  rebel  prisoners  delivered  for  ex- 
change, or  parole,  by  the  United  States  government  up  to  November 
25,  1864,  are  exchanged,  it  is  — 

Ordered,  That  all  Federal  Prisoners  of  War,  of  the  Army  and  of  the 
Navy,  and  all  civilians  on  parole  for  exchange  up  to  November  25, 
1864,  be  declared  exchanged,  and  they  are  thus  declared  exchanged 
accordingly. 

2.  All  paroled  officers  and  enlisted  men  herein  declared  exchanged, 
who  are  in  camp,  will  be  immediately  forwarded  by  the  commandants 
of  camps  to  their  regiments  and  commands,  and  will  be  reported  to 
the  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners  accordingly.  Those  who  are 
absent  on  leave  will,  on  expiration  of  their  leave,  repair  forthwith  to 
the  Parole  Camps  at  Annapolis,  Maryland,  or  Columbus,  Ohio.

A  PROCLAMATION. 
[Calling  for  300,000  volunteers.] 

Whereas,  by  the  act  approved  July  4, 1864,  entitled  "  An  act  further 
to  regulate  and  provide  for  the  enrolling  and  calling  out  the  national 
forces,  and  for  other  purposes,"  it  is  provided  that  the  President  of 
the  United  States  may,  "at  his  discretion,  at  any  time  hereafter,  call 
for  any' number  of  men,  as  volunteers,  for  the  respective  terms  of  one, 
two,  and  three  years,  for  military  service,"  and  "that  in  case  the 
quota  of,  [or]  any  part  thereof,  of  any  town,  towhship,  ward  of  a  city, 
precinct,  or  election  district,  or  of  a  county  not  so  subdivided,  shall 
not  be  filled  within  the  space  of  fifty  days  after  such  call,  then  the 
President  shall  immediately  order  a  draft  for  one  year  to  fill  such 
quota,  or  any  part  thereof,  which  may  be  unfilled. 

And  whereas,  by  the  credits  allowed  in  accordance  with  the  act  of 
Congress  on  the  call  for  five  hundred  thousand  men,  made  July  18, 
1864,  the  number  pf  men  to  be  obtained  under  that  call  was  reduced 
to  two  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  ;  and  whereas  the  operations  of 
the  enemy  in  certain  States  have  rendered  it  impracticable  to  procure 
from  them  their  full  quotas  of  troops  under  said  call  ;  and  whereas,

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from  the  foregoing  causes,  but  two  hundred  and  forty  thousand 
(240,000)  men  have  been  put  into  the  army,  navy,  and  marine  corps, 
under  the  said  call  of  July  18,  1864,  leaving  a  deficiency  on  that  call 
of  two  hundred  and  sixty  thousand,  (260,000  :) 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  in  order  to  supply  the  aforesaid  deficiency,  and  to  provide 
for  casualties  in  the  military  and  naval  service  of  the  United  States, 
do  issue  this  my  call  for  three  hundred  thousand  (300,000)  volunteers, 
to  serve  for  one,  two,  or  three  years.  The  quotas  of  the  States,  dis- 
tricts, and  sub-districts,  under  this  call,  will  be  assigned  hy  the  War 
Department,  through  the  Bureau  of  the  Provost  Marshal  General  of 
the  United  States,  and,  "in  case  the  quota,  or  any  part  thereof,  of 
any  town,  township,  ward  of  a  city,  precinct,  or  election  district,  or  of 
a  county  not  so  subdivided,  shall  not  be  filled"  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  February,  eighteen  hundied  and  sixty-five,  then  a  draft  shall 
be  made  to  fill  such  quota,  or  any  part  thereof,  under  this  call,  which 
may  be  unfilled  on  said  fifteenth  day  of  February,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-five.

Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  Major 
J.  B.  Cook,  3d  U.  S.  Colored  Cavalry,  is  hereby  promoted  to  the  lieu- 
tenant colonelcy  of  that  regiment,  to  date  from  the  27th  of  November, 
1864,  in  consideration  of  the  gallantry  displayed  by  him  on  that  day, 
when,  with  his  men  dismounted,  and  having  nothing  but  railroad  ties 
for  a  path,  he  charged  over  the  Big  Black  Bridge,  near  Canton,  Mis 
sissippi,  in  the  face  of  a  heavy  fire,  drove  off  the  rebel  force  stationed 
on  the  opposite  shore  behind  a  strong  stockade,  and  destroyed  the 
bridge,  by  which  the  main  line  of  the  rebel  Geoeral  Hood's  communi- 
cations with  his  depots  in  south  Mississippi  and  Alabama  was  effsctu- 
ally  cut  off.  The  Major  General  commanding  the  Districts  of  West 
Tennessee  and  Vicksburg  styles  this  affair  as  "  one  of  the  most  daring 
and  heroic  acts  of  the  war."

Regulations  concerning  moneys  taken  from  soldiers  at  Draft  Rendezvous. 

1.  A  Paymaster  will  be  stationed  at  such  of  the  Draft  Rendezvous 
as  the  Adjutant  General  may  designate. 

2.  When  an  enlisted  man  arrives  at  a  Draft  Rendezvous,  any  money 
he  may  have  with  him  exceeding  twenty  dollars  will  be  taken  and 
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placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Paymaster,  who  shall  enter  the  amount  on 
a  check-book  to  be  given  the  soldier  at  the  time  his  money  is  taken. 
The  entry  will  be  certified  in  the  check-book  as  the  correct  amount 
due  the  man  by  the  officer  commanding  the  Draft  Rendezvous,  or  some 
officer  to  whom  he  shall  assign  that  duty,  and  by  the  Paymaster.  The 
same  amount  will  be  entered  on  the  muster  and  descriptive  list  of  the 
soldier. 

3.  A  monthly  list  of  names  of  men  from  whom  money  is  taken,  with 
regiments  to  which  they  are  assigned,  amounts  taken,  and  the  name 
of  the  Paymaster  to  whom  the  amounts  were  turned  over,  shall  be 
made  out  by  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Draft  Rendezvous,  and 
sent  by  him  to  the  Adjutant  General  and  to  the  Paymaster  General. 
All  desertions,  deaths,  and  discharges  will  be  carefully  noted  on  these 
lists. 

4.  The  paymaster  shall  render  a  monthly  account  current,  with 
vouchers,  to  the  Paymaster  General,  and  send  a  copy  of  the  account 
current  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  for  reference  in  that 
office.  In  this  account  current  the  amounts  received  shall  be  credited 
to  the  men  from  whom  they  are  taken,  and  all  transactions  under  this 
order,  with  names  of  all  the  parties  concerned,  will  be  carefully  noted 
for  the  month  embraced. 

5.  The  Paymaster  shall  deposit  all  moneys  received  in  a  public  De- 
pository of  the  United  States,  or  a  National  Bank,  most  convenient  to 
his  station.  In  case  any  of  the  money  received  shall  be  of  State  Bank 
or  other  money  not  bankable  at  par,  the  sum  shall  be  converted  into 
bankable  money  at  the  market  rates,  and  the  proceeds  only  of  such 
conversion  entered  to  the  credit  of  the  soldier  ;  the  cashier  of  the  De- 
pository or  Bank  certifying  in  the  check-book  the  amount  of  dollars 
and  cents  of  discount  lost  by  the  conversion. 

6.  When  a  soldier  desires  to  assign  his  money,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  his 
family,  or  other  person,  he  shall  give  an  order  in  duplicate  on  the  Pay- 
master for  the  amount,  and  the  Paymaster  shall  then  pay  the  amount 
according  to  the  order.  The  order  shall  be  witnessed  and  certified  as 
genuine  by  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Rendezvous,  or  the  officer 
specially  charged  with  that  duty.     The  Paymaster  will  issue  his  check 
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on  his  Depository  payable  to  the  order  of  the  assignee,  and  himself 
deliver  or  mail  it  direct  to  the  assignee,  in  no  case  permitting  it  to 
fall  ioto  the  hands  of  the  soldier.  Such  checks,  with  number,  date, 
and  amount,  will  be  charged  in  the  soldier's  check-book,  and  on  his 
muster  and  descriptive  list,  to  be  deducted  from  his  deposit,  and  will 
also  be  borne  on  the  Paymaster's  account  current.  To  guard  against 
collusion  between  the  soldier  and  the  assignee,  by  which  the  money, 
or  a  part  of  it,  may  be  returned  to  the  soldier  for  dishonest  purposes, 
the  Paymaster  should  be  satisfied  that  the  assignment  is  bona  fide,  and 
to  the  family  of  the  soldier  or  a  lawful  creditor. 

7.  After  arriving  at  his  regiment,  the  soldier  may  claim  payment  of 
the  amount  of  his  deposit  from  the  Paymaster  who  pays  his  regiment,  on 
the  first  regular  payment  being  made  him  ;  the  showing  in  his  check- 
book, corroborated  by  the  entry  on  his  muster  and  descriptive  list,  will 
be  taken  as  evidence  of  the  amount  due  him,  which  amount  will  be 
regularly  entered  on  the  muster  and  pay  roll.  If  paid  his  deposit  by 
the  Paymaster,  he  shall  take  the  whole  amount  or  none,  and  shall 
surrender  to  him  his  check -book ;  but  if  he  so  elect,  he  may  leave  it 
in  the  hands  of  the  Government ;  in  which  case  it  will  be  held  subject 
to  the  rules  of  deposits  laid  down  in  Paragraph  1385,  General  Regu- 
lations. 

8.  In  case  of  death  or  discharge,  the  money  will  be  drawn  from  the 
Treasury  in  the  same  mode  as  other  dues  from  the  United  States.  In 
case  of  men  charged  with  desertion,  satisfactory  proof  must  be  pro- 
duced either  of  pardon  or  of  a  removal  of  the  charge,  or  that  the  sol- 
dier has  served  out  his  time  and  been  properly  discharged. 

9.  At  the  less  important  Rendezvous,  where  it  is  not  deemed  neces- 
sary to  station  a  Paymaster,  an  officer  of  intelligence  and  good  charac- 
ter, preferably  one  who  has  given  bonds  to  the  United  States,  will  be 
appointed  to  receive  the  moneys.  He  will  comply  with,  the  above 
requirements  so  far  as  they  are  applicable,  and  will  turn  over  the 
amounts  to  the  nearest  Paymaster — who  shall  be  one  of  the  Paymas- 
ters of  the  Rendezvous — onc3  in  thirty  days,  together  with  a  triplicate 
copy  of  the  list  prescribed  in  Paragraph  3,  and  any  other  information 
wliich  the  Paymaster  may  require  to  keep  his  accounts.     The  sums 
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collected  by  Paymasters  under  this  paragraph  are  to  be  held  subject 
to  the  order  of  the  Paymaster  General ;  balances  to  be  turned  over  at 
any  time  upon  his  order  to  Paymasters  engaged  in  the  ordinary  duties 
of  the  Department. 

10.  All  sums  of  money  which  may  have  been  heretofore  taken  from 
soldiers  at  Draft  Rendezvous,  and  which  remain  under  the  control  of 
any  officer,  will,  as  soon  as  this  order  goes  into  effect,  be  turned  over 
to  the  officer  appointed  under  its  provisions  to  receive  them.  All  re- 
quisite information  will  at  the  same  time  be  furnished,  to  enable  the 
officer  receiving  it  to  give  credits  to  the  proper  soldiers  for  the  several 
amounts  due  them,  and  no  pains  will  be  spared  to  secure  the  prompt 
transfer  of  the  money  to  them.

Regulations  concerning  Hospitals. 

1_-U.  S.  General  Hospitals  are  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the 
Surgeon  General,  and  will  be  governed  by  such  regulations  as  the 
Secretary  of  War  shall  approve,  upon  his  recommendation. 

II.. Medical  Officers,  commissioned  in  the  regular  or  volunteer  ser- 
vice, assigned  to  duty  in  charge  of  U.  S.  General  Hospitals,  acting 
under  the  instructions  of  the  Surgeon  General,  and  not  subject  to  the 
orders  of  local  commanders,  other  than  those  of  geographical  military 
departments  or  divisions,  are  charged  with  all  the  duties  of  Command- 
ing Officers,  and  will  be  obeyed  and  respected  as  such. 

III.. Repairs,  additions,  and  alterations,  involving  expenditure  of 
public  funds,  will  in  no  instance  be  ordered  by  Surgeons  in  charge, 
who  will  refer  all  necessary  requisitions  for  these  purposes  through  the 
Medical  Director,  for  the  recommendation  of  the  Surgeon  General  and 
the  action  of  tlie  War  Department. 
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I  v.. Enlisted  men,  fit  for  duty  in  the  field,  -will  not  be  detailed  to 
or  retained  in  General  Hospitals  in  any  capacity.  Companies  of  the 
2d  Battalion,  Veteran  Reserve  Corps,  will  be  detailed,  with  or  without 
commissioned  officers,  as  the  Surgeon  General  may  direct,  for  guards, 
attendants,  nurses,  cooks,  &c.,  at  General  Hospitals.  Companies  and 
detachments  so  detailed  will  be  regularly  mustered  by  Surgeons  in 
charge,  commissioned  in  the  volunteer  or  regular  service,  and  will  not 
be  relieved  or  transferred,  except  by  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War.

Passports  for  persons  coming  from  foreign  countries. 

The  following  order  of  the  President,  received  from  the  Department 
of  State,  is  promulgated  for  the  information  and  go'vernment  of  all 
officers  in  the  military  service  whom  it  may  concern  : 
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Department  op  State, 

Washington,  December  17,  1864. 
The  President  directs  that,  except  immigrant  passengers  directly 
entering  an  American  port  by  sea,  henceforth  no  traveller  shall  be 
allowed  to  enter  the  United  States  from  a  foreign  country  without  a 
passport.  If  a  citizen,  the  passport  must  be  from  this  Department 
or  from  some  United  States  Minister  or  Consul  abroad;  and  if  an 
alien,  from  the  competent  authority  of  his  own  country  ;  the  passport 
to  be  countersigned  by  a  diplomatic  agent  or  Consul  of  the  United 
States.  This  regulation  is  intended  to  apply  especially  to  persons 
proposing  to  come  to  the  United  States  from  the  neighboring  British 
provinces.  Its  observance  will  be  strictly  enforced  by  all  officers,  civil, 
military,  and  naval,  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  the  State 
and  municipal  authorities  are  requested  to  aid  in  its  execution.  It  is 
expected,  however,  that  no  immigrant  passenger,  coming  in  manner 
aforesaid,  will  be  obstructed,  or  any  other  persons  who  may  set  out  on 
their  way  hither  before  intelligence  of  this  regulation  could  reason- 
ably be  expected  to  reach  the  country  from  which  they  may  have 
started.

The  following  regulations  have  been  received  from  the  War  Depart- 
ment, and  are  published  to  the  Army: 

Soldiers  confined  by  civil  authority  are  not  entitled  to  pay  during 
such  confinement,  unless  discharged  therefrom  without  trial,  or  by  trial 
and  acquittal ;  and  Commanders  of  Companies  and  Detachments  are 
required  to  state  explicitly  upon  the  Muster  Rolls  of  their  Companies 
or  Detachments  the  periods  of  such  confinements,  and  whether  the 
soldiers  so  confined  were  discharged  without  trial,  and,  if  tried,  whether 
they  were  acquitted  or  convicted.

those  judged  fit  for  field  duty  to  their  regiments,  and  to  discharge  thoee 
whose  infirmities  unfit  them  for  any  duty.

I.. All  men  enlisted  into  the  Regular  Army  since  September  3,  1862, 
will  be  credited  upon  the  quota  of  the  State  in  which  they  were 
enlisted. 

The  Superintendents  of  Regimental  Recruiting  Service  will  forward 
to  Governors  of  States  (as  soon  as  possible)  a  list  of  all  men  enlisted 
into  the  Regular  Army,  by  Recruiting  Officers  under  their  commands, 
from  September  3,  1862,  to  January  1,  1864,  giving  the  names  of  the 
men,  and,  wherever  they  can  do  so,  the  district  in  which  they  were 
enlisted.  Also,  to  forward  to  you  hereafter  tri-monthly  reports  of  men 
thus  enlisted,  giving  the  names  of  the  men,  State,  district  of  enrollment, 
town,  and  county  in  which  they  were  enlisted,  such  reports  to  commence 
from  January  1,  1864, 

II.. All  the  Recruiting  Officers  will  pay  all  men  whom  they  enlist 
into  the  Regular  Army  twenty-five  dollars  bounty  and  two  dollars 
premium  immediately  on  enlistment. 

Will  also,  in  all  cases  where  the  Provost  Marshals  of  the  District  in 
which  they  are  recruiting  notify  them  that  they  have  men  who  desire 
to  enlist  into  the  Regular  Army,  proceed  to  their  offices,  and  make  out 
and  complete  their  papers ;  but  the  transfer  of  men  from  the  Volunteer 
service  into  the  Regular  Army,  after  they  have  been  definitely  enlisted  into 
the  Volunteer  service,  is  contrary  to  law. 

•III.. The  following  instructions,  concerning  credits  of  Regular 
soldiers  on  the  quotas  of  States  and  Towns,  are  furnished  for  the 
information  and  guidance  of  officers  recruiting  for  the  Regular  Army 
in  the  field : 

Recruits  will  be  credited  to  the  localities  from  which  they  reoei  ve 
local  bounties,  provided  their  enlistment  papers  show  them  enlisted  as 
of  said  localities. 

Soldiers  re-enlisting  will  be  credited  to  the  localities  to  which  the 
re-enlistments  show  them  as  belonging.  They  will  be  allowed  to  select 
the  places  from  which  they  prefer  to  re-enlist,  and  that  selection  will 
determine  the  quotas  on  which  they  will  be  credited. 

Monthly  lists  will  be  forwarded  to  this  office  of  all  the  men  who  may 
enlist  or  re-enlist,  specifying  their  names,  districts  of  enrollment,  and 


States.  You  will  also  forward  monthly  lists,  specifying  their  names, 
districts  of  enrollment,  towns,  and  counties  from  which  they  may  enlist 
or  re-enlist,  to  the  Governors  of  the  States  to  which  they  may  belong. 

IV-.  Superintendents  will  make  up  from  the  records  of  their  office  (as 
soon  as  possible)  separate  lists  for  each  State  of  all  the  men  enlisted 
into  the  Eegular  Army,  by  the  Recruiting  Officers  under  their  com- 
mand, in  each  State,  from  September  3,  1862,  to  January  1,  1864,  giv- 
ing the  names  of  the  men,  and,  wherever  they  can  do  so,  the  district  in 
which  they  were  enlisted,  and  send  them  to  the  Governors  of  the 
respective  States.  They  will  also  heteafter  make  consolidated  tri- 
monthly  reports  to  the  Governors  of  the  respective  States  of  the  men 
enlisted  into  the  Regular  Army,  by  the  Recruiting  Officers  under  their 
command,  in  each  State,  giving  the  names  of  the  men,  the  State, 
district  of  enrollment,  town,  and  county  in  which  they  were  enlisted. 

These  reports  will  commence  from  January  1,  1864. 

v.. All  Recruiting  Officers  will  make  their  contracts  for  board  and 
lodgings  separately :  and  send  their  contracts  for  board  direct  to  the 
Commissary  General  of  Subsistence,  and  for  lodgings,  to  this  office. 

To  render  those  contracts  valid,  each  sheet  must  have  a  five-cent 
internal  revenue  stamp  attached.

To  provide  for  the  discharge  and  remuster  of  Veteran  Volunteers, 
in  certain  cases  which  may  arise  in  the  respective  States,  the  following 
Regulations  are  announced  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all 
concerned : 

1.  Enlisted  men,  away  from  their  respective  regiments  or  companies, 
on  Recruiting  Service,  at  a  Draft  Rendezvous,  or  on  other  detached 
service,  which  prevented  them  from  being  discharged  and  remustered 
with  their  proper  commands  in  the  field,  may  be  discharged  and  re- 
mustered  in  their  respective  States ;  provided  they  were  placed  on  the 
aforesaid  detached  duty  by  the  order  of  the  Department,  Army,  or  Corps 
Commander  to  which  their  regiments  or  companies  belong,  or  in  which 
they  were  serving  at  the  date  the.order  detaching  them  was  issued. 

2.  Enlisted  men  who  were  not  within  the  re-enlistment  limits  at' the 
time  their  commands  were  furloughed,  and  who,  in  consequence  of  a 
declaration  of  intention  to  re-enlist,  were  permitted  to  go  on  furlough 
with  their  commands,  may,  upon  their  coming  within  the  limits,  (i.  e., 
have  served  two  years,)  be  discharged  and  remustered  in  the  States. 


3.  Enlisted  men  who  were  on  furlough  in  the  States  pnor  to  their 
companies  or  regiments  being  sent  thereto,  will,  at  the  expiration  of  their 
furloughs,  be  returned  promptly  to  the  armies  in  which  their  commands 
served,  there  to  be  discharged  and  remustered  as  Veterans,  if  they  are 
entitled  to  it. 

4.  Enlisted  men,  other  than  the  foregoing,  such  as  sick  and  convales- 
cents in  hospitals,  stragglers^  those  irregularly  detached  from  their  com. 
panics  and  regiments,  ^'c,  8fc.,  will,  in  no  case,  be  discharged  and 
remustered. 

Commanders  and  other  officers  under  whose  control  such  persons 
may  be,  will  take  immediate  measures  to  return  them,  at  the  earliest 
possible  date,  to  the  armies  to  which  their  regiments  and  companies 
belong,  there  to  be  discharged  and  remustered,  if  entitled  to  it.  If 
returned  and  remustered  prior  to  March  1,  1864,  they  will  receive  the 
increased  Veteran  Bounties  as  now  authorized. 

5.  The  Regulations  as  set  forth  in  General  Orders,  No.  359,  series  of 
1863,  will  be  applicable  to  the  discharges  and  remusters  as  herein 
authorized ;  the  Chief  Mustering  Officer  for  the  State,  and  his  assistants, 
performing  the  duties  assigned  the  Commissaries  and  Assistant  Com- 
missaries of  Musters.  In  so  far  as  relates  to  the  appointment  of  a 
Recruiting  Officer,  the  Chief  Mustering  Officer  will  act,  as  set  forth, 
for  a  regimental  commander,  (paragraph  4.) 

Rolls  must  be  promptly  forwarded  as  directed  in  paragraph  15, 
Mustering  Regulations.

forwarded  to  this  office,)  and  all  discharges  of  Volunteers,  except 
recruits  rejected  at  the  muster-in,  (who  are  discharged  by  the  Muster- 
ing Officer,  and  called  "rejected  recruits,")  will  be  given  OXLY  on  the 
order  of  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Corps  or  Department  in  which 
the  man  may  be  serving  at  the  time  of  discharge.  This  will  not  be 
understood  to  confer  upon  Corps  or  Department  Commanders  authority 
to  grant  discharges  to  enlisted  men,  except  by  Orders  from  the  War 
Department,  to  accept  promotion,  or  expiration  of  term  of  service,  for 
disability,  or  by  sentence  of  a  General  Court  Martial.  Officers  and 
soldiers  of  the  Volunteer  force,  discharged  on  expiration  of  term  of 
service,  should  be  mustered  out  of  service  by  the  Commissary  or  Assist- 
ant Commissary  of  Musters  for  their  command.

I.. To  persons  deputized  by  the  Provost  Marshal  General  to  arrest 
deserters  and  procure  recruits,  who  shall  deliver  to  the  proper  authority 
a  deserter  from  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  including  deserters  from 
the  late  draft,  (see  section  13,  Enrollment  Act,)  the  sum  of  $30  shall  be 
paid ;  said  payment  to  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  rules  now  gov- 
erning the  payment  of  reward  for  deserters.  No  expenses  of  apprehen- 
sion or  delivery  of  deserters  will  be  allowed. 

II.. Bounties,  &c.,  as  follows,  will  be  paid  to  all  persons  who  may 
be  properly  accepted  as  recruits,  in  accordance  with  this  order,  to  wit : 

To  every  recruit  who  is  p-  Veteran  Volunteer,  as  defined  in  General 
Orders  for  recruiting  Veteran  Volunteers,  one  month's  pay  in  advance, 
and  a  bounty  amounting  to  $400,  shall  be  paid,  as  follows : 

1.  At  the  general  rendezvous,  and  before  leaving  the  same  to 
join  his  regiment  or  company,  the  Veteran  Volunteer  re- 
cruit will  be  paid  one  month's  pay  in  advance $13  00

6.  At  the  first  regular  pay  day  after  two  years'  service,  in  addi-

7.  At  the  first  regular  pay  day  after  two  and  a  half  years'  ser- 

vice, in  addition  to  his  pay,  an  additional  installment  of 
bounty  will  be  paid 50  00 

8.  At  the  expiration  of  three  years'  service,,  or  to  any  soldier  who 

may -be  honorably  discharged  after  two  years'  service,  the 
remainder  of  the  bounty  will  be  paid 40  00 

To  all  other  recruits,  not  Veterans,  accepted  and  enlisted  as  herein 
required,  one  month's  pay  in  advance,  and,  in  addition,  a  bounty 
amounting  to  $300  shall  be  paid,  as  follows: 

1.  At  the  general  rendezvous,  and  before  leaving  the  same  to  join 

his  regiment  or  company,  the  recruit  accepted  under  this 
authority  will  be  paid  one  months'  pay  in  advance.  .$13  00 

First  installment  of  bounty 60  00

(To  be  paid  in  cash,  or  checks  for  transmittal,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  as  the  recruit  may  desire.)

At  the  first  regular  pay  day  after  eighteen  months'  service,  in 

addition  to  his  pay,  an  additional  installment  of  bounty 

will  be  paid $40  00 

6.  At  the  first  regular  pay  day  after  two  years'  service,  in  addi- 

tion to  his  pay,  an  additional  installment  of  bounty  will 
bepaid - 40  00 

7.  At  the  expiration  of  three  years'  service,  or  to  any  soldier  who 

may  be  honorably  discharged  after  two  years'  service,  the 
remainder  of  the  bounty  will  be  paid 40  00 

If  the  Government  shall  not  require  these  troops  for  the  full  period  of 
three  years,  and  they  shall  be  mustered  honorably  out  of  the  service 
before  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  enlistment,  they  shall  receive, 
upon  being  mustered  out,  the  whole  amount  of  bounty  remaining  un- 
paid, the  same  as  if  the  full  term  had  been  served.  The  legal  heirs  of 
recruits  who  die  in  service  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  whole  bounty 
remaining  unpaid  at  the  time  of  the  soldier's  death.

After  the  31st  of  March,  1864,  the 
bounty  to  soldiers  (both  Veteran  and  Recruits)  will  be  one  hundred  dol- 
lars only,  as  provided  bylaw  for  two  years'  service;  twenty -five  dollars 
of  this  to  be  in  advance,  together  with  one  month's  pay  in  advance.

1.  Officers  mustering  colored  troops  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  will  forward  to  the  Chief  Mustering  Officer  of  the  State,  (or  divi- 
sion of  the  State,  in  case  it  is  divided,)  monthly  and  tri-monthly  reports 
of  all  musters  they  may  make.  For  this  purpose,  the  blank  forms  fur- 
nished by  this  office  will  be  used.  Said  forms  will  be  supplied  by  the 
Chief  Mustering  Officer,  upon  whom  requisitions  should  be  made. 

2.  The  Chief  Mustering  Officer  for  the  State  (or  division)  will  consoli- 
date said  reports  on  the  forms  used  for  other  troops,  and  make  monthly 
and  tri-monthly  reports  thereof  to  this  office,  and  to  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral of  the  State,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  on  the  blank  forms. 
The  reports  must  he  made  and  kept  separate  from  those  for  white  troops. 

3.  Chief  Mustering  Officers  of  States  will  be  held  responsible  for  the 
faithful  execution  of  the  instructions  herein,  and  are  hereby  charged 
with  the  control  of  Mustering  Officers  of  colored  troops,  in  so  far  as  a 
prompt  and  accurate  rendition  of  the  required  reports  may  be  concerned.

1.  So  much  of  War  Department  General  Orders,  No.  105,  of  1863,  as 
forbids  the  "discharge  of  any  man  upon  Surgeon's  Certificate  of  Disa- 
bility, who  may  be  fit  for  service  in  the  Veteran  Reserve  Corps,"  is  so 
far  modified  as  not  to  include  enlisted  men  who  have  less  than  six 
months  to  serve. 

2.  Enlisted  men,  transferred  to  the  Veteran  Reserve  Corps,  who  may 
have  served  more  than  two  years,  and  who  desire  to  re-enlist  in  that 
Corps  for  three  years,  may  do  so,  and  will  be  paid  the  bounty  for  former 
service,  as  provided  by  existing  orders  of  the  War  Department.  Fur- 
loughs, not  exceeding  thirty  days,  may  be  granted  to  men  re-enlisting 
in  the  Veteran  Reserve  Corps,  at  the  discretion  of  the  proper  commanding 
officers.  Men  who  enlist  or  re-enlist  in  the  Veteran  Reserve  Corps  will 
be  credited  the  same  as  other  troops,  but  are  not  entitled  to  any  bounty 
or  premium  from  the  United  States  for  such  re-enlistment.

1.  The  following  paragraph  of  the  Revised  Army  Regulations  is  pub- 
lished for  the  information  of  all  concerned : 

1675.  Officers  of  the  volunteer  service  tendering  their  resignations,  will  forward 
them  through  the  intermediate  commanders  to  the  officer  commanding  the  department 
or  corps  d'armee  in  which  they  may  be  serving,  who  ia  authorized  to  grant  them 
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honorable  discharges.  This  commander  will  immediately  report  his  action  to  the  Adju- 
tant General  of  the  Army,  who  will  communicate  the  game  to  the  Governor  of  the 
State  to  which  the  officer  belongs.  A  clear  statement  of  the  cause  will  accompany 
every  resignation. 

Under  the  foregoing,  and  so  soon  as  the  order  for  discharge  has  been 
issued,  the  Corps  or  Department  Commander  will  'immediately  report 
his  action  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army,^^  by  causing  the  tender 
of  resignation,  upon  which  he  based  the  order,  to  be  forwarded  to  this 
office.

Attention  is  invited  to  that  portion  of  the  paragraph  requiring  a  clear 
statement  of  the  cause  to  accompany  every  resignation.  Under  this 
requirement,  the  reasons  must  be  fully  stated.  If  on  account  of  physi- 
cal disability,  the  required  medical  certificate  intended  to  accompany 
the  tender  of  resignation  must  state,  with  care,  thengjture  of  the  disease, 
w^ound,  or  other  disability;  the  period  during  which  the  officer  has 
suffered  under  its  effects,  and  if  contracted  in  the  line  of  duty.  If  the 
disability  existed  prior  to  entrance  into  the  United  States  service,  the 
fact  should  he  distinctly  stated. 

2.  The  records  of  this  office  attest  that  Department  and  Corps  Com- 
manders have,  in  many  instances,  failed  to  send  a  clear  statement 
(resignation  paper)  to  this  office.  Therefore,  upon  receipt  of  this  cir- 
cular, Corps  and  Department  Commanders  will  cause  the  records  of 
their  Headquarters  to  be  searched,  and  forward  to  this  office  all  tenders 
of  resignation  there  found.  Before  forwarding  them,  each  one  must 
be  endorsed  with  the  source,  number,  and  date  of  Order,  as  directed

I.. To  provide  for  certain  cases  of  muster  which  may  arise  at  the  dates 
the  original  terms  of  service  of  volunteer  organizations  icill  expire,  the 
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following  regulations  are  established  and  announced  for  the  informa- 
tion and  guidance  of  all  concerned.  Their  execution  will  be  under  the 
supervision  and  direction  of  the  Commissaries  of  Musters  for  Corps 
and  Departments : 

MUSTERS-OUT  AND  DISCHARGES  fROM  VETERAN  EEGEVIENTS  WHERE 
THREE-FOURTHS  THEREOF  HAVE  RE-ENLISTED. 

1.  In  regiments  where  three-fourths  (|)  of  the  men  have  re-enlisted — 
and  which  are  therefore  Veteran — the  organization  they  may  have  at  the 
dates  of  expiration  of  term  (see  sec.  1,  General  Remarks)  icill  he  main- 
tained; but  all  men  who  have  not  re-enlisted  (except  those  who  have 
joined  since  date  of  original  organization)  will,  on  said  date,  be  mus- 
tered out  and  discharged  the  service. 

The  musters-out  will  be  made  by  the  Assistant  Commissary  of  Mus- 
ters of  the  Division  to  which  the  troops  belong,  and  that  officer  will  be 
held  strictly  accountable  that  the  muster-out  rolls  are  accurate,  and 
made  out  in  accordance  with  the  Mustering  Regulations. 

A  separate  muster-out  roll  will  be  made,  on  the  prescribed  form, /or 
the  detachment  from  each  company.^ 

Particular  attention  is  invited  to  the  Mustering  Regulations,  in  so 
far  as  the  formal  discharge  paper  of  the  Volunteer  is  concerned.  (See 
sec.  5,  General  Remarks.) 

After  the  muster-out  and  discharge  papers  shall  have  been  fully  pre- 
pared, the  Department  or  Corps  Commander  will  cause  the  discharged 
men  to  be  formed  into  detachments,  under  competent  officers,  and  for- 
ward them  to  the  States  (see  sec.  6,  General  Remarks)  to  which  they 
respectively  belong,  there  to  be  paid  off,  promptly,  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  Paymaster  General  may  establish. 

The  senior  officer  of  each  detachment  will  take  charge  of  the  muster- 
out  rolls  and  discharge  papers,  and  be  responsible  for  their  safety  until 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Paymaster. 

Officers  for  Veteran  Regiments. 

2.  Under  paragraph  9  of  General  Orders,  No.  191,  1863,  it  is  an- 
nounced that  officers  in  service  Avhose  regiments  or  companies  may 
re-enlist,  ( now  applicable  to  regiments  or  companies  where  three-fourths 
have  re-enlisted,)  will  have  their  commissions  and  rank  continued.  To 
this  end,  officers  will  continue  to  serve,  under  existing  musters,  until 
the  original  term  of  their  regiments  shall  have  expired,  when  they  will

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be  rcmustered,  under  their  existing  commissions,  for  three  years.  To 
secure  the  back  rank — not  pay — of  the  grade  in  which  they  may  be 
remustered,  the  Assistant  Commissary  of  Musters  will  make  the  fol- 
lowing remark  upon  the  remuster-in  roll:  "  To  rank  from ,  186 — , 

under  paragraph  9,  General  Orders,  No.  191,  War  Department,  1863." 
No  provision  herein  will  be  construed  as  authorizing  the  retention  in 
service  of  unfit  officers.  All  such  should  be  reported  by  the  Depart- 
ment or  Army  Commander  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army,  with 
the  view  to  their  discharge. 

MUSTERS-OtJT  OF  EEGIMENTS  NOT  VETERAN. 

3.  Where  regiments  fall  under  the  provisions  of  section  1,  General 
Remarks,  and  less  than  three-fourths  thereof  have  re-cnlisted,  the  re-enlisted 
men  and  all  recruits  (drafted  and  volunteer)  who  have  joined  the  regiment 
since  the  date  of  its  original  muster-in,  (section  1,  General  Remarks,) 
will  be  formed  into  one  or  more  companies  of  the  legal  maximum  stand- 
ard, and  officered  by  such  officers  as  may  be  selected  by  the  Department 
or  Army  Commander.  The  remainder  of  the  regiment  will  then  be 
placed  en  route  to  the  State,  there  to  be  mustered  out  and  paid  off  in 
accordance  with  the  Mustering  Regulations  of  the  Army. 

In  regiments  falling  under  the  provisions  of  section  2,  General  Re- 
marks, and  where  less  than  three-fourths  have  re-enlisted  at  the  dates  the 
periods  of  service  of  the  respective  companies  expire,  the  men  thereof 
entitled  to  discharge,  and  the  company  officers,  (present  and  absent,)  will 
be  mustered  out  by  the  Assistant  Commissary  of  Musters  of  the  Divi- 
sion, in  accordance  with  the  rules  enunciated  in  section  1  of  paragraph 
1.  The  remainder  (re-enlisted  men  and  recruits  who  have  joined  since 
date  of  original  organization)  will  be  temporarily  assigned  to  the  last 
company  to  be  mustered  out.  When  the  men  of  all  the  companies  entitled 
to  discharge  have  thus  been  disposed  of,  the  remainder  will  bo  formed 
into  one  or  more  companies  of  the  legal  maximum  standard,  and  officered 
by  such  officers  as  may  be  selected  by  the  Army  or  Department  Com- 
mander. 

II.  -Nothing  herein  -uill  be  considered  as  interfering  with  the  require- 
ments of  General  Orders,'  No.  182,  series  of  J  863,  from  this  office. 

General  Remarks. 

III..1.  Where  all  the  companies  of  a  regiment  were  mustered  in 
within  two  (2)  months  of  the  date  at  which  the  organization  commenced, 
the  date  of  muster-out  of  the  organization  will  he  determined  by  reckoning 
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the  period  of  service  from  the  date  of  muster-in  of  the  last  company.  In 
accordance  with  this,  if  the  last  company  of  a  regiment  was  mustered 
into  service  on  the  20th  of  May,  1861,  (that  date  is  considered  as  the 
date  of  original  organization  and  mnster-in  of  the  regiment,)  the  period 
of  service  of  the  regiment  will  expire  May  19,  1864,  (expiration  of  orig- 
inal term,)  and,  at  that  date,  all  the  members  of  the  regiment,  except 
re-enlisted  ones,  and  those  who  have  joined  since  date  of  original  organiza- 
tion, should  be  discharged. 

2.  Where  there  is  a  difference  of  two  months  or  more  between  the 
dates  of  muster-in  of  the  first  and  last  companies,  the  companies  will  be 
mustered  out  separately,  and.  the  field  and  staff  reduced  proportionally, 
and  in  the  inverse  order  in  which  they  were  mustered  in,  under  para- 
graph 85,  Mustering  Regulations.  The  field  officers,  however,  to  be 
mustered  out  at  each  stage  of  the  reduction,  will  rest  with  the  Com- 
mander of  the  Army  or  Department.  The  musters-ont  will  be  made  by 
the  Assistant  Commissary  of  Musters  for  the  Division. 

3.  When  troops  are  mustered  out  of  service,  all  officers  and  men, 
present  and  absent,  who  are  entitled  to  he  discharged,  will  be  considered 
as  mustered  out  at  one  time  and  place,  except  prisoners  of  war,  who  will 
ber  considered  as  in  service  until  their  arrival  in  a  loyal  State,  with  an 
allowance  of  time  necessary  for  them  to  be  returned  to  their  respective 
places  of  enrollment.  With  officers  and  men  of  this  class,  commanding 
officers  of  regiments  and  companies  will  exercise  great  care  in  stating, 
in  the  remarks  on  the  muster-out  rolls,  the  dates  and  places  of  capture, 
thus: 

Prisoner  of  war.     Captured  at ,  December ,  186 — . 

4.  Officers  and  men  absent  from  their  commands,  on  detached  service, 
sick  in  hospital,  or  paroled,  (after  the  officer  under  whose  command  they 
may  he  has  satisfied  himself  that  their  terms  of  service  have  expired, )  will 
be  furnished  with  transportation  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  to 
the  place  where  the  regiment  is  to  be  mustered  out,  in  time  to  be  pres- 
ent at  the  said  muster.  The  transportation  will  be  furnished  upon  the 
requisition  of  the  commanding  officer  under  whom  the  officer  or  soldier 
may  be  serving,  or  of  the  surgeon  in  charge  of  the  hospital  where  he 
may  be  sick.  The  descriptive  lists  of  the  men  will  accompany  them,  and 
be  turned  over  to  the  officer  who  may  be  charged  with  mustering  out 
the  force,  by  whom  (after  the  data  therefrom  has  been  entered  on  the 
muster-out  rolls)  they  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the 
Army.  If  from  sickness,  or  other  proper  cause,  enlisted  men  cannot  be 
sent  in  time,  as  above  directed,  they  will  be  discharged  at  the  hospital, 
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and  their  final  papers  there  made  out,  under  direction  of  the  surgeon  in 
charge,  and  forwarded  to  the  commander^having  the  power  to  discharge, 
as  in  the  case  of  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability.  The  principles  an- 
nounced in  paragraphs  3  and  15,  Appendix  "B,"  Revised  Army  Regu- 
lations, will  be  applied  in  such  cases ;  and  with  a  view  to  determining 
claims  for  pension,  all  information  will  be  given  in  the  papers  which 
will  throw  light  on  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  soldier's  sickness. 

5.  The  following  extracts  from  the  Mustering  Regulations  are  pub- 
lished for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned  : 

"Whenever  volunteers,  or  militia,  are  mustered  for  final  discharge, 
on  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  service  a  discharge  will  he  furnished 
for  each  officer  and  soldier,  whether  present  or  absent. 

' '  The  blanks  for  these  must  be  filled  with  great  care  and  neatness, 
and  signed,  with  ofiicial  rank  affixed,  (at  the  left  hand,)  by  the  colonel 
or  other  regimental  commander  for  the  field  and  stafi^,  by  captains  or 
other  company  commanders  for  their  respective  companies,  and  by  the 
Mustering  Officer,  and  by  the  Mustering  Officer  returned  to  the  said 
commanders  for  delivery  to  the  individuals."

6.  As  a  general  rule,  in  returning  troops  to  their  States  for  muster- 
out,  they  will  be  sent  to  the  points  therein  where  they  were  mustered 
in,  there  to  be  met  by  mustering  officers  and  paymasters. 

7.  To  hasten  the  muster-out  of  troops,  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
regimental  and  company  commanders,  under  the  direction  of  the  Com- 
missary of  Musters  of  the  Corps  or  Department  and  Assistant  Commis- 
sary of  Musters  for  the  Division,  to  look  after  the  data  necessary  for  the 
preparation  of  the  muster-out  rolls.  To  this  end  it  is  directed  that  each 
company  commander  shall  have  the  muster-out  roll  of  his  company,  or 
such  men  thereof  as  are  to  be  discharged,  made  out  in  rough,  so  that  it 
can  be  quickly  arranged,  and  a  fair  copy  made  at  the  required  time. 

8.  As  the  interest  of  an  enlisted  man  is  always  prejudiced  if  his  record 
on  the  rolls  is  imperfect,  Mustering  Officers  and  Paymasters  will 
promptly  report  all  officers  who  may  neglect  to  have  the  rolls  of  their 
regiments  and  companies  accurately  made  out,  with  a  view  to  their 
being  recommended  for  dismissal  from  the  service. 

IV.. In  mustering  out  independent  companies  and  batteries,  or  frac- 
tional parts  thereof,  the  principles,  so  far  as  applicable,  laid  down  herein 
for  regiments,  will  be  observed.  Questions  which  may  arise  relative 
thereto  will  be  decided  by  Department  and  Army  Commanders.

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number  of  not  less  than  five  hundred,  the  new  recruits  already  enlisted 
for  such  regiments  shall  stand  on  the  same  footing  as  recruits  enlisting 
in  old  reginJents  in  the  field ;  and  the  new  recruits  so  enlisted,  or  that 
may  enlist  to  fill  up  such  regiments,  may  be  paid  the  same  bounty  as 
recruits  to  old  existing  regiments,  to  wit :  three  hundred  dollars,  ($300.)

Chief  Mustering  Officers  of  the  respective  States  will  be  prepared,  at 
all  tiroes,  to  muster  out  of  service  such  regiments  of  Volunteers,  or 
detachments  thereof,  as  may  be  entitled  to  their  discharge. 

In  mustering  out  troops,  particular  attention  is  invited  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  Mustering  Regulations,  in  connection  with  Circular  No.  36, 
current  series,  from  this  office.  Great  care  must  be  taken  to  prevent  the 
muster-out  and  discharge  of  men  who  are  not  entitled  to  the  same. 

Timely  requisitions  should  be  made  for  the  necessary  blank  forms  for 
muster-out  and  discharge. 

Timely  notice  should  be  given  if  the  force  of  Mustering  Officers  on 
duty  is  not  sufficient  to  muster-out  and  discharge  the  troops  promptly. 

The  Pay  Department  should  be  advised  of  the  arrival  of  regiments, 
or  detachments,  so  that  no  delay  will  ensue  in  making  the  necessary 
payments. 

So  soon  as  a  regiment  or  detachment  is  mustered  out  and  paid  off, 
the  Chief  Mustering  Officer  will  make  report  thereof  to  this  office,  stating 
therein  the  dates  of  muster-out,  payment,  and  arrival  in  the  State.

1.  The  Secretary  of  War  directs  that,  in  cases  where  officers  and 
enlisted  men  (such  as  exchanged  prisoners,  convalescents,  etc.)  are  to 
be  sent  to  their  regiments  in  the  field,  they  shall  not  be  forwarded  unless 
it  is  probable  that  they  will  reach  their  regiments  in  time  to  serve  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  service. 

2t  The  attention  of  all  commanders  is  invited  to  the  orders  from  this 
office,  directing  that  the  men  whose  terms  of  service  expire  at  the  expi- 
ration of  the  original  term  of  the  regiment,  should  be  sent  to  the  State 
to  which  the  regiment  belongs,  to  be  mustered  out  under  the  superin- 
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tendence  of  the  Chief  Mustering  Officer  of  the  State.  When  the  term 
of  service  of  enlisted  men  expires  at  other  times,  they  should  be  mus- 
tered out  of  service  by  the  Commissary  or  Assistant  Commissary  of 
Musters  of  the  command  in  which  they  may  be  serving.  When  enlisted 
men  are  too  sick  to  travel  to  the  proper  place  of  muster-out,  they  will 
be  discharged  for  disability,  in  the  usual  way,  stating,  in  addition,  the 
fact  that  the  soldier's  terrh  of  service  has  expired.  The  discharge  of  men 
of  the  Veteran  Eeserve  Corps  is  provided  for  by  Circular  No.  12,  cm-rent 
series,  from  this  office.

The  following  instructions  for  the  transportation,  care,  etc.,  of  cav- 
alry horses,  are  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all 
concerned : 

RECEIVING  HORSES  INTO   SERVICE. 

The  faithful  execution  of  the  instructions  issued  from  the  Cavalry- 
Bureau  for  the  inspection  of  cavalry  horses  is  required,  in  order  that  no 
horses  but  those  actually  fit  for  this  arm  of  the  service  may  be  received. 

After  horses  have  been  accepted,  and  before  they  can  be  issued  to 
troops,  the  officer  having  them  in  charge  should  employ  the  necessary 
force  to  take  good  care  of  them — not  less  than  one  man  to  twenty  horses — 
and,  whenever  they  can  be  procured,  the  full  allowance  of  forage  and 
stables. 

Exercise  is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  horse  ;  and  where  the  force  is 
not  sufficient  to  properly  exercise  the  horses  by  riding  and  leading  them, 
enclosures  should  be  provided,  into  which  they  may  be  turned  for 
several  hours  each  day  in  good  weather. 

The  feeding  should  be  regular  and  frequent.  The  stomach  of  the 
horse  is  smaller  than  that  of  any  other  animal,  in  proportion  to  his  size, 
thus  showing  that  nature  intended  him  to  feed  frequently.  The  ration 
of  forage  divided  into  three  feeds  will  go  farther  than  when  given  in 
two.  The  forage  should  never  be  fed  on  the  ground ;  for,  besides  being 
wasted,  the  horse  is  liable  to  injure  his  digestion  by  the  gravel  and  sand 
which  he  takes  up.  Horses  have  been  known  to  die  from  the  effects  of 
this,  with  over  one  hundred  pounds  of  sand  in  their  stomachs.  In  the 
field  the  grain  should  always  be  given  in  the  nose-bag,  and  the  men 
required  to  watch  the  horses  until  they  are  done  feeding. 

Horses  should  be  watered  at  least  twice  daily;  and,  when  employed, 
oftener,  depending  on  the  labor  they  are  undergoing.  They  should 
never  be  watered  or  fed  when  warm  with  exercise,  nor  be  severely  exer- 
cised immediately  after  feeding  and  watering.  Galloping  horses  to  and 
from  water  should  never  be  permitted. 

Grooming  regularly  is  highly  important,  and  the  forage  can  be  better 
reduced  than  that  this  should  be  omitted.  The  horse's  sheath  should 
be  well  washed  and  greased  at  least  once  a  month.  Hence  the  import- 
ance of  the  attendance  of  officers  at  stable-call,  for  men  will  be  derelict 
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in  these  duties,  as  well  as  the  feeding  and  watering,  unless  the  officers 
give  personal  attention  to  them. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

The  transportation  of  horses,  whether  by  railroad,  steamer,  or  the 
march,  requires  experience,  care,  and  system. 

By  railroad.— Horses  should  be  placed  in  the  cars  as  compactly  as 
possible,  to  prevent  their  turning  round  or  lying  down.  The  bottom  of 
the  cars  should  be  covered  to  the  depth  of  a  foot  with  hay  or  straw. 
The  shoes  should  be  taken  from  the  hind  feet ;  the  fore  feet  should  be 
shod.  Horses  are  most  rapidly  placed  in  the  cars  by  filling  up  the  ends 
first,  and  facing  them  in  the  opposite  direction  from  that  in  which  they 
are  led,  so  that  the  four  horses  in  the  centre  may  be  led  straight  into 
their  places.     They  should  be  tied  short. 

From  thirteen  to  fifteen  horses  can  be  placed  in  one  car.  A  sufficient 
number  of  men  should  go  with  each  shipment  of  horses  to  watch  them, 
and,  whenever  the  train  stops,  to  inspect  the  cars  and  see  that  no  acci- 
dent has  happened.  They  should  be  provided  with  hatchets,  saw,  and 
nails,  to  replace  planks  knocked  off,  and  to  extricate  horses  that  catch 
their  feet  between  the  planking. 

Horses  should  not  remain  in  the  cars  more  than  twelve  hours.  With 
this  view  stations  should  be  designated  on  the  line  of  transit,  about 
twelve  hours  apart,  where  the  horses  may  be  taken  out,  watered,  fe^., 
and  rested  for  twelve  hours,  before  continuing  their  journey. 

By  water. — Steam  vessels  should  always  be  selected  for  transportation 
of  horses.  When  these  cannot  be  supplied,  the  transports  should  be 
towed  by  steamers.  Forage  for  the  borses  should  be  loaded  on  the  same 
ves-sel,  and  in  sufficient  quantity  to  give  the  horses  the  regular  allow- 
ance for  the  usual  number  of  days  required  for  the  j  ourney .  Men  enough 
should  accompany  the  borses  to  water  and  feed  them  and  police  the 
stalls. 

To  embark  and  disembark  horses  by  slings. — Slings  should  be  prepared, 
made  of  stout  canvas,  about  2^  to  2i  feet  wide,  and  4^  or  five  feet  long. 
This  mode  is  usually  necessary  where  there  are  no  wharves,  and  requires 
time,  as  the  boats  or  lighters  are  necessarily  few.  The  difficulty  is 
.increased  where  horses  must  be  hoisted  and  lowered  into  lighters  at  the 
shore,  and  again  alongside  of  the  transports.  A  wooden  stall  may  be 
constructed,  into  which  the  horse  can  be  led  and  fastened  by  a  cross- 
bar, and  then  raised  or  lowered  more  conveniently  than  with  a  sling. 
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In  hoisting  and  lowering  horses  from  one  vessel  to  another,  care 
should  be  taken  that  the  sling  is  strong  and  secure,  and  that  the  horse 
is  blindfolded,  for  he  is  then  less  troublesome.  His  head  must  be  con- 
trolled, and  held  until  the  horse  is  fairly  off  his  feet ;  for  this  reason  he 
must  be  raised  quickly.  A  double  guy  should  be  fastened  to  the  horse's 
head,  in  order  to  have  him  under  control  when  lowered  into  the  hold,  to 
prevent  the  horse  striking  his  head  against  the  deck,  for  when  his  feet 
touch  he  is  apt  to  plunge. 

To  embark  horses  where  the  vessel  cdimot  reach  the  wharf,  fiat  light- 
ers are  requisite ;  into  these  the  horses  step  from  the  shore,  or  by  means 
of  gangways,  which  may  be  easily  placed.  They  should  be  placed 
athwart  the  boat,  the  horses  heads  in  an  opposite  direction.  Sand  or 
straw  should  be  put  in  the  bottom  of  the  boats  to  protect  them,  and  to 
prevent  the  horses  from  slipping. 

The  following  regulations  should  be  observed : 

"Horses  should  not  be  put  on  board  after  severe  exercise,  or  when 
heated.  In  hoisting  them  on  board,  the  slings  should  be  made  fast  to 
a  hook  at  the  end  of  the  fall,  or  the  knot  tied  by  an  expert  seaman,  so 
that  it  may  be  well  secured  and  easily  loosened.  The  horse  should  be 
run  up  quickly,  to  prevent  him  from  plunging,  and  should  be  steadied 
by  guide  ropes.  A  halter  is  placed  on  him  before  he  is  lifted  from  the 
ground. 

"On  board,  care  is  to  be  taken  that  the  horses  are  not  over-fed;  bran 
should  form  part  of  their  ration.  The  face,  eyes,  and  nostrils  of  each 
horse  are  to  be  washed  at  the  usual  stable  hours,  and  occasionally  the 
mangers  should  be  washed,  and  the  nostrils  of  the  horses  sponged  with 
vinegar  and  water. 

"In  loading  vessels  with  stores  for  a  military  expedition,  the  cargo 
of  each  should  be  composed  of  an  assortment  of  such  stores  as  may  be 
available  for  service  in  case  of  the  non-arrival  of  others,  and  they 
should  be  placed  on  board  in  such  a  manner  that  they  may  be  easily 
reached  in  the  order  in  Avhich  they  are  required  for  service.  Each  store- 
ship  should  be  marked,  at  the  bow  and  stern,  on  both  sides,  in  large 
characters,  with  a  distinctive  letter  and  number.  A  list  is  to  be  made 
of  the  stores  on  board  of  each  vessel,  and  of  the  place  where  they  are 
to  be  found  in  it ;  a  copy  of  this  list  to  be  sent  to  the  chief  officer  of  the 
proper  department  in  the  expedition,  or  at  the  place  of  destination." 

The  uncertainty  of  the  length  of  a  voyage,  the  necessity  of  increased 
precautions  to  prevent  injuries  to  the  horses,  the  difficulty  in  stowing 
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the  forage  on  long  voyages,  are  the  principal  ol3Jections  to  sailing 
vessels.  Steamers  are  far  preferable.  Horses  should  be  stowed  com- 
pactly, hitched  short,  and  no  more  freedom  allowed  than  is  absolutely 
necessary. 

Disembarkation. — Where  lighters  cannot  be  had  and  the  transports 
cannot  approach  the  landing,  it  is  necessary  to  swim  the  horses  ashore. 
In  such  cases  the  vessels  should  be  anchored  close  to  the  landing.  The 
horses  are  then  hoisted  out  of  the  vessels  into  the  water.  Men  in  boats 
willjrelease  the  horse  from  the  sling,  or  he  may  be  set  free  by  a  line 
from  the  deck,  connected  with  a  slip-knot,  which  may  be  loosened 
when  the  horse  reaches  the  water ;  or  a  man  descends  by  the  rope  with 
the  horse,  releases  him  when  he  reaches  the  water,  and  is  drawn  up 
again  with  the  sling. 

When  horses  are  landed  by  swimming,  their  halters  should  be  left  on 
with  the  strap  loose,  so  that  they  may  be  readily  caught  when  they 
reach  the  shore  by  men  stationed  to  receive  them.  The  horses  are  fre- 
quently confused  when  they  find  themselves  in  the  water,  and  swim 
round  the  vessel  until  they  are  exhausted.  Men  in  boats,  by  leading 
one  cr  two  horses,  can  induce  the  others  to  follow  to  the  landing. 

Transports  liable  to  be  exposed  to  heavy  seas  should  be  prepared  so 
as  to  prevent  the  horses  from  being  injured  by  the  vessel's  motion. 
The  horses  should  be  baled  up  with  hay,  or  supported  by  slings  and 
breeching,  to  prevent  them  from  being  knocked  and  bniised  against  the 
stanchions  or  sides  of  the  stall. 

The  following  description  of  a  model  English  transport  for  horses 
used  in  the  Crimean  war  is  taken  from  Delafield's  Report,  and  furnishes 
useful  hints  even  when  less  means  are  furnished : 

"  The  forage  is  stowed  in  the  after  hold.  On  the  spar  deck  the  plat- 
forms of  the  stalls  are  raised  two  inches  off  the  deck  to  admit  of  clean- 
ing, draining,  and  washing.  The  platform  is  in  sections  for  every  two 
stalls,  and  may  be  shifted.  Every  eight  stalls  can  be  moved  bodily  by 
disengaging  some  fastenings.  Every  stall  is  numbered.  The  platforms 
or  floors  are  made  of  elm  plank  in  preference  to  any  other.  Between 
decks  four  posts  of  four-and-a-half-inch  by  five-inch  stuif,  secured  to 
the  deck  below  and  beams  above,  at  the  corners  of  the  stalls,  form  the 
rectangle  within  which  the  horse  is  placed.  They  are  spaced  six  feet 
six  inches  from  front  to  rear,  and  two  feet  three  inches  to  two  feet  four 
inches  in  width.  Grooves  are  formed  by  nailing  battens  on  the  faces  of 
these  uprights  to  admit  of  two-inch  plank  on  the  sides  and  ends,  which 
A.  G.  O.  Cms.— 3 
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are  padded,  inclosing  the  stall.  This  padding  is  of  cow-hide  felt, 
wherever  the  horse  can  reach  it  with  his  mouth,  and  with  straw  in  other 
places,  it  being  found  that  the  straw  stuflSng,  although  well  covered  by 
blankets  or  other  woolen  material,  is  discovered  by  the  horse  and  cer- 
tam  to  be  eaten  if  within  his  reach. 

"  To  the  head-boards  is  hung  a  feed  box.  The  other  end  of  the  stall 
is  placed  so  far  from  the  side  of  the  ship  as  to  admit  of  a  passage 
between  it  and  the  ship,  and  of  a  person  passing  freely  to  clean  that 
end  of  the  stall ;  two  feet  suffice  for  this  passage-way.  - 

"Halter  rings  are  provided  in  every  head-post,  four  feet  above  the 
floor,  to  which  the  horse's  head  is  secured  by  a  rope  halter  attached  to 
a  canvas  head-stall. 

"It  is  necessary  to  have  a  double  halter  fastened  to  the  halter  rings 
on  the  right  and  left,  to  prevent  the  animals  interfering  with  each  other 
while  feeding  or  at  rest. 

' '  Sling  eye-bolts  are  fastened  to  the  deck  over  the  centre  of  each  stall, 
by  which  the  horse  is  supported  with  a  wide  band  passing  under  his 
belly,  whenever  his  situation  requires  it,  and  never  done  until  necessary, 
it  being  best  to  let  the  animal  rest  on  his  feet  as  long  as  possible.  The 
size  of  this  sling  or  belly-band  is  four  feet  by  two  feet,  with  a  strong 
piece  of  wood  sewed  in  the  canvas  at  each  end,  keeping  it  extended. 
To  this  is  attached  the  slinging  ropes  formed  as  a  bridle. 

"The  height  from  the  deck  to  the  beams  of  the  spar  deck  is  six  feet 
ten  inches.  The  head-board  and  two  side-boards  are  about  twelve 
inches  wide;  they  ship  and  unship  at  pleasure.  When  the  horses  are 
conrlng  on  board  all  these  side  pieces  are  disengaged,  when  the  horse 
passes  from  the  hatchway  through  this  open  passage  to  the  most  distant 
stall ;  then  the  side  plank  is  put  in  place,  another  horse  is  brought  and 
placed  alongside,  thus  filling  every  stall  to  the  hatchway  by  an  unin- 
terrupted passage.  They  are  taken  out  in  the  inverse  order,  commencing 
with  the  horse  nearest  the  hatchway.  In  case  a  horse  is  sick  or  dis- 
abled, and  it  is  found  necessary  to  move  him  while  at  sea  from  his  stall, 
the  feed-box  is  unhooked,  the  head-board  is  unshipped,  and  he  is  taken 
thence  into  the  narrow  passage  or  gangway  separating  the  rows  of 
stalls  and  between  the  feed  boxes  of  contiguous  rows.  Although  in  this 
ship  the  padded  tail-board  was  permanently  fastened  to  the  upright  cor- 
ner posts,  it  was  considered  advisable  that  it,  as  the  other  pieces  inclos- 
ing the  stable,  should  be  made  to  ship  and  unship  at  pleasure,  and  that 
stronger  stuff  than  two-inch  plank  should  be  used,  as  the  animal  is  apt 
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to  throw  his  weight  back  and  rest  upon  it,  for  which  reason  the  upper 
inner  comer  should  be  well  rounded  and  padded.  The  regulations  of 
the  ship,  no  matter  what  troops  come  on  board,  must  be  strictly  ob- 
served. They  require  that  the  decks  under  the  stalls  be  washed  daily  ; 
the  stalls  cleaned  after  every  feed,  and  especially  at  seven  p.  m.;  the 
men  who  are  on  duty  to  watch  and  guard  the  horses  never  to  be  allowed 
to  quit  their  posts,  unless  instantly  replaced  by  a  relief;  the  guard  of 
the  stalls  sends  for  a  non-commissioned  officer  and  farrier  when  neces- 
sary, never  leaving  to  go  for  them ;  nostrils  of  the  horses  to  be  sponged 
morning  and  evening ;  mangers  washed  with  vinegar  and  water  in  the 
morning  and  evening ;  stalls  sprinkled  occasionally  with  solution  of 
chloride  of  zinc ;  feed  not  to  exceed  six  pounds  of  corn  per  day,  there 
being  great  danger  in  over- feeding ;  feed  and  water  at  6  a.  m.,  11  a.  jn., 
and  5^  p.  m.;  all  that  refuse  feed  to  be  reported  to  the  non-commis- 
sioned officer  and  farrier;  it  is  an  indication  of  the  health  of  the  animal. 
The  ration  at  sea  is  about  nine  pounds  of  hay  to  four  or  five  pounds  of 
corn,  with  bran  at  discretion.  This  allowance  is  found  to  be  abundant 
on  trial.  Every  eight  stalls  are  provided  with  a  scraper,  brush,  and 
shovel.  The  chloride  of  zinc  is  freely  used  throughout  the  voyage 
between  decks,  as  also  chloride  of  lime. 

"Ample  provision  is  also  made  for  the  troops  that  accompany  the 
horses ;  sixteen  berths  are  provided  in  two  large  state-rooms  as  a  hos- 
pital exclusively ;  an  apothecary  shop,  water-closets,  and  a  bath-room 
are  fitted  up  adjoining  these  state-rooms. 

' '  The  troop  deck  is  on  the  same  deck  as  the  hospital  and  apothecary 
shop,  with  windows  or  ports  through  the  ship's  side  for  ventilation. 
On  the  same  deck  is  a  commissariat  provision  store,  a  spirit-room,  a 
bread-room,  and  slop-room,  (clothing.)  No  horses  are  on  this  deck^ 
The  commander  of  this  admirably  arranged  transport  does  not  recom- 
mend hammocks  for  the  troops ;  his  experience  induces  him  to  give  the 
preference  to  the  troops  sleeping  on  the  deck,  rolling  up  their  blankets 
by  day.  To  ventilate  the  furnace,  he  forms,  from  near  the  floor  of  the 
furnace-room  to  the  deck,  vertical  spaces  or  compartments,  separated 
from  each  other  by  sail  cloth,  so  that  the  warm  air  may  freely  ascend 
one  column  and  the  cold  air  descend  the  other  uninterruptedly,  not 
coming  in  contact  with  each  other.  For  this  purpose  he  simply  divides 
the  furnace-room  hatchway  into  three  equal  spaces  by  fore-and-aft  par- 
titions of  sail  cloth,  where  the  heated  air  from  the  furnace,  ash-pit,  and 
front  of  the  boiler  ascends  by  the  partition,  while  fresh  atmospheric 
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air  descends  by  the  adjacent  partition.  He  has  found  this  arrange- 
ment very  satisfactory  and  conrenient,  working  by  natural  causes,  and 
not,  as  with  the  -wind  sail,  relying  upon  the  force  of  the  wind  to  drive 
a  column  of  air  against  one  that  in  most  cases  is  ascending  from  natural 
causes.  The  simplicity  and  efficiency  of  Captain  Priest's  design  recom- 
mend it  to  all  parties  interested  in  steamers  navigating  warm  latitudes. 
So  perfect  was  the  discipline,  ventilation,  and  purification  by  chlorides 
of  this  ship  throughout,  that  it  was  not  possible  to  discover  from  the 
smell  that  horses  had  ever  been  transported  in  her.  One  day  sufficed 
to  take  on  board  all  the  animals  she  could  accommodate.  The  officer 
charged  with  overlooking  and  inspecting  the  horse  transports  in  Eng- 
land destined  for  the  Mediterranean  recommended,  as  the  result  of  his 
experience,  the  following  system  as  best  calculated  to  land  the  horses 
at  their  destination  sound  and  fit  for  service : 

' ' '  Fasting  for  some  hours  before  embarkation  in  all  cases  where  slings 
are  used  to  get  them  on  ship-board,  as  the  pressure  of  the  slings  on  the 
distended  belly  is  apt  to  injure  the  animal.  When  practicable,  walk 
the  horses  on  board  by  a  gangway,  as  well  as  from  the  spar  to  the  lower 
deck  by  an  inclined  plane  in  the  hatchway,  which  is  practicable  in 
some  steamers  having  long  hatchway  openings.  For  hoisting  on  board, 
a  canvas  horse-sling  is  preferred  to  the  solid  wooden  horse-bos,  as  more 
expeditious  and  much  less  dangerous.  In  the  former  case  the  horse 
cannot  injure  himself  by  kicking,  Avhile  in  the  latter  he  may  do  so 
against  the  sides  of  the  box.  A  proper  sling  must  have  a  breech-band 
and  breast-girth ;  to  the  latter  should  be  attached  a  band  passing  over 
the  withers  to  prevent  its  slipping  down  below  the  breastbone.  These 
parts  must  all  be  securely  fastened  to  each  other  and  tested  by  an  excess 
.of  weight.  The  danger  to  guard  against  is  slipping  through  the  slings. 
When  hoisting,  no  delay  should  be  permitted.  It  should  be  done  in 
the  shortest  time  compatible  with  safety.  At  the  commencement,  after 
a  certainty  that  all  is  right,  it  should  be  done  rapidly,  to  raise  the  horse 
off  his  feet  and  free  him  from  surrounding  objects  before  he  has  time 
to  do  any  injury  by  lucking.  A  guide  rope  attached  to  his  head  collar, 
and  men  between  decks  and  at  the  gangway,  must  not  be  omitted. 
The  combings  of  the  hatch,  as  well  as  stanchions  about  it,  should  be 
well  padded.  As  an  additional  precaution,  a  head  collar  should  be 
provided,  with  a  large  pad  on  top  to  prevent  injury,  should  the  horse 
strike  his  head  against  the  deck  beams  when  lighting  on  his  feet.  A 
bed  of  straw  or  saw-dust  should  be  provided  on  the  deck  upon  which  to 
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lower  the  horse ;  at  which  moment  four  stout,  resolute  men  should  stand 
by  to  prevent  his  kicking  and  plunging  until  the  slings  are  removed 
and  the  animal  is  safely  secured  in  his  stall.  While  one  holds  him  by 
the  hftad  collar,  another  rapidly  unhooks  the  tackle  purchase,  and  two 
others  let  loose  the  breech  and  breast  bands.  At  this  moment  the  ship's 
head  collar  should  be  slipped  on  under  the  one  used  in  slinging  him. 

'* '  The  horses  should  go  on  board  and  be  placed  installs  in  the  same 
order  as  when  in  their  stables,  or  at  picket  ropes  on  the  land.  Every 
horse's  shoes  should  be  carefully  examined  and  put  in  perfect  order 
before  going  on  shipboard,  and  the  hind  corkings  removed.  Hand- 
rubbing  the  legs  is  important  for  the  well-being  of  the  horse  under  the 
restraints  of  a  sea  voyage,  and  should  be  daily  practiced. 

"  '  The  ship's  head  collar  of  canvas,  with  two  strong  tarred  ropes  to 
each,  with  a  stout  throat-latch,  is  the  only  reliable  halter.  They  should 
be  tied  short,  and  a  supply  of  spare  collars  must  always  be  on  hand, 
with  canvas  and  other  material  to  repair  them. 

"  'For  the  first  few  days  feed  sparingly,  giving  bran  freely.  Never 
exceed  six  pounds  of  oats,  half  a  peck  of  bran,  and  ten  pounds  of  hay, 
with  six  gallons  of  water  per  day,  diminishing  this  allowance  as  the 
judgment  of  the  commander  of  the  troops  shall  prompt.  Bran  may  be 
given  every  other  day,  after  the  horse  is  habituated  to  the  sea  and  feeds 
well.  Constipation  is  the  danger  to  guard  against.  Vinegar  should 
be  freely  used,  washing  the  mangers,  horses'  mouths,  noses,  and  occa- 
sionally their  docks,  doing  so  daily  in  hot  weather.  Chloride  of  zinc, 
chloride  of  lime,  and  ground  calcined  gypsum,  (plaster  of  Paris,) 
should,  one  or  the  other,  be  frequently  used  for  purifying  between  decks. 
The  first  is  the  most  effectual  disinfecting  agent,  and  can  be  applied 
with  great  facility  as  a  solution  from  a  sprinkling  pot.  Ventilation  is 
all  important,  and  cannot  be  too  strictly  attended  to.  If  windsails  be 
the  only  means  at  command,  they  must  be  constantly  watched  and 
trimmed  to  face  the  direction  of  the  wind.  Special  attention  should 
be  paid  to  having  the  lower  end  near  the  deck,  to  carry  down  cool  air 
and  displace  the  warm.  If  the  end  is  allowed  to  terminate  near  the 
ceiling  or  timbers  over  head,  it  serves  as  a  chimney  or  flue  for  the  ascent 
of  the  highly  heated  air  from  the  ship,  instead  of  a  conduit  for  cool  air 
down.  The  supply  of  water  on  a  long  voyage  requires  great  attention. 
An  alloAvance  of  six  gallons  per  day  can  be  made  more  than  suflScient 
for  many  horses,  by  taking  part  of  it  to  moisten  or  wet  the  hay,  oats, 
and  bran  before  offering  them  to  the  horse.    Horse  slings,  or,  more  prop-

erly,  hammocks,  should  be  supplied  for  every  horse  on  board,  nothing 
contributing-  more  to  the  comfort  and  relief  of  the  animal,  and  often- 
times saving  him  from  falling  in  his  stall,  and  almost,  as  a  consequence, 
the  loss  of  the  animal,  if  from  weakness,  by  sickness,  or  confinement 
of  a  long  voyage.  They  should  be  used  in  calm  or  moderate  weather 
only,  and  never  in  a  rough  sea  and  stormy  weather.  If  slung  in  rough 
weather,  he  has  no  control  over  himself  with  his  feet  to  resist  any 
motion,  and  swings  about  from  side  to  side,  or  forward  and  backward, 
to  his  injury.  If  left  to  himself  the  horse  will  accommodate  his  motion 
to  that  of  the  ship,  provided  that  he  has  the  free  use  of  his  legs.  After 
standing  several  days  and  nights,  the  wearied  animal  then  requires 
some  artificial  means  of  securing  rest.  Selecting  smooth  sea,  and 
drawing  the  slings  gently  and  firmly  under  him,  without  taking  him 
off  his  legs,  the  animal  soon  avails  himself  of  this  novel  relief.  It 
should  be  placed  in  the  centre  of  his  belly,  and  there  confined  by  the 
breast  and  breech  bands.  After  the  horse  has  learned  the  use  and  had 
the  comfort  of  the  hammock,  great  care  must  be  taken  when  replacing 
it.  The  fastenings  must  then  be  attached  and  secm'ed  with  great  quick- 
ness, before  his  whole  weight  is  thrown  on  the  canvas,  and  relaxation 
of  all  the  muscles,  when,  if  not  supported,  he  falls  in  the  stall.  Nose- 
bags should  not  be  used  on  shipboard.  In  the  confined  and  heated 
hold  of  a  ship,  the  animal  requires  all  the  air  he  can  get,  instead  of 
being  deprived  of  it  by  eating  from  nose-bags.  The  movable  feed-box 
is  a  convenient  and  proper  substitute.  Previous  to  disembarking,  let 
every  shoe  be  examined  and  secured  to  the  horse's  foot.  A  loose 
shoe  may  cause  much  injury  when  in  the  slings.  For  some  days 
after  landing  from  a  long  voyage,  if  practicable,  let  the  horse  take  his 
own  ease  and  comfort,  giving  him  a  good  straw  bed,  walking  him  fre- 
quently, but  never  backing  him  or  putting  him  in  traces.  In  our  ser- 
vice for  disembarkation,  horses  have  frequently  been  forced  and  thrown 
overboard  and  made  to  swim  ashore.  Such  a  practice  never  should  be 
'permitted.  Once  treated  in  this  way,  he  can  no  longer  be  depended  on 
for  fording  or  swimming  streams.'" 

TRAINING  HORSES. 

Horses  must  be  trained  for  cavalry  service.  To  take  them  from  the 
farm  or  the  stable  immediately  into  service,  and  expect  them  to  endure 
the  fatigue  and  exposure,  and  to  stand  the  firing  of  artillery  and  small 
arms,  would  be  as  unreasonable  as  to  expect  inexperienced  militia  to 
do  as  well  as  veteran  troops. 
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The  training  is  necessary,  both  for  the  instruction  of  the  horse  and  to 
harden  him  for  service.  That  prescribed  in  tactics  is  calculated  to  put 
him  in  the  proper  condition.  By  the  exercises  there  laid  dovrn,  his  fiesh 
will  be  hardened,  his  muscles  strengthened  and  suppled,  and  his  ear 
made  familiar  with  the  noise  of  firearms.  Few  horses  are  able  to  endure 
active  service  without  this  preparation. 

The  horse,  therefore,  should  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  trooper 
while  the  latter  is  learning  to  ride,  so  that  he  will  become  gradually 
inured  to  the  task  of  carrying  his  rider  and  equipments.  If  this  pre- 
liminary training  cannot  be  had,  the  demands  of  the  service  in  the  field 
being  too  urgent,  the  first  marches  which  the  horse  makes  should  be 
short  and  easy,  until  he  becomes  accustomed  to  the  labor  exacted  of 
him.  In  three  weeks  the  horse  can  be  prepared  for  the  field,  so  as  to 
do  good  service,  by  exercising  him  three,  and  occasionally  five,  hours 
daily.  Of  course  a  much  longer  time— even  nine  months— can  be 
advantageously  employed  to  perfect  both  horse  and  rider. 

Every  precaution  must  be  taken  to  prevent  the  abuse  of  horses. 
Strict  orders  must  be  enforced  against  fast  riding  by  prompt  and  vigor. 
ous  punishment.  An  officer  should  be  required  at  the  head  of  each 
company,  when  the  horses  are  watered,  to  see  that  they  are  taken  and 
brought  back  at  a  walk. 

To  train  horses  to  charge  infantry  under  fire,  Marmont  suggests  that 
dismounted  men  be  placed  in  line  with  sufficient  space  between  each 
file  on  the  right  and  left  to  admit  a  horse  to  pass.  The  dismounted  men 
are  provided  with  blank  cartridges.  The  horses  are  ridden  through  this 
line  under  the  fire  of  blank  cartridges,  first  at  a  walk,  then  at  a  trot, 
and  finally  at  faster  gaits,  until  they  will  pass  through  the  dismounted 
men  without  fear  or  apprehension.  Horses  trained  in  this  way  will 
charge  a  line  of  infantry  the  .first  time,  but  a  wounded  horse  will  prob- 
ably not  be  brought  to  it  again  without  difficulty  and  renewed  training. 

ON  THE  MARCH. 

Where  horses  are  conducted  on  the  march  in  droves,  the  shoes  should 
be  removed  from  their  hind  feet,  to  prevent  injury  to  each  other.  There 
should  be  a  sufficient  number  of  men  accompanying  them  to  cwxe  for 
and  feed  them  regularly. 

The  experience  of  horse  dealers  has  shown,  when  horses  are  trans- 
ferred from  shelter  to  the  field,  that  the  use  of  tar  protects  them  against 
colds,  catarrh,  and  distemper.    A  tablespoon  full,  placed  far  ijack" on 
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the  froDgue,  is  sufficient  for  the  purpose.  Salt,  three  times  a  week, 
should  be  given,  particularly  when  horses  are  fed  on  corn,  barley,  or 
young  grass. 

Horses  on  the  march  should  never  move  out  of  a  walk,  except  in  the 
greatest  emergency,  and  then  only  for  short  distances.  Under  the 
weight  of  the  trooper  and  his  equipments,  and  the  articles  too  often 
loosely  suspended  to  the  saddle,  an  unbroken  trot,  or  gallop,  of  five  or 
six  miles,  even  on  good  roads  and  in  favorable  weather,  is  sufficient  to 
render  unserviceable  a  large  percentage  of  horses;  and  in  bad  weather, 
and  on  bad  roads,  it  need  only  be  repeated  two  or  three  times  to  dis- 
mount the  best  mounted  regiment  in  the  service. 

If  extraordinary  effort  is  required  from  cavalry,  the  service  demanded 
should  be  rendered  by  steady  marching,  day  and  night,  and  by  shorten- 
ing the  halts.  Horses  should  be  trained  to  fast  walking,  and  maximum 
distances  should  be  accomplished  at  that  gate.  Orderlies  and  couriers, 
that  are  required  to  ride  out  of  a  walk,  should  be  lightly  equipped,  and 
carry  no  arms  except  a  pistol.  When  communication  must  be  kept  up 
by  couriers,  it  should  be  by  relays  of  a  sufficient  number  of  men  estab- 
lished at  distances  not  greater  than  five  miles. 

Stated  halts  must  be  made  on  protracted  marches ;  they  need  not  be 
frequent,  however,  if  the  march  is  conducted  with  system.  Two  or 
three  during  the  day  are  sufficient,  if  the  column  moves  steadily.  These 
should  be  at  designated  points,  where  the  horses  may  be  watered  and  fed, 
either  by  grazing  or  from  the  supply  carried  on  the  horses.  Great  relief 
is  afforded  the  horses,  as  well  as  the  men,  if  the  latter  dismount  and 
march  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  in  every  hour. 

Cavalry  on  the  march  should  dismount  when  ascending  and  descend- 
ing steep  hiUs.  This  is  particularly  necessary  when  descending,  as 
horses  are  then  more  liable  to  be  injured.  -  At  every  halt,  if  only  for  five 
minutes,  the  men  should  dismount,  readjust  their  saddles,  etc.,  and 
examine  their  horses'  feet.  By  observing  these  precautions,  the  length 
of  time  which  cavalry  can  be  kept  in  the  field  will  be  materially 
increased. 

Each  cavalry  man  should  be  provided  with  a  pair  of  extra  horse-shoes, 
previously  fitted,  one  for  the  fore  and  one  for  the  hind  foot,  with  the 
necessary  nails.  Weekly  inspection  should  be  made  to  enforce  this. 
The  furrier  must  be  required  to  carry  his  shoeing  tools  Avith  him  on  the 
march,  to  replace  the  shoes  as  they  are  lost,  or  during  the  halts. 

A  very  large  percentage  of  horses  are  icjured,  when  the  marching  is 
badly  conducted,  by  receiving  contusions  on  the  heels  from  the  horses 
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in  rear  bein^  permitted  to  crowd  upon  them.  Where  horses  are  con- 
stantly used,  such  injuries  are  very  diflficult  to  heal,  and,  in  many 
instances,  become  aggravated  sores,  from  which  the  horse  recovers  only 
by  relieving  him  entirely  from  duty. 

Another  constant  cause  of  unserviceable  horses  is  "sore  back,"  occa- 
sioned principally  from  the  blanket  not  being  properly  folded  under  the 
saddle,  bad  or  careless  riding,  and  want  of  attention  in  not  relieving  in 
time  the  irritated  parks  by  a  judicious  adjustment  of  the  saddle  and 
saddle  blanket. 

Company  commanders,  by  properly  distributing  or  changing  about 
the  saddles,  so  that  each  horse  is  fitted — by  requiring  the  men  to  sit 
erect  in  the  saddle — by  frequent  inspections  on  the  march  to  enforce  all 
proper  precautions — can  greatly  diminish  this  evil. 

Contagious  diseases  should  be  most  carefully  guarded  against. 
Horses  exhibiting  the  slightest  indications  of  glanders,  or  farcy,  must 
be  at  once  removed  ;  and  the  moment  there  appears  satisfactory  evidence 
of  contagious  disease,  the  horse  should  be  inspected,  and,  if  in  the  field, 
condemned  and  killed. 

Broken-down  horses  should  be  sent  to  the  rear  as  soon  as  possible  to 
recuperate,  and  not  be  retained  in  service  until  they  are  beyond  restora- 
tion. When  they  give  indications  of  having  been  overworked,  the 
additional  service  to  be  obtained  from  them  before  they  break  down 
entirely  is  a  small  offset  to  their  total  loss. 

Depots  and  hospitals  for  unserviceable  horses  should  be  established 
in  the  rear  of  each  army,  where  the  dismounted  men,  convalescents,  and 
recruits  can  attend  to  their  recuperation,  and,  at  the  same  time,  receive 
instruction  in  cavalry  exercises  and  duties.  These  depots  should  be 
established  at  points  convenient  for  forage,  of  easy  communication,  and 
secure  from  interruption  by  the  enemy. 

Horses  require  constant  and  systematic  care.  Feeding  and  grooming 
must  be  attended  to  at  stated  hours.  Stable  duty,  however  monoto- 
nous, demands  of  the  cavalry  officer  unremitting  attention.  The  simple 
presence  of  the  officers  will  often  insure  iis  proper  performance  without 
any  display  of  authority ;  and  while  he  may  not  be  conscious  of  the 
service  he  is  performing,  there  is  no  duty  which,  in  the  end,  will 
more  fully  reward  his  efforts  to  bring  in  the  field  an  effective  command. 

The  men  should  be  employed  in  making  the  horses'  condition  as 
comfortable  as  possible  whilst  in  camp,  by  erecting  shelters  from  such 
materials  as  are  at  hand,  as  a  protection  against  sun  and  rain  in  sum- 
mer, and  the  wind  and  cold  in  winter. 
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Immediately  after  reveille  the  horses  should  be  groomed,  the  stables 
cleaned;  or,  if  in  camp  which  is  to  be  occupied  one  day.  the  ground 
should  be  drained  and  smoothed  off  where  the  horses  stand,  with  a  gen- 
tle slope  to  shed  water.  The  horses  should  then  be  fed,  and  one  man 
to  each  four  or  six  detailed  to  remain  during  the  feeding,  to  prevent 
them  from  wasting  the  forage.  This  is  very  necessary  when  they  are 
fed  from  nose-bags,  as  they  are  liable  to  spill  much  of  their  forage  on 
the  ground,  which  would  be  lost  without  the  presence  of  this  detail. 

A  stable  guard  should  be  posted  day  and  night  over  horses,  to  guard 
them  from  injury  and  prevent  them  from  getting  loose.  This  guard 
should  be  composed  of  a  non-commissioned  officer  and  three  or  six  men 
to  a  squadron.  The  non-commissioned  officer  should  be  held  responsi- 
ble for  the  conduct  of  the  guard,  and  for  any  loss  of  horses  or  property 
under  his  charge.  When  in  camp  for  several  days,  the  horses  and  men 
must  be  exercised  by  at  least  one  drill  per  day,  even  when  resting  from 
a  severe  march,  as  it  will  be  a  relief  to  both.  It  is  very  injurious  to 
cavahy  to  stand  at  the  picket  line  for  several  days  without  exercise, 
and  then  move  off  suddenly  on  a  long  march.  If  daily  exercises  are 
not  kept  up,  horse  and  man  commence  losing  at  once  their  efficiency. 

The  arduous  and  most  disagreeable  duties  on  the  march  and  in  the 
camp  should  fall  upon  those  who,  from  unnecessary  fast  riding  and 
want  of  care  of  their  horses,  have  been  dismounted.  It  v/ill  cause  them 
to  be  more  careful  when  remounted,  and  will  be  a  warning  to  those 
men  who  have  horses. 

To  prevent  contagious  diseases  from  spreading,  the  men  should  be 
thoroughly  instructed  concerning  the  premonitory  symptoms  of  distem- 
per, farcy,  and  glanders,  and  be  required  to  report  such,  as  soon  as 
noticed,  to  the  veterinary  surgeon,  that  the  diseased  horses  may  be  sep- 
arated from  the  others.  In  decided  cases  of  farcy  or  glanders,  the 
hors.es  should  be  shot  without  delay,  as  these  diseases  are  regarded 
incurable.  Wt.th  care  and  treatment,  the  majority  of  horses  will  recover 
from  distemper.  The  only  difficulty  is  to  distinguish  the  catarrhal  and 
other  inflammations  which  produce  a  nasal  discharge,  from  the  fatal 
contagious  diseases. 

GLANDEUS. 

Definition. — Glanders  consist  in  a  discharge  from  one  or  both  nostrils 
of  matter  which,  by  transfer  or  inoculation,  will  produce  the  disease  in 
another  animal  of  the  equine  or  human  species,  and  which  discharge  is, 
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sooner  or  later,  accompanied  by  vascular  injection  and  chancrous  ulcera- 
tion of  the  schniderian  membrane,  by  tumefaction  of  the  submaxillary 
lymphatic  glands,  and  by  farcy. — Percival. 

Symptoms. — A  discharge  of  matter  from  one  or  both  nostrils ;  enlarge- 
ment of  one  or  both  submaxillary  glands.  When  one  nostril  only  is 
affected,  the  corresponding  gland  is  almost  invariably  found  enlarged. 
The  schniderian  membrane  (lining  of  the  nose)  is  generally  of  a  pale 
or  leaden  hue,  and  sometimes  ulcerations  are  visible  on  its  surface. 
The  discharge  usually  sticks  to  the  nostril,  and  is  sometimes  white  and 
thick,  but  oftener  of  a  grayish  aspect.  A  discharge  from  the  nostrils, 
and  the  appearance  of  ulceration,  is  not  alone  sufficient  to  establish  the 
presence  of  the  disease;  for  these  ulcerations  are  sometimes  produced 
by  the  acrid  nature  of  the  discharge  from  catarrh.  In  the  first  stage  of 
the  disease  there  is  a  discharge  from  one  nostril  only  of  a  whitish  humor, 
which  is  inconsiderable,  except  when  the  horse  has  the  membrane 
within  the  nostrils.  The  swelling  of  the  glands  under  the  jaw  is  on  the 
same  side  as  the  affected  nostril.  The  horse's  coat  appears  healthy, 
and  the  animal  in  good  condition. 

The  symptoms  of  glanders  arising  from  communication  with  a  glan- 
dered  horse,  are  different  from  those  of  glanders  by  bad  provender, 
excessive  exertion,  etc.  In  the  former,  the  discharge  is  from  one  nostril 
only,  or  much  more  from  one  than  the  other,  and  there  is  no  cough  or 
other  symptom  of  catarrh  or  cold,  or  any  other  disorder.  In  the  latter, 
on  the  contrary,  there  is  cough,  either  dry  or  moist,  and  it  is  preceded 
by  loss  of  appetite,  or  falling  off  in  appetite,  and  depression  of  spirits. 

The  symptoms  of  the  second  stage  are  the  altered  appearance  of  the 
nasal  discharge,  which  has  become  more  glutinous,  and  adheres  to  the 
edges  of  the  nostrils,  with  a  contraction  and  partial  closing  of  the  nos- 
ti-il,  with  increased  tenderness  of  the  swelling  under  the  jaw,  which 
adheres  more  closely  to  the  jaw-bone ;  the  discharge  is  somewhat 
streaked  with  blood,  and  of  an  offensive  smell.  The  discharge  is  now 
from  both  nostrils.  There  is  a  slight  tumefaction  of  the  under  eyelid, 
a  swell  or  elevation  of  the  bones  of  the  nose  or  forehead,  loss  of  appe- 
tite, debility,  cough,  and  swelling  of  the  legs  and  sheath,  and  some- 
times lameness  without  any  apparent  cause,  chancres  or  ulcerations 
within  the  nostrils,  great  tenderness  of  the  glands  under  the  jaw,  which 
now  adhere  to  the  jaw-bone,  a  small  discharge  of  matter  from  the  inner 
comer  of  the  eye.  When  these  symptoms  appear  the  disease  soon  pro- 
ceeds to  a  fatal  termination.  The  above  symptoms  are  not  at  all  pecu- 
liar to  glanders,  but  may  occur  in  strangles,  peripneumony,  and  pleurisy. 
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The  glutinous  discliarge,  the  swelling  of  the  glands  under  the  jaw,  and 
the  ulceration  within  the  nostrils,  are  symptoms  which  occur  in  the 
above  diseases  as  well  as  in  glanders. 

Although  the  disease  is  here  divided  into  the  first  and  second  stages, 
it  is  not  essential  that  in  each  case  the  former  should  precede  the  latter, 
for  sometimes  the  acute  only  is  present,  and  the  horse  speedily  dies  if 
not  destroyed.  In  other  instances,  the  acute  stage  may  be  succeeded 
by  the  sub-acute.  It  may,  however,  be  observ^ed  that  the  first  stage 
never  ends  in  death,  but  it  is  always  in  the  second  stage  that  the  dis- 
ease proves  fatal.  Besides  these  stages,  glanders  sometimes  assume  a 
still  more  insidious  appearance,  in  which  the  discharge  is  so  slight,  and 
the  enlarged  glands  so  trivial,  as  not  only  to  deceive  the  ignorant,  but 
often  mislead  the  well-instructed  practitioner.  The  discharge  is  thin, 
and  appears  no  more  than  a  slight  increase  of  the  natural  discharge, 
and  the  submaxillary  swelling  is  no  larger  than  a  bean,  though  hard 
and  indurated.  Such  cases  as  these  have  proved  of  irreparable  injury 
to  many  horse  proprietors,  from  the  symptoms  not  being  sufficiently 
urgent  as  to  excite  alarm ;  and  when  a  veterinary  surgeon  has  given  his 
opinion  that  such  case  was  one  of  glanders,  there  have  not  been  want- 
ing plenty  of  farriers  and  others  who  have  altogether  contemned  such 
an  opinion,  and  for  a  time  at  least  have  exulted  over  their  own  supe- 
rior sagacity.  Mr.  James  Turner  relates  a  striking  instance  of  this,  in 
which  his  advice  was  disregarded,  and  a  horse  with  these  insidious 
appearances  was  allowed  to  mix  with  other  horses,  to  several  of  which 
he  communicated  the  disease  in  the  course  of  a  few  months. —  IVhites 
Veterinary  Art.     ' 

The  most  common  cause  of  this  disease  is  the  impure  air  of  close,  ill- 
ventilated,  damp,  and  filthy  stables,  acting  injuriously  upon  the  organs 
of  respiration,  destroying  the  constitution,  debilitating  the  system,  and 
rendering  it  susceptible  to  the  attack  of  disease.  Neglected  catarrh, 
strangles,  etc.,  sometimes  terminate  in  glanders.  Hard  work  and  bad 
provender,  together  with  sudden  changes  from  exposure  to  cold  and 
weather,  to  hot  stables,  etc.,  are  likewise  regarded  as  among  the  causes. 
Contagion  is  the  most  common  of  all  causes,  the  disease  being  readily 
communicated  from  one  animal  to  another  by  it. — Jennings. 

Mr.  Wm.  Percival,  in  his  "  Hippopathology,"  gives  us  the  following 
facts  as  the  result  of  his  own  experience : 

1.  "That  farcy  and  glanders,  which  constitute  the  same  disease,  are 
propagated  through  the  medium  of  stabling ;  and  this  we  believe  to  be 
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the  more  usual  way  in  which  diseases  are  communicated  firom  horse  to 
horse. 

2.  "That  infected  stabling  may  harbor  and  retain  the  infection  for 
months,  or  even  years ;  and  although  by  thoroughly  cleansing  and 
making  use  of  disinfecting  means  the  contagion  may  be  destroyed, 
yet  it  would  not  be  wise  to  occupy  such  stables  immediately  after  such 
supposed  or  alleged  disinfection. 

3.  "That  the  virus,  or  poison  of  glanders,  may  lie  for  months  in  a 
state  of  incubation  in  the  horse's  constitution  before  the  disease  breaks 
out.     Of  this  we  have  the  most  positive  evidence. 

4.  "  That  when  a  stable  of  horses  becomes  contaminated,  the  disease 
often  makes  fearful  ravages  am.ong  them  before  it  quits  ;  and  it  is  only 
after  a  period  of  several  months'  exemption  from  all  disease  of  the  kind 
that  a  clean  bill  of  health  can  be  rendered." 

FARCY. 

This  I  regard  as  an  incipient  state  of  glanders,  or  as  a  type  of  the 
same  fatal  malady,  and  is,  to  a  certain  extent,  curable.  Experiments 
prove  that  the  virus  from  a  farcied  horse  will  produce  glanders  by  inocu- 
lation in  a  sound  one ;  and  that  the  glandered  matter  will,  in  like  man- 
ner, produce  farcy.  There  are  two  distinct  varieties  of  stages  of  farcy. 
One,  which  is  called  button  farcy,  is  altogether  superficial,  being  con- 
fined to  the  lymphatic  vessels  of  the  skin,  and  readily  yields  to  medical 
treatment.  The  other  variety  makes  its  appearance  in  the  extremities, 
generally  upon  the  inside  of  the  hind  legs,  which  become  completely 
engorged ;  but  the  swelling  is  very  different  from  the  ligamentary  thick- 
ening, or  from  oedema,  being  very  uneven,  or  lumpy,  excessively  tender, 
and  painful  to  the  touch.  Small  abscesses  are  formed,  which  at  first 
discharge  a  healthy  pus,  but  soon  ulcerate,  and  discharge  a  thin,  sani- 
ous  matter.  These  abscesses  first  make  their  appearance  on  the  outside 
of  the  hind  legs,  and  then  on  the  fore  ones  in  like  manner ;  the  neck 
and  hips  come  next  in  turn,  and  they  may  appear  in  all  parts  of  the 
body,  when  glanders  will  begin  to  manifest  itself. — Jennings. 

Stonehenge  says  :  "  Farcy  appears  to  depend  upon  the  development 
of  the  same  poison  as  in  glanders;  but  the  attempt  at  elimination  is 
made  in  the  skin,  instead  of  the  mucous  membrane  lining  the  nose, 
A  horse  inoculated  Avith  glanders  may  exhibit  farcy,  and  tice  versa. 

"  Farcy  usually  shows  itself  first  by  one  or  two  small  hard  knots  in  the 
skin,  called  'farcy  buds.*    These  soon  soften,  and  contain  a  small  quan- 
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tity  of  pus;  but  as  this  is  rapidly  absorbed,  the  lymphatics,  which  con- 
vey it  into  the  circulation,  inflame,  and  at  a  short  distance  another  bud 
is  formed,  etc.  In  process  of  time  the  general  system  suffers  as  in 
glanders,  and  the  horse  dies  a  miserable,  worn-out  object.  No  treat- 
ment can  be  relied  on  to  cure  the  disease ;  and  as  it  is  equally  conta- 
gious with  glanders,  every  farcied  horse  ought  at  once  to  be  destroyed. 
The  hard  nature  of  the  buds,  and  the  thickened  lymphatics,  extending 
like  cords  between,  clearly  make  known  the  nature  of  the  disease." 

USES   OF   CAVALRY. 

When  cavalry  is  so  managed  that  the  men  require  remounting  every 
two  or  three  months,  it  is  evidently  improperly  used,  and  most  decided 
successes  must  be  gained  to  at  all  justify  such  hard  use  of  so  expensive 
and  important  an  arm  of  service.  The  durability  of  cavalry  depends, 
in  a  great  measure,  on  being  employed  for  legitimate  purposes.  Its 
minimum  durability  should  be  three  years,  if  properly  used. 

Much  depends  upon  the  judgment  of  commanding  generals  in  desig- 
nating the  duty  to  be  performed  by  cavalry,  and  the  time  and  manner 
in  which  they  require  it  to  be  executed.  Much  more,  however,  depends 
upon  the  immediate  commanders  of  the  cavalry  properly  performing  the 
duty  assigned  to  them. 

As  a  general  rule,  cavalry  should  be  kept  in  reserve  for  critical  and 
important  services.  It  should  never  be  required  to  do  duty  which  can 
be  performed  as  well  by  infantry ;  and  Avhen  cavalry  is  necessary  to 
assist  infantry,  the  minimum  force  should  be  detailed.  To  send  cavary 
out  on  picket  duty,  in  order  that  infantry  may  rest  in  quiet  and  security, 
particularly  when  it  can  only  be  done  at  the  loss  or  deterioration  of 
many  horses  from  insufficient  forage,  is  an  improper  use  of  cavalry. 
There  is  no  picket  duty  that  cannot  be  performed  by  infantry,  with  a 
few  cavalrymen  to  carry  information  quickly  to  commanding  officers. 
During  the  season  of  rest  or  inactivity,  cavalry  should  be  fostered  and 
trained  for  its  legitimate  duties.  It  should  be  stationed  where  forage 
and  other  supplies  are  convenient  and  abundant,  where  the  horses  and 
men  can  be  exercised  and  disciplined.  Then  it  will  always  be  ready 
when  required  to  follow  up  the  retreating  enemy,  to  cut  his  communi- 
cations, or  to  flank  his  position. 

Our  cavalry  service  is  peculiar.  The  wooded  nature  of  the  country, 
the  limited  number  of  roads  and  long  lines  on  which  our  armies  are 
required  to  operate,  fix  at  once  the  true  character  of  this  arm  to  be 
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means  of  transportation  for  placing  troops  in  important  positions  in  the 
shortest  time,  and  with  least  fatigue  to  the  men.  Cavalry,  therefore,  as 
n  rule,  should  be  armed  with  carbines  of  long  range,  breech-loading  and 
repeating.  The  ammunition  should  be  metallic  cartridges,  as  those  of 
paper  too  soon  become  damaged.  The  carbine  should  be  worn  at  the 
back,  supported  by  an  adjustable  sling  passing  over  the  shoulder,  the 
sling  swivel  being  placed  near  the  butt  and  at  the  upper  band  or  near 
the  muzzle.  As  opportunities  for  using  the  sabre  are  rare,  this  arm 
could  be  dispensed  with  altogether.* 

The  enemy  will  be  found  generally  in  position  either  in  woods  or 
covered  by  a  ditch  or  stream,  or  be  able  readily  to  fall  back  to  some 
protected  position  before  being  seriously  engaged.  Cavalry,  therefore. 
must  be  dismounted  and  led  to  the  assault  as  infantry.  The  horses 
furnish  the  means  of  rapidly  turning  the  enemy's  position  by  detach- 
ments from  the  main  column. 

For  these  reasons,  cavalry  should  be  equipped  as  lightly  as  possible. 
A  blanket  or  overcoat,  at  discretion,  and  an  India-rubber  poncho,  is  all 
that  should  be  carried  on  the  horse,  except  on  long  expeditions,  when  a 
change  of  underclothing  may  be  allowed.  Each  man  should  be  pro- 
vided with  a  forage  bag,  for  carrying  two  or  three  feeds  of  grain,  and 
should  have  always  in  the  saddle-pouch  a  pair  of  extra  horse- shoes, 
with  nails,  to  replace  those  cast  off.  The  lariat  ropes,  when  carried,, 
always  fastened  snugly  to  the  saddle,  can  be  used  for  picket  lines  when 
it  is  necessary  to  encamp  in  the  open  fields. 

It  is  the  duty  of  commanding  officers,  where  experience  has  not 
already  made  them  familiar  with  the  details  of  cavalry  service,  to  dili- 
gently inform  themselves.  This  service  is  so  different  from  the  infantry 
that  the  practice  of  the  latter  can,  in  very  few  particulars,  be  a  guide 
for  the  former.  It  is  only  by  unremitting  attention  to  their  duties  that 
officers  can  preserve  their  horses  and  keep  up  the  discipline  of  their 
commands.  A  very  few  days  of  negligence  or  inattention  will  often 
seriously  impair  the  efficiency  of  cavalry.  Commanding  officers  should, 
therefore,  by  frequent  inspections,  seek  to  keep  officers  constantly  at 
their  posts,  and  recommend  those  to  be  summarily  dismissed  who  fail 
to  preserve  proper  efficiency  and  discipline  in  their  commands. 

*If  the  sabre  is  worn,  it  should  be  fastened  to  the  saddle  under  the  stirrup 
leather. 
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What  has  here  been  prescribed  and  laid  down  is  but  a  summary  of 
important  advice,  to  be  remembered  and  observed  by  officers  serving 
with  cavalry.  Practice  will  open  a  much  more  extended  view  to 
officers  desiring  to  perfect  themselves  in  this  arm  of  service.

Under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  17,  1862,  entitled  "An  a<?t 
iQ  provide  for  the  more  prompt  settlement  of  the  accounts  of  disbursing 
officers,"  with  the  requirements  thereunder,  promulgated  by  circular 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  April  10,  1863,  the  following  regu- 
lations will  govern  those  concerned : 

All  officers  disbursing  moneys  on  account  of  the  contingent  fund  of  the 
Adjutant  General's  Department,  will  render,  direct  to  the  Second  Audi- 
tor of  the  Treasury,  a  duly  certified  monthly  statement  of  such  moneys 
on  hand  from  last  returns ;  receipts  within  the  month ;  balances  unex- 
pended and  where  deposited,  within  ten  days  after  the  expiration  of 
each  successive  monih. 

Such  officers  will  also  render,  direct  to  the  Second  Auditor  of  the 
Treasury,  their  accounts  quarterly,  with  the  vouchers  necessary  to  a 
correct  settlement  thereof,  within  at  least  one  month  after  the  expiration 
of  each  successive  quarter,  and  one  copy  of  the  same,  without  vouchers, 
direct  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army. 

Accounts  and  vouchers  will  be  rendered  forthwith,  whenever  officers 
cease  to  disburse  from  change  of  duty  or  otherwise.

privates  so  re-enlisting  shall  be  entitled  to  the  bounties  mentioned  in 
the  joint  resolution  of  Congress  approved  January  thirteen,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-four.

When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  grade  of  field  officer  in  any  colored 
regiment,  the  Commanding  General  of  he  Department  in  which  the 
regiment  is  serving  will  assemble  a  board  of  competent  officers  to 
examine  and  report  upon  the  qualifications  of  the  field  officers  and 
captains  of  said  regiment  who  may  present  themselves  as  candidates 
for  appointment  to  the  existing  vacancy. 

If  no  officer  of  the  regiment  whose  examination  is  herein  provided  for 
shall  be  found  competent  to  fill  the  vacant  position,  the  Department 
Commander  will  then  authorize  officers  from  other  colored  regiments 
under  his  command  o  appear  for  examination. 

When  the  board  shall  have  found  a  candidate  who  possesses  the 
requisite  qualifications  for  the  position  to  be  filled,  it  will  immediately 
forward,  through  the  Commanding  General  of  the  Department,  to  the 
Adjutant  General  of  the  Army,  a  report  giving  the  names,  rank,  and 
regiment  of  all  persons  examined  for  the  vacant  position.  A  detailed 
report  in  the  case  of  the  successful  candidate,  showing  the  line  of  exam- 
ination and  his  general  qualifications,  will  be  made. 
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No  officer  will  be  placed  upon  the  board  who  is  a  candidate  for  the 
vacant  position.

The  following  regulations  are  announced  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  all  concerned : 

REPORTS   OF   CREDITS. 

I.. It  is  hereby  made  the  special  duty  of  Acting  Assistant  Provost 
Marshals  General  of  States  to  secure  and  arrange  all  the  credits  due  to  the 
different  districts  and  sub-districts  under  their  control,  and  to  see  that, 
under  calls  made  in  accordance  with  the  act  approved  July  4,  1864,  the 
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drnft  commences  immediately  after  the  expiration  of  the  fifty  days  prescribed 
in  that  act  for  raising  volunteers. 

To  enable  the  Acting  Assistant  Provost  Marshals  General  of  States 
to  confomi  to  the  above,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that,  hereafter,  commencing 
icith  the  first  of  August  next,  every  United  States  Mustering  Officer  shall 
forward  direct  to  the  Acting  Assistant  Provost  Marshal  General  of  the 
State  to  which  men  mustered  by  him  are  to  be  credited,  duplicates  of 
the  tri-monthly  and  monthly  reports  of  musters  which  he  is  required  to 
render  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army.  For  enlistments  in  the 
Regular  Army,  Superintendents  of  Eecruiting  Service  for  the  Regular 
Army  are  charged  with  what  is  prescribed  above  for  Mustering  Officers. 

The  form  of  the  report,  hereunto  attached,  will  be  that  which  Com- 
missaries of  Musters,  their  Assistants,  and  Chief  Mustering  Officers  for 
rendezvous  in  rebel  States,  will  use. 

The  reports  will  be  made  up  and  rendered  as  follows : 

1.  Commissaries  of  Musters  for  Army  Corps  will  report  for  their 
respective  Corps,  by  consolidating  the  reports  rendered  to  them  by  their 
Assistant  Commissaries. 

2.  Commissaries  of  Musters  for  Military  Districts  or  Departments  will 
report  for  the  same  by  consolidating  the  reports  of  their  Assistants. 
They  will  not,  however,  include  or  embrace  any  of  the  musters  reported, 
as  required  in  the  foregoing,  by  Corps  Commissaries. 

3.  The  Chief  Mustermg  Officer  for  each  of  the  rendezvous  established 
for  recruits  from  rebel  States  (see  General  Order,  No.  227,  current  series, 
from  this  office)  will  report  for  his  rendezvous  by  consolidating  the 
reports  of  his  Assistants.  In  rendering  his  reports  he  will  he  careful  not 
to  embrace  musters  that  do  not  pertain  to  his  rendezvous. 

4.  Superintendents  of  Eecruiting  Service  for  the  Regular  Army  will 
report  by  consolidating  the  reports  of  the  officers  acting  under  their 
orders,  respectively. 

5.  Mustering  Officers  throughout  the  loyal  States,  and  all  other  officers 
not  herein  specially  mentioned,  who  are  authorized  to  make  musters, 
will  continue  to  render  reports,  as  heretofore  required,  direct  to  the  Act- 
ing Assistant  Provost  Marshal  General  of  the  State  to  which  the  credits 
are  to  be  given. 

MUSTER-IN  ROLLS. 


II.. Commissaries  of  Musters  and  Chief  Mustering  Officers  tnrough 
out  the  United  States,  will  take  especial  pains  to  see  that  rolls  from  all 
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officers  making  musters  under  them  are  promptly  examined,  corrected, 
and  forwarded,  and  the  four  copies  disposed  of  as  directed  by  the  Mus- 
tering Regulations,  except  that  the  copy  for  the  Adjutant  General  of  each 
State  loill  he  sent  through  the  Acting  Assistant  Provost  Marshal  General 
for  that  State,  for  his  use  in  verifying  the  report  of  credits. 

The  Acting  Assistant  Provost  Marshal  General  will,  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble, extract  from  these  rolls  the  necessary  data,  and  turn  them  over  to 
the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State. 

The  attention  of  all  officers  making  musters  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States  is  invited  to  the  orders  of  this  Department  requiring  that 
every  man  so  mustered  in  should  have  the  authorized  organization  to 
which  he  belongs  designated  on  his  muster-in  rolls.  Transfers  from 
one  regiment  or  company  to  another  are  in  violation  of  the  orders  of  the 
Department.,  and  icill  in  no  case  be  sanctioned. 

Ill --All  Recruiting  Officers  for  the  Navy  and  Marine  Coi-ps  will,  in 
accordance  with  orders  issued  by  the  Navy  Department,  report  direct 
to  the  Acting  Assistant  Provost  Marshal  General  of  the  State  to  which 
credits  are  due  for  men  enlisted  by  them. 

GENERAL  RE]MARKS. 

IV..  1.  In  States  where  there  is  more  than  one  Acting  Assistant  Pro- 
vost Marshal  General,  as  in  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  the  reports 
and  rolls  will  be  sent  to  the  one  at  the  State  capital,  and  the  credits  for 
the  divisions  of  the  State  icill  be  separated  and  reported  by  him. 

2.  No  provision  herein  contained  shall  be  understood  to  discontinue 
any  reports  or  returns  heretofore  required,  except  the  weeJdy  reports  of  rc- 
enlisted  veterans,  which,  under  section  I,  are  to  be  rendered  tri-monthly. 

3.  In  making  up  their  monthly  and  tri-monthly  reports  for  this  office.

The  whole  number  to  be  fur- 
nished within  twenty  days  from  date  of  notice  of  the  acceptance  of  this 
proposition. 

IV.  -The  troops  to  be  clothed,  armed,  equipped,  subsisted,  transported, 
and  paid  as  other  Uunited  States  infantry  volunteers,  and  to  serve  in 
fortifications,  or  wherever  their  services  may  be  required,  within  or 
without  their  respective  States.

Re-enlistments  of  One-hundred-day  Troops. 

I.. On  and  after  this  date,  men  of  the  one-hundred-day  forces  who 
may  have,  at  the  date  of  re-enlistment,  less  than  sixty  (60)  days  to  serve, 
will  be  permitted  to  re-enlist  for  one,  (1,)  two,  (2,)  or  three  (3)  years, 
as  they  may  in  each  case  elect.  The  new  term  will  commence  from  the 
date  of  re-enlistment. 

The  re-enlistments  for  the  increased  term  will  he  made  under  the  fol- 
lowing regulations: 

1.  Where  seven  hundred  men  re-enlist  in  the  regiment  to  which  they 
belong,  the  regimental  organization  will  be  maintained,  and  the  officers 
thereof  allowed  to  retain  the  rank  held  by  them  under  the  one-hundred- 
day  term. 

2.  Should  less  than  seven  hundred  men  re-enlist  in  the  same  regiment, 
said  force  will  be  organized  into  one  or  more  companies  of  the  legal 
strength,  and  officered  by  such  officers  as  may  be  selected  from  the 
original  command  by  the  Commanding  General  of  the  Army  or  Depart- 
ment. Men  re-enlisting,  should  they  so  desire,  will  be  permitted  to  select 
a  different  regiment  and  company  from  the  State  to  which  the  organization 
is  from.  In  such  cases  they  will  be  sent  to  join  the  regiment  or  com- 
pany so  selected.  The  remainder  will  be  continued,  under  their  officers, 
until  the  expiration  of  the  one-hundred-day  term,  and  then  discharged 
the  service. 

arUSTERS-OUT  OP  SERVICE. 

3.  The  muster-out  or  discharge  of  all  men  who  may  re-enlist,  and 
their  re-enlistments  and  consequent  remusters,  will  be  under  the  imme- 
diate supervision  and  direction  of  the  Commissaries  and  Assistant  Com- 
missaries of  Musters  for  the  respective  Armies  and  Departments.  The 
said  officers  'izill  make  all  musters-out  of  and  remusters  into  the  service. 

4.  All  men  who  desire  to  take  advantage  of  the  benefits  resulting 
from  re-enlistment,  under  the  provisions  of  this  order,  will  be  regularly 
mustered  out  of  service  on  the  prescribed  muster-out  rolls.  The  dis- 
charges prescribed  by  paragraph  79,  Mustering  Eegulations,  will  be 
furnished  in  all  cases.  A  remark  will  be  made  on  the  muster-out  rolls, 
over  the  signature  of  the  Commissary  or  Assistant  Commissary  of  Mus- 
ters, as  follows:    "Discharged  from  the  one-hundred-day  service  by 
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virtue  of  re-enlistment  for  one  year,  (or  two,  or  three  years,  as  case 
may  be,)  under  authority  from  the  War  Department,  1884." 

RE-ENLISTMENTS  AND  REMUSTERS. 

5.  Simultaneously  with  the  muster-out  and  discharge,  but  of  the  date 
next  following  it,  the  one-hundred-day  troops  will  be  formally  remus- 
tered  into  the  United  States  service  for  one  year,  (or  two,  or  three  years, 
as  case  may  be.)  This  will  be  done  on  the  prescribed  muster-in-rolls, 
(muster  and  descriptive  roll  of  recruits.)  These  rolls  will  be  made  out 
from  the  re-enlistments  and  descriptive  lists  of  the  men.  (See  aection 
16  of  this  paragraph.)  The  following  remark  will  be  made  on  the 
muster-in  rolls,  over  the  signature  of  the  Commissary  or  Assistant 
Commissary  of  Musters :  "Eemustered  from  one-hundred-day  service 
for  one  year,  (or  two,  or  three  years,  as  case  may  be,)  under  authority 
from  the  War  Department,  1864." 

6.  Regimental  commanders,  under  the  direction  of  their  immediate 
superior  commanders,  will  select  and  appoint  a  recruiting  officer  for 
their  respective  commands,  and  charge  him  with  the  re-enlistment  of 
the  men  thereof.  The  re-enlistments  will  be  made  in  duplicate,  and  on 
the  blank  for  "  Volunteer  Enlistment."  A  descriptive  roll  of  the  men 
will  be  made  out  at  the  same  time.  The  duplicate  re-enlistments  and 
descriptive  roll  will  be  forwarded,  or  taken,  by  the  recruiting  officer,  to 
the  Commissary  or  Assistant  Commissary  of  Musters  who  may  be  in 
charge  of  the  musters  for  the  organization  to  which  the  men  belong. 
The  mustering  officer  will  countersign  the  re-enlistment  papers,  and 
file  the  descriptive  roll  with  the  records  of  his  office.  One  copy  of  the 
re-eniistment  will  be  delivered  by  the  Mustering  Officer  to  the  Paymas- 
ter, to  assist  him  in  the  examination  and  verification  of  the  accounts; 
this  copy  will  be  forwarded  with  the  said  accounts  to  the  proper  ac- 
counting officer  of  the  Treasury.  The  second  copy  of  the  re-enlistment 
will  be  returned  by  the  Mustering  Officer  to  the  Regimental  Commander, 
and  by  him  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  with  the 
Monthly  Recruiting  Return  required  by  paragraph  919,  Army  Regula- 
tions, from  Superintendents  of  Regimental  Recruiting  Service. 

BOUNTIES  AND   PAYMENTS. 

7.  The  bounty  provided  by  law  is  as  follows:

8.  The  Pay  Department  of  the  Army  is  hereby  charged  with  all  pay " 
mcnts  (final  dues  under  original  enlistments  and  bounties)  of  the  troops 
discharged,  and  remustered,  as  directed  in  this  order.  The  final  pay- 
ments under  the  original  enlistments  will  be  made  on  the  muster-out 
rolls. 

The  amount  of  the  total  payment  on  rcmuster  will  be  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  general  principles  set  forth  in  General  Orders,  No.  163, 
series,  of  1863.  Consolidated  receipt  rolls,  referred  to  in  said  Order,  will 
be  certified  to  by  the  Commissary  or  Assistant  Commissary  of  Clusters 
charged  icith  the  remuster  of  the  Volunteers  into  service.

In  pursuance  of  section  4  of  the  act  of  Congress  making  apjjropria- 
tions  for  the  support  of  the  Army  for  the  year  ending  thirtieth  of  June, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  and  for  other  purposes,  approved  June 
15,  1864,  all  officers  commanding  regiments,  batteries,  and  independ- 
ent companies  of  colored  troops,  will  immediately  make  a  thorough 
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investigation  and  individual  examination  of  the  men  belong-ing  to  their 
commands  who  were  enlisted  prior  to  January  1,  1864,  with  a  view  to 
ascertaining  who  of  them  were  free  men  on  or  before  April  19,  1861 ;  the 
fact  of  freedom  to  be  determined  in  each  case  on  the  statement  of  the 
soldier,  under  oath,  taken  in  connection  with  the  most  reliable  informa- 
tion that  can  be  obtained  from  other  sources.  And  when,  in  view  of 
all  the  facts  in  each  case,  commanding  officers  are  of  the  opinion  that 
any  enlisted  men  of  their  commands  were  free  on  the  date  aforesaid, 
they  will,  upon  the  next  muster  rolls,  enter  the  following  remark  oppo- 
site the  names  of  such  soldiers,  viz:  "Free,  on  or  before  April  19, 
1861 ;"  and  such  soldiers  shall  be  mustered  for  pay  accordingly.  Such 
muster  shall  be  authority  for  the  Pay  Department  to  pay  said  soldiers, 
from  the  time  of  their  entry  into  service  to  the  1st  day  of  January,  1864, 
the  difference  between  the  pay  received  by  them  as  soldiers  under  their 
present  enlistments  and  the  full  pay  allowed  by  law  at  the  same  period 
to  white  soldiers.

It  is  announced,  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned, 
that  an  officer  of  a  three-year  volunteer  organization,  who  receives  a 
new  commission  at  a  date  subsequent  to  that  of  his  original  entrance 
into  service,  is  held  to  service  for  three  years  from  the  date  of  his  last  mus- 
ter-in, and  not  for  three  years  from  the  date  of  original  muster-in. 

No  musters-in  are  authorized  or  recognized  by  the  War  Department 
for  the  unexpired  term  of  an  organization.  Musters  so  made  have 
uniformly  been  revoked  so  soon  as  brought  to  notice. 

Where  musters  have  been  made  by  Commissaries  of  Musters,  or  their 
assistants, /or  the  unexpired  portion  of  a  term,  and  there  is  doubt  as  to 
the  position  of  an  officer,  the  case  involved  should  be  forwarded,  through 
the  proper  Commissary  of  Musters,  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the 
Army,  for  the  decision  of  the  War  Department. 


EeguIatioDS  similar  to  the  foregoing  apply  to  organizations  mustered 
into  service  Jar  a  period  less  than  three  years,  the  general  rule  being  that 
a  commissioned  officer  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  mustered  in  for  the  period 
for  which  his  regiment  or  company  was  originally  so  mustered. 

If  officers  of  Veteran  organizations  do  not  desire  to  secure  the  advan- 
tages of  their /oryner  ^'commissions  and  rank,"  as  contemplated  by  sec- 
tion 2  of  paragraph  1,  Circular  Ko.  36,  current  series,  from  this  office, 
they  can  decline  to  be  remustered,  as  therein  directed,  and  only  serve 
out  the  unexpired  term  of  the  mustei^undcr  which  they  may  he  acting  at 
the  time.

By  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  following  regulations  rela- 
tive to  the  appointment  of  officers  for  regiments  or  organizations  of 
white  troops  recruited  in  the  rebel  States,  to  govern  in  lieu  of  any  and  all 
instructions  or  authority  heretofore  granted,  are  announced  : 

NEW  ORGANIZATIONS. 

1.  In  recruiting  new  troops,  the  Commanding  General  who  may  have 
received  authority  to  recruit  the  organization,  will  forward  his  list  of 
nominations  for  commissioned  officers  direct  to  the  Adjutant  General  of 
the  Army,  when,  if  approved  by  the  President,  the  appointments,  or,  in 
lieu  thereof,  authority  for  the  musters-in,  will  be  issued ;  the  rank  and 
commencement  of  pay  to  take  effect  from  the  date  of  muster  into  the 
service  by  the  duly  appointed  Commissary  of  Musters,  or  Mustering 
Officer,  under  whose  control  the  regiment  or  other  organization  may  be. 
The  lists,  in  all  cases,  of  company  officers,  must  give  the  companies, 
respectively,  with  which  the  intended  officers  are  to  serve.  No  pro- 
vision herein  contained  will  be  construed  as  authorizing  the  muster-iu 
of  a  party  unless  there  is  a  command  for  him,  as  required  by  paragraph 
85,  Mustering  Regulations. 
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OLD   ORGANIZATIONS. 

2.  For  old  organizations,  as  fast  as  vacancies  occur  among-  the  field 
and  staff,  or  company  officers  thereof,  names  of  parties  to  fill  them  will 
be  forwarded  by  the  Commanding  General  of  the  Department  in  which 
the  organization  may  be  serving,  direct  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the 
Army.  The  applications  must  state,  in  each  case,  the  strength  of  the 
command  with  which  the  party  is  to  be  mustered ;  in  the  case  of  a 
company  officer,  the  letter  of  the  company  must  be  given.  If  the  nomi- 
nation is  confirmed  by  the  PresicTent,  notification  thereof,  and  authority 
for  the  muster-in,  will  be  issued  through  the  Adjutant  General's  Office. 

3.  No  provision  herein  contained  to  be  construed  as  doing  away  with 
existing  regulations  governing  the  subject  of  musters.

office,  except  to  the  Veteran  Resei-ve  Corps,  the  following  papers  should 
be  made  out,  that  the  officers  and  soldiers  may  not  suffer  by  such 
transfer : 

Quadruplicate  muster  and  descriptive  rolls  of  the  men,  with  a  copy 
of  the  order  transferring  them  attached  to  each  roll ;  one  copy  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army;  one  copy  to  the  Pay- 
master General  of  the  Army;  one  copy  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the 
State  to  which  the  men  belong,  (the  roll  to  be  divided  for  this  purpose 
if  men  from  more  than  one  State  appear  on  it;)  and  one  copy  to  be  sent 
with  the  men  to  the  respective  regiments  to  which  they  are  transferred. 
These  rolls  will  contain  all  the  information  indicated  by  the  blanks  for 
muster  and  descriptive  rolls,  including  date,  place,  and  by  whom  mus- 
tered into  service.

I.. With  a  view  to  a  careful  examination  of  every  recruit,  substitute, 
etc.,  received  at  the  General  Rendezvous  established  for  the  reception 
of  recruits,  etc.,  before  forwarding  them  to  regiments,  in  order  that  all 
of  those  unfit  for  iield  service  may  be  discharged,  as  required  by  orders 
and  regulations,  the  Secretary  of  War  directs  that  the  Surgeon  General 
place  at  each  of  the  General  Rendezvous  referred  to,  as  many  officers 
of  the  Medical  Corps  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  the  requisite 
examinations;  these  Medical  Officers  to  b«  selected  so  as  to  give  some 
of  the  best  talent  of  the  Medical  Corps  for  the  especial  purpose  of 
examining  recruits. 

II.. The  Secretary  of  War  also  directs  that,  in  future,  commanders 
of  troops  in  the  field  discourage,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  discharge  of 
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enlisted  men  who  have  passed  the  examination  provided  for  in  para- 
graph I  of  this  Circular,  for  disability  existing  at  the  time  of  entry  into 
service. 

Ill ..  Whenever  recruits,  drafted  men,  etc.,  are  found  unfit  for  service 
at  the  examination  referred  to  in  paragraph  I  of  this  Circular,  a  copy  of 
the  report  of  the  Board  of  Inspectors  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Recruiting 
and  Mustering  OflScer,  or  Board  of  Enrollment,  as  the  case  may  be,  as 
well  as  to  the  Adjutant  General,  to  give  them  an  opportunity  to  make 
such  explanation  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  their  action  as  may  be  in 
their  power.

Instructions  for  the  government  of  Draft  Rendezvous. 

I.. Draft  rendezvous  are  military  posts,  and  duty  must  he  performed 
thereat  in  strict  accordance  with  the  Army  Regulations. 

II.. Commanding  officers  of  draft  rendezvous  are  directly  under  the 
orders  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  as  they  may  be  issued  through  the 
Adjutant  General's  Office. 

Ill . .  Officers  and  men  who  may  be  ordered  to  report  at  draft  rendezvous 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and  escorting  drafted  men  or  recruits  to 
regiments,  will  only  be  relieved  from  such  duty  by  orders  from  the 
Adjutant  General's  Office.  Those  not  needed  for  immediate  service  in 
conducting  detachments  to  regiments,  will  be  employed  in  taking  care 
of,  guarding,  and  instructing  drafted  men  and  recruits  as  they  arrive 
at  the  rendezvous. 

IV.  .Drafted  men  and  substitutes  will  not  be  discharged  for  disability 
existing  before  entering  into  service,  (except  on  the  examination  pro- 
vided for  in  Circular  67  of  1864,  from  the  Adjutant  General's  Office,) 
until  they  have  been  with  the  regiment  to  which  assigned  one  week. 
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v.. Drafted  men  and  substitutes  disabled  since  entry  into  service, 
will  in  future  be  transferred  to  the  Veteran  Keserve  Corps,  and  dis- 
charged in  the  same  manner  as  other  soldiers. 

VI..  A  weekly  inspection  will  be  made  of  each  draft  rendezvous  by 
its  commanding  officer,  and  a  report  of  said  inspection  sent  to  the  Adju- 
tant General's  Office,  embracing  any  information  whatsoever  that  may 
merit  notice  and  aid  to  correct  defects,  or  introduce  improvements. 

VII.. Assignments  of  drafted  men  and  substitutes  to  organizations 
will  be  made  in  accordance  with  orders,  which  will  be  issued  from  time 
to  time  from  the  Adjutant  General's  Office,  and  these  orders  will  be 
complied  with  by  sending  the  men  forward  with  all  possible  dispatch. 

VIII.. Commanders  of  rendezvous  will  report  daily,  by  telegram,  to 
the  Adjutant  General,  the  number  of  disposable  drafted  men  and  sub- 
stitutes at  the  rendezvous  under  their  command. 

M..A  tri-monthly  report  of  the  drafted  forces  (including  substitutes 
for  persons  drafted  and  substitutes  for  persons  liable  to  draft)  will  be 
made  on  the  10th,  20th,  and  last  day  of  each  month,  in  accordance  with 
the  forms  issued  from  the  Adjutant  General's  Office. 

X..A  tri-monthly  report  of  the  Volunteers  (embracing  volunteer  and 
representative  recruits  for  old  organizations)  will  be  made  on  the  10th, 
2uth,  and  last  day  of  each  month,  on  the  foims  issued  from  the  Adjutant 
General's  Office  for  the  reports  of  drafted  forces,  the  word  "volunteers" 
being  substituted  for  the  words  "drafted  forces,"  whenever  they  occur 
in  the  form. 

XI.. Charges  and  specifications  requiring  the  immediate  action  of  a 
general  court  martial  at  the  draft  rendezvous,  will  be  sent  to  the  head- 
quarters of  the  geographical  department  in  which  the  rendezvous  is 
located,  with  a  list  of  officers  available  for  detail  as  members  for  such 
a  court. 

Charges  not  requiring  such  action  will  be  sent  with  the  men  to  the 
command  to  which  the  men  may  be  assigned. 

XII..  All  official  communications  addressed  to  the  Adjutant  General's 
Office  should  have  marked,  in  legible  letters,  on  the  envelope,  the 
words  "  Official  Business,''  '*  Draft  Rendezvous."

Circulars  Nos.  61  and  73,  current  series,  from  this  office,  are  hereby 
revoked,  and  the  following  regulations  substituted : 

1 .  Hereafter,  when  a  commissioned  officer  of  a  three-year  volunteer 
organization  receives  a  new  commission,  or  an  enlisted  man  is  appointed 
to  a  commission,  he  may,  at  his  option,  be  mustered  into  the  United 
States  service  for  three  years,  or  the  unexpired  term  of  the  organization 
of  which  he  may,  at  the  time,  be  a  member ;  provided  that  no  officer 
or  enlisted  man  so  receiving  a  commission  shall  be  mustered  in  for  a 
less  period  than  three  years,  if,  at  the  date  he  presents  himself  for  mus- 
ter under  it,  he  has  less  than  six  months  to  serve. 

2.  All  regimental  officers  of  Volunteers  now  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  who  have  been  in  the  said  service  three  years,  and  all  who  shall, 
hereafter,  have  served  three  years,  may,  if  they  so  desire,  be  mustered 
out  and  honorably  discharged  the  service,  on  satisfactory  proof  being 
furnished  the  Commissary  of  Musters  of  their  command  that  they  have 
so  served;  provided  that  said  officers  have  not,  meanwhile,  voluntarily 
been  remustered  for  three  years,  or,  if  belonging  to  veteran  organiza- 
tions, signified  in  writing  their  willingness  to  serve  for  the  new  term  of 
the  organization  to  which  they  belong. 

3.  Regulations  similar  to  the  foregoing  will  apply  to  organizations 
mustered  into  service  for  a  less  period  than  three  years. 

4.  If  officers  of  Veteran  organizations  do  not  desire  to  secure  the 
advantages  of  iheiv  former  ^^commissions  and  rank,^'  as  contemplated 
by  section  2  of  paragraph  1 ,  Circular  No.  36,  current  series,  from  this 
office,  they  can  decline  to  be  remustered  as  therein  directed,  and  take 
advantage  of  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  1  and  2  of  this  Circular,  in  so 
far  as  they  may  be  applicable.

I.. Commanding  Generals  of  Departments  and  Armies  will,  immedi- 
ately upon  receipt  of  this  Circular,  direct  an  inspection  to  be  made 
at  Army,  Department,  Corps,  Division,  Brigade,  and  other  headquar- 
ters within  their  respective  commands,  with  the  view  of  ascertaining 
if  any  regimental  officers  of  the  Volunteer  forces  have  been  retained 
in  service,  in  violation  of  the  orders  of  the  War  Department,  after  the 
muster-out  of  their  regiments  or  companies.  (See  section  3,  General 
Remarks,  Circular  36,  current  series,  from  this  office.)    As  rapidly  as 
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an  inspection  at  any  headquarters  is  completed,  the  Commanding  Gen- 
eral of  the  Army  or  Department  will  make  immediate  report  to  this 
oflSce*  as  follows : 

1.  Ndme,  rank,  and  regiment  of  the  officers,  if  any,  retained. 

2.  Name  of  the  general  or  other  officer  responsible  for  the  retention, 
and  the  orders,  if  any,  authorizing  the  same. 

3.  If  the  officers  retained  endeavored,  in  due  time,  to  ascertain  if  the 
terms  of  service  of  theit  commands  were  near  their  expiration,  or  had 
expired. 

4.  If  the  officers  retained  rendered  to  their  regimental  commanders 
the  reports  required  by  paragraph  468,  Army  Regulations ;  also,'  if  said 
officers  were  informed  at  any  time,  officially  or  otherwise,  that  their 
commands  had  been  mustered  out. 

II..  Command  ants  of  rendezvous  for  drafted  men  and  Volunteers, 
Superintendents  of  Volunteer  Eecruiting  Service,  and  all  other  officers 
acting  directly  under  the  orders  of  the  War  Department,  will  direct 
similar  inspections,  and  make  reports  embracing  the  points  enumerated 
in  the  foregoing  of  officers  detached  and  under  their  orders. 

III..  Any  officer  ascertained  to  have  been  irregularly  retained  will 
forthwith  be  relieved  from  duty,  and  ordered  to  report,  by  letter,  to  the 
Adjutant  General  of  the  Army,  with  a  view  to  his  muster-out  as  of  the 
date  his  command  was  so  mustered. 

IV . .  Hereafter  paymasters  will  make  no  payments  to  regimental  officers 
absent  on  detached  service  from  their  regiments  and  companies  until 
they  have  first  fully  satisfied  themselves  that  the  command  of  the  officer 
so  absent  is  in  the  service  of  the  United  States.  In  all  cases  where  they 
find  supernumerary  officers  in  service,  they  will  immediately  report  the 
fact  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Ai'my  for  the  action  of  the  "War 
Department. 

v.. The  following  extracts  from  Orders  and  Regulations  are  repub- 
lished for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

(  Paragraph  468,  Army  Regulations.) 
*'  Officers  on  detached  duty  will  report  monthly  to  the  commanders 
of  their  posts,  ofthdr  regiments  or  corps,  and  to  the  Adjutant  General, 
their  stations,  the  nature  of  their  duties,  and  the  authority  placing  them 
thereon ;  likewise  each  change  of  address." 
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{Paragraph  3,  General  Orders,  No.  110,  A.  G.  O.,  of  ISQ>'^.— Extract.) 

' '  No  commissioned  officer  of  any  grade,  in  excess  of  the  legal  organ- 
ization, will  be  recognized.  Any  commander  who  may  acknowledge  or 
receive  as  in  service  any  such  officer,  will  be  brought  to  trial  for  neglect 
of  duty  and  disobedience  of  orders.  No  person  acting  in  the  capacity  of 
a  supernumerary  will,  under  any  circumstances,  be  permitted  to  receive 
pay  and  allowances  from  the  government;  and  paymasters  making 
payment  to  such  supernumeraries  will  be  held  individually  accountable 
for  amounts  so  paid."

"  3.  When  troops  are  mustered  out  of  service,  all  officers  and  men,

All  soldiers  now  on  leave  or  furlough  in  the  State  of  Illinois  may,  on 
application  to  Brigadier  General  Cook,  commanding  Military  District 
of  Illinois,  have  their  furloughs  extended  until  the  10th  day  of  Novem- 
ber, in  order  to  enable  them  to  exercise  their  elective  franchise ;  and 
Brigadier  General  Cook  is  authorized,  upon  application  of  any  soldier 
on  furlough  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  to  grant  the  aforesaid  extension, 
and  make  report  of  the  fmioughs  extended  by  him  to  the  Adjutant 
General,  Washington,  and  also  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  command 
to  which  the  furloughed  soldier  belongs.

ENLISTMENTS  AND  APPOINTMENTS  IN  THE  FIRST  CORPS. 

I.. Persons  desiriag  and  qualified  to  enlist  in  the  1st  Army  Corps, 
General  Hancock  commanding,  under  General  Orders,  No.  287,  cur- 
rent series,  from  this  ofiice,  are  hereby  authorized  to  present  themselves 
to  any  United  States  District  Provost  Marshal,  who,  if  the  applicant 
appears  to  be  qualified,  will  furnish  a  free  transportation  pass  to  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  where  recruits  will  b^  duly  enlisted  and  mustered  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States.  The  applicant  must  satisfy  the  Pro- 
vost Marshal  that  he  is  an  able-bodied  man,  fit  for  military  service,  and 
that  he  has  been  honorably  discharged  after  the  expiration  of  two  years' 
service,  by  exhibiting  his  discharge,  or,  in  the  necessary  absence  of 
that  paper,  by  presenting  such  other  evidence  as  the  Provost  Marshal 
may  require. 

No  person  will  be  forwarded  until  he  has  satisfied  the  Provost  Mar- 
shal that  he  is  acting  in  good  faith,  with  a  view  to  enlistment.  In  case 
of  doubt  as  to  his  physical  fitness,  he  will  not  be  forwarded  until  he 
shall  have  been  certified  to  be  fit  by  the  Surgeon  of  the  Board  of  Enroll- 
ment, which  certificate  shall  be  retained  by  the  Provost  Marshal,  and 
a  copy  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General  by  the  Provost  Marshal. 

Surgeons  of  the  Board  of  Enrollment  shall  examine  any  applicant 
sent  to  them  by  the  Provost  Marshal,  and  give  a  certificate  as  to  his 
fitness  for  military  service,  and  any  Siu'geon  refusing  or  neglecting  to 
make  such  examination  will  be  dismissed. 

Provost  Marshals  will  be  prepared  to  furnish  qualified  applicants 
promptly  with  information  and  with  transportation. 
,  Any  person  falsely  representing  himself  as  a  recruit,  and  as  designing 
to  enlist  in  the  First  Army  Corps,  and  failing  to  offer  himself  as  such 
recruit,  or  by  any  means  fraudulently  procuring  transportation,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  defrauding  the  government,  and  will  be  punished 
by  court  martial  or  military  commission. 

ENLISTMENTS,   MUSTERS,   AND  CREDITS. 

II . .  All  enlistments  and  musters  will  be  made  at  the  rendezvous  near 
Washington  by  the  Corps  Commissary  of  Musters  and  his  assistants 
specially  assigned  to  that  duty,  and  in  accordance  with  the  Kecruiting 
and  Mustering  Regulations  of  the  Army. 
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Recruits  will  be  credited  tD  the  district  in  which  they  or  their  families 
are  domiciled.  As  evidence  of  place  of  domicile,  the  affidavit  of  the 
recruit  will  he  required.  If  it  shall  subsequently  be  ascertained  that 
the  place  of  domicile  has  not  been  correctly  given,  the  credit  will  be 
taken  from  the  place  to  which  it  was  erroneously  assigned,  and  trans- 
ferred to  the  proper  place  of  domicile  of  the  recruit. 

Credits  will  be  reported  as  for  an  Army  Corps  in  the  field,  and  as 
directed  in  Circular  No.  52,  current  series,  from  this  office. 

ORGANIZATION. 

III.. The  organization  of  the  Corps  will  be  by  successive  regiments ; 
that  is,  one  regiment  must  be  fully  recruited  before  another  one  is  com- 
menced. Each  regiment  will  be  recruited  in  like  manner  by  successive 
companies. 

The  organization  of  regiments  and  companies  must  conform  to  that 
prescribed  for  the  infantry  arm  by  paragraph  82,  Mustering  Regulations. 

COMMISSIONED  OFFICERS— APPOINTMENTS  AND  MUSTERS. 

IV..  Applicants  for  appointments  as  officers  will  address  and  forward 
their  applications,  in  writing,  to  the  "Adjutant  General  of  the  Army, 
Washington,  D.  C." 

At  least  two  years'  service  will  be  necessary,  and  the  applicant  must 
give  his  military  history  in  full,  embracing  therein  as  follows 

1.  Date  of  original  entry  into  service. 

2.  Regiment  or  organization  in  which  services  have  been  rendered. 

3.  Rank  at  date  of  entry  into  service. 

4.  If  out  of  service,  date  and  cause  of  discharge,  rank  at  date  thereof, 
and  organization  in  which  service  was  last  rendered. 

5.  The  applicant's  address  must  be  clearly  stated  in  all  cases. 
Applicants  must  be  able  to  pass  examination  before  a  Board  of  Exam- 
iners. 

Officers  appointed  will  receive  the  necessary  instructions. 

The  appointment  will  be  subject  to  revocation  in  case  the  requisite 
number  of  men  is  not  enlisted  to  perfect  the  organization,  and  will  be 
subject  to  the  approval  and  confirmation  of  the  Senate. 

v.- On  application  by  the  Governor  of  any  State,  recruiting  officers 
will  be  designated  for  such  State.

Chief  Mustering  Officers  of  the  respective  States  will  be  prepared,  at 
all  times,  to  muster  out  of  service  such  regiments  of  Volunteers,  or 
detachments  thereof,  as  may  be  entitled  to  their  discharge. 

In  mustering  out  troops,  particular  attention  is  invited  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  Mustering  Eegulations,  in  connection  with  Circular  No. 
36,  current  series,  from  this  office.  Great  care  must  be  taken  to  prevent 
the  muster-out  and  discharge  of  men  who  are  not  entitled  to  the  same. 

Timely  requisitions  should  be  made  for  the  necessary  blank  forms  for 
muster-out  and  discharge. 

Timely  notice  should  be  given  if  the  force  of  Mustering  Officers  on 
duty  is  not  sufficient  to  muster-out  and  discharge  the  troops  promptly. 

The  Pay  Department  should  be  advised  of  the  arrival  of  regiments, 
or  detachments,  so  that  no  delay  will  ensue  in  making  the  necessary 
payments. 

So  soon  as  a  regiment  or  detachment  is  mustered  out  and  paid  oflF, 
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the  Chief  Mustering  Officer  will  make  report  thereof  to  this  office,  stating 
therein  the  dates  of  muster-out,  payment,  and  arrival  in  the  State.
